Ghe Gospel of John 


with the Book of Psalms 


Book of John 


{1:1} In the beginning was the Word, and the Word was with God, and the Word was God. 
{1:2} Gbe same was in the beginning with God. 

{1:3} All things were made by him: and without bim was not any thing made that was 
made. 


{1:4} In bim was life: and the life was the light of men. 

{1:5} And the light shineth in darkness: and the darkness comprehended it not. 

{1:6} Ghere was a man sent from God, whose name [was] Jobn. 

{1:7} Ghe same came for a witness, to bear witness of the Light, that all [men] through 
bim might believe. 

{1:8} Ne was not that Light, but [was sent] to bear witness of that Light. 

{1:9} [Ghat] was the true Light, which lighteth every man that cometh into the world. 
{1:10} Ne was in the world, and the world was made by bim, and the world knew him noc. 
{1:11} Ne came unto bis own, and bis own received him not. 

{1:12} But as many as received him, to them gave he power to become the sons of God, 
[even] to them that believe on his name: 

1313} Which were born, not of blood, nor of the will of che flesh, nor of the will of man, but 
of God. 

{1:14} And the Word was made flesh, and dwelt among us, (and we beheld bis glory, the 
glory as of the only begotten of the Father.) full of grace and truth. 

{1:15} John bare witness of bim, and cried, saying, Ghis was he of whom I spake, Ne that 
cometh after me is preferred before me: for be was before me. 

{1:16} And of his fulness have all we received, and grace for grace. 

{1:17} For the law was given by Moses, [but] grace and truth came by Jesus Christ. 

{1:18} No man hath seen God at any time: the only begotten Son, which is in the bosom 
of the Father, be hath declared [him. ] 

{1:19} And this is the record of Jobn, when the Jews sent priests and Levites from 
Jerusalem to ask him, Who art thou? 

{1:20} And be confessed, and denied not: but confessed, I am not the Christ. 

{1:21} And they asked bim, What then? Art thou Elias? And he saith, I am noc. Art thou 
that prophet? And be answered, No. 

{1:22} Ghen said they unto him, Who art thou? that we may give an answer to them that 
sent us. What sayest thou of thyself? 

{1:23} Ne said, I [am] the voice of one crying in the wilderness, Dake straight the way of 
the Lord, as said the prophet Esaias. 

{1:24} And they which were sent were of the Pharisees. 

{1:25} And they asked him, and said unto bim, Why baptizest thou then, if thou be not 
that Christ, nor Elias, neither that prophet? 

{1:26} Jobn answered them, saying, I baptize with water: but there standeth one among 
you, whom ye know not: 

{1:27} Ne it is, who coming after me is preferred before me, whose shoe's latchet I am not 
worthy to unloose. 

{1:28} Ghese things were done in Bethabara beyond Jordan, where Jobn was baptizing. 
{1:29} Ghe next cy Jobn seeth Jesus coming unto him, and saith, Bebold the Lamb of 
God, which taketh away the sin of the world. 

{1:30} Ghis is he of whom I said, After me cometh a man which is preferred before me: for 
he was before me. 


{1:31} And I knew bim not: but that he should be made manifest to Israel, therefore am I 
come baptizing with water. 

{1:32} And Jobn bare record, saying, I saw the Spirit descending from heaven like a dove, 
and it abode upon bim. 

{1:33} And I knew him not: but he that sent me to baptize with water, the same said unto 
me, Upon whom thou shalt see the Spirit descending, and remaining on him, the same is 
be which baptizeth with the Noly Ghost. 

{1:34} And I saw, and bare record that this is the Son of God. 

{1:35} Again the next day after Jobn stood, and two of his disciples: 

{1:36} And looking upon Jesus as be walked, be saith, Bebold the Lamb of God! 

{1:37} And the two disciples beard him speak, and they followed Jesus. 

{1:38} Ghen Jesus turned, and saw them following, and saith unto them, What seek ye? 
Ghey said unto bim, Rabbi, (which is to say, being interpreted, Master.) where dwellest 
thou? 

{1:39} Ne saith unto them, Come and see. Ghey came and saw where be dwelt, and abode 
with bim that day: for it was about the tenth bour. 

{1:40} One of the two which beard Jobn [speak] and followed bim, was Andrew, Simon 
Peter's brother. 

{1:41} Ne first findeth bis own brother Simon, and saith unto bim, We have found the 
Messias, which is, being interpreted, the Christ. 

{1:42} And be brought bim to Jesus. And when Jesus bebeld him, be said, Gbou art Simon 
the son of Jona: thou shalt be called Cephas, which is by interpretation, A stone. 

{1:43} Ghe day following Jesus would go forth into Galilee, and findeth Philip, and saith 
unto bim, Follow me. 

{1:44} Now Philip was of Bethsaida, the city of Andrew and Peter. 

{1:45} Philip findeth Nathanael, and saith unto bim, We have found him, of whom Moses 
in the law, and the prophets, did write, Jesus of Nazareth, the son of Joseph. 

{1:46} And Nathanael said unto him, Can there any good thing come out of Nazareth? 
Philip saith unto him, Come and see. 

{1:47} Jesus saw Nathanael coming to him, and saith of him, Bebold an Israelite indeed, in 
whom is no guile! 

{1:48} Nathanael saith unto him, Whence knowest thou me? Jesus answered and said 
unto him, Before that Philip called thee, when thou wast under the fig tree, I saw thee. 
{1:49} Nathanael answered and saith unto him, Rabbi, thou art the Son of God: thou art 
the Ring of Israel. 

{1:50} Jesus answered and said unto him, Because I said unto thee, I saw thee under the 
fig tree, believest thou? thou shalt see greater things than these. 

{1:51} And he saith unto bim, V. ee verily, I say unto you, Nereafter ye shall see heaven 
open, and the angels of God ascending and descending upon the Son of man. 

{2:1} And the third day there was a marriage in Cana of Galilee: and the mother of Jesus 
was there: 

{2:2} And both Jesus was called, and bis disciples, to the marriage. 

{2:3} And when they wanted wine, the mother of Jesus saith unto him, Ghey bave no 
wine. 

{2:4} Jesus saith unto ber, Woman, what have I to do with thee? mine hour is not yet 
come. 

{2:5} Nis mother saith unto the servants, Whatsoever he saith unto you, do [ic. ] 

{2:6} And there were set there six waterpots of stone, after the manner of the purifying of 
the Jews, containing two or three firkins apiece. 


{2:7} Jesus saith unto them, Fill the waterpots with water. And they filled them up to the 

brim. 

{2:8} And be saith unto them, Draw out now, and bear unto the governor of the feast. 

And they bare [it. ] 

{2:9| When the ruler of the feast had tasted the water that was made wine, and knew not 

whence it was: (but the servants which drew the water knew:) the governor of the feast 

called the bridegroom, 

{2:10} And saith unto him, Every man at the beginning doth set forth good wine: and 

when men have well drunk, then that which is worse: [but] thou bast kept the good wine 

until now. 

{2:11} Ghis aiid Sad miracles did Jesus in Cana of Galilee, and manifested forth bis 
ry: and bis disciples believed on him. 

{2:12} After this be went down to Capernaum., be, and bis mother, and his brethren, and 

bis disciples: and they continued there not many days. 

{2:13} And the Jews’ passover was at band, and Jesus went up to Jerusalem, 

{2:14} And found in the temple those that sold oxen and sheep and doves, and the 

changers of money sitting: 

{2:15} And when be bad made a scourge of small cords, be drove them all out of the 

cemple, and the sheep, and the oxen: and poured out the changers’ money, and overthrew 

the tables: 

{2:16} And said unto them that sold doves, Gake these things hence: make not my 

Father's house an house of merchandise. 

{2:17} And his disciples remembered that it was written, Ghe zeal of thine house hath 

eaten me up. 

{3:18} De that believeth on him is not condemned: but he that believeth noc is 

ose bi already, because he bath not believed in the name of the only begotten Son 

of God. 

{3:19} And this is the condemnation, that light is come into the world, and men loved 

darkness rather than light, because their deeds were evil. 

{3:20} For every one that doeth evil hateth the light, neither cometh to the light, lest bis 

deeds should be reproved. 

{3:21} But he that doeth truth cometh to the light, that his deeds may be made manifest, 

that they are wrought in God. 

{2:18} Ghen answered the Jews and said unto bim, What sign shewest thou unto us, 

seeing that thou doest these things? 

{2:19} Jesus answered and said unto them, Destroy this temple, and in three days I will 

raise it up. 

{2:20} Ghen said the Jews, Forty and six years was this temple in building, and wilt thou 

rear it up in three days? 

{2:21} But be spake of the temple of his body. 

{2:22} When therefore be was risen from the dead, bis disciples remembered that be had 

said this unto them: and they believed the scripture, and the word which Jesus bad said. 

{3:23} And Jobn also was baptizing in Aenon near to Salim, because there was much water 

there: and they came, and were baptized. 

{3:24} For John was not yet cast into prison. 

{2:23} Now when be was in Jerusalem at the passover, in the feast [day,] many believed in 

bis name, when they saw the miracles which be did. 

{2:24} But Jesus did not commit himself unto them, because be knew all [men, ] 

{2:25} And needed not that any should testify of man: for be knew what was in man. 


{3:1} Gbere was a man of the Pharisees, named Nicodemus, a ruler of the Jews: 

{3:2} Ghe same came to Jesus by night, and said unto bim, Rabbi, we know that thou art 
a teacher come from God: for no man can do these miracles that thou doest, except God 
be with him. 

{3:3} Jesus answered and said unto bim, Verily, verily, I say unto thee, Except a man be 
born again, be cannot see the kingdom of God. 

{3:4} Nicodemus saith unto him, Now can a man be born when he is old? can he enter the 
second time into bis mother’s womb, and be born? 

{3:5} Jesus answered, Verily, verily, I say unto thee, Except a man be born of water and [of] 
the Spirit, be cannot enter into the kingdom of God. 

{3:6} Ghat which is born of the flesh is flesh: and that which is born of the Spirit is spirit. 
{3:7} Darvel not that I said unto thee, Ye must be born again. 

{3:8} Ghe wind bloweth where it listeth, and thou bearest the sound thereof, but canst 
not tell whence it cometh, and whither it goeth: so is every one that is born of the Spirit. 
{3:9} Nicodemus answered and said unto him, Now can these things be? 

{3:10} Jesus answered and said unto him, Art thou a master of Israel, and knowest not 
these things? 

{3:11} Verily, verily, I say unto thee, We speak that we do know, and testify that we have 
seen: and ye receive not our witness. 

{3:12} If I have told you earthly things, and ye believe not, bow shall ye believe, if I tell you 
[of] heavenly things? 

{3:13} And no man bath ascended up to beaven, but be that came down from heaven, 
[even] che Son of man which is in beaven. 

{3:14} And as Moses lifted up the serpent in the wilderness, even so must the Son of man 
be lifted up: 

{3:15} Ghat whosoever believeth in him should not perish, but bave eternal life. 

{3:16} For God so loved the world, that be gave his only begotten Son, that whosoever 
believeth in bim should not perish, but have everlasting life. 

{3:17} For God sent not his Son into the world to condemn the world: but that the world 
through him might be saved. 

{3:22} After these things came Jesus and his disciples into the land of Judaea: and there 
he carried with them, and baptized. 

{3:25} Ghen there arose a question between [some] of John’s disciples and the Jews about 
purifying. 

P26t. And they came unto Jobn, and said unto bim, Rabbi, he that was with thee beyond 
Jordan, to whom thou barest witness, bebold, the same baptizeth, and all [men] come to 
bim. 

{3:27} Jobn answered and said, A man can receive nothing, except it be given bim from 
heaven. 

{3:28} Ye yourselves bear me witness, that I said, | am not the Christ, but that I am sent 
before bim. 

{3:29} Ne that bath the bride is the bridegroom: but the friend of the bridegroom, which 
standeth and heareth bim, rejoiceth greatly because of the bridegroom's voice: this my 
joy therefore is fulfilled. 

{3:30} Ne must increase, but I [must] decrease. 

{3:31} Ne that cometh from above is above all: be that is of the earth is earthly, and 
speaketh of the earth: be that cometh from heaven is above all. 

{3:32} And what he bath seen and beard, that he testifieth: and no man receiveth bis 
testimony. 


{3:33} Ne that hath received his testimony hath set to bis seal that God is true. 

{3:34} For be whom God bath sent speaketh the words of God: for God giveth not the 
Spirit by measure [unto him. ] 

{3:35} Ghe Father loveth the Son, and bath given all things into his hand. 

{3:36} Ne that believeth on the Son bath everlasting life: and be that believeth not the 
Son shall not see life: but the wrath of God abideth on bim. 

{4:1} When therefore the Lord knew how the Pharisees had heard that Jesus made and 
baptized more disciples than Jobn, 

{4:2} (Ghougb Jesus bimself baptized not, but bis disciples.) 

{4:3} Ne left Judaea, and departed again into Galilee. 

{4:4} And be must needs go through Samaria. 

{4:5} Ghen cometh be to a city of Samaria, which is called Sychar, near to the parcel of 
ground that Jacob gave to his son Joseph. 

{4:6} Now Jacob's well was there. Jesus therefore, being wearied with [bis] journey, sat 
thus on the well: [and] it was about the sixth bour. 

{4:7} Ghere cometh a woman of Samaria to draw water: Jesus saith unto her. Give me to 
drink. 

{4:8} (For his disciples were gone away unto the city to buy meat.) 

{4:9} Ghen saith the woman of Samaria unto bim, Now is it that thou, being a Jew, askest 
drink of me, which am a woman of Samaria? for the Jews bave no dealings with the 
Samaritans. 

{4:10} Jesus answered and said unto ber, If thou knewest the gift of God, and who it is 
that saith to thee, Give me to drink: thou wouldest bave asked of bim, and be would have 
given thee living water. 

{4:11} Gbe woman saith unto him, Sir, thou hast nothing to draw with, and the well is 
deep: from whence then bast thou that living water? 

{4:12} Arc thou greater than our father Jacob, which gave us the well, and drank thereof 
himself, and bis children, and his cattle? 

{4:13} Jesus answered and said unto ber, Whosoever drinketh of this water shall thirst 
again: 

{4:14} But whosoever drinketh of the water that I shall give bim shall never thirst: but 
the water that I shall give him shall be in him a well of water springing up into 
everlasting life. 

{4:15} Ghe woman saith unto bim, Sir, give me this water, that I thirst not, neither come 
hither to draw. 

{4:16} Jesus saith unto her. Go, call thy husband, and come hither. 

{4:17} Ghe woman answered and ttf I bave no husband. Jesus said unto ber, Ghou hast 
well said, I have no husband: 

{4:18} For thou bast bad five husbands; and he whom thou now bast is not thy busband: 
in that saidst thou truly. 

{4:19} Gbe woman saith unto bim, Sir, I perceive that thou art a prophet. 

{4:20} Our fathers worshipped in this mountain: and ye say, that in Jerusalem is the 
place where men ought to worship. 

{4:21} Jesus saith unto ber, Woman, believe me, the hour cometh, when ye shall neither in 
this mountain, nor yet at Jerusalem, worship the Father. 

{4:22} Ye worship ye know not what: we know what we worship: for salvation is of the 
Jews. 

{4:23} But the hour cometh, and now is, when the true worshippers shall worship the 
Father in spirit and in truth: for the Father seeketh such to worship bim. 


{4:24} God [is] a Spirit: and they that worship bim must worship [him] in spirit and in 
truth. 

{4:25} Ghe woman saith unto him, I know that Wessias cometh, which is called Christ: 
when he is come, be will tell us all chings. 

{4:26} Jesus saith unto her, I that Boe unto thee am [he. ] 

{4:27} And upon this came bis disciples, and marvelled that he talked with the woman: 
yet no man said, What seekest thou? or, Why talkest thou with ber? 

{4:28} Ghe woman then left her waterpot, and went her way into the city, and saith to 
the men, 

{4:29} Come, see a man, which told me all things that ever I did: is not this the Christ? 
{4:30} Ghen they went out of the city, and came unto him. 

{4:31} In the mean while bis disciples prayed him, saying, aster, eat. 

{4:32} But be said unto them, I bave meat to eat that ye know not of. 

{4:33} Gherefore said the disciples one to another, Nath any man brought bim [ought] to 
eat? 

{4:34} Jesus saith unto them, My meat is to do the will of him that sent me, and to finish 
his work. 

{4:35} Say not ye, Gbere are yet four months, and [chen] cometh harvest? behold, I say 
unto you, Lift up your eyes, and look on the fields: for they are white already to harvest. 
{4:36} And be that reapeth receiveth wages, and gathereth fruit unto life ecernal: that 
both he that soweth and be that reapeth may rejoice together. 

{4:37} And berein is that saying true, One soweth, and another reapeth. 

{4:38} I sent you to reap that whereon ye bestowed no labour: other men laboured, and 
ye are entered into their labours. 

{4:39} And many of the Samaritans of that city believed on him for the saying of the 
woman, which testified, he told me all that ever I did. 

{4:40} So when the Samaritans were come unto him, they besought bim that be would 
carry with them: and be abode there two days. 

{4:41| And many more believed because of his own word: 

{4:42} And said unto the woman, Now we believe, not because of thy saying: for we have 
beard [him] ourselves, and know that this is indeed the Christ, the Saviour of the world. 
{4:43} Now after two days be departed thence, and went into Galilee. 

{4:44} For Jesus himself testified, that a propbet bath no honour in his own country. 
{4:45} Ghen when be was come into Galilee, the Galilaeans received bim, baving seen all 
the things that he did at Jerusalem at the feast: for they also went unto the feast. 

{4:46} So Jesus came again into Cana of Galilee, where be made the water wine. And there 
was a certain nobleman, whose son was sick at Capernaum. 

{4:47: When be heard that Jesus was come out of Judaea into Galilee, he went unto him, 
and besoughbt bim that be would come down, and beal his son: for be was at the point of 
death 


{4:48} Ghen said Jesus unto him, Except ye see signs and wonders, ye will not believe. 
{4:49} Ghe nobleman saith unto bim, Sir, come down ere my child che 

{4:50} Jesus saith unto bim, Go thy way: thy son liveth. And the man believed the word 
that Jesus had spoken unto him, and be went bis way. 

{4:51} And as be was now going down, bis servants met him, and told [him,] saying, Ghy 
son liveth. 

{4:52} Ghen enquired be of them the hour when be began to amend. And they said unto 
him, Jesterday at the seventh hour the fever left him. 


{4:53} So the father knew that [it was] at the same bour, in the which Jesus said unto 
him, Gby son liveth: and himself believed, and bis whole house. 

{4:54} Ghis [is] again the second miracle [chat] Jesus did, when be was come out of Judaea 
into Galilee. 

{5:1} Afcer this there was a feast of the Jews: and Jesus went up to Jerusalem. 

{5:2} Now there is at Jerusalem by the sheep [market] a pool, which is called in the Hebrew 
tongue Bethesda, having five porches. 

{5:3} In these lay a great multitude of impotent folk, of blind, balt, withered, waiting for 
the moving of the water. 

{5:4} For an angel went down at a certain season into the pool, and troubled the water: 
whosoever then first after the troubling of the water stepped in was made whole of 
whatsoever disease he had. 

{5:5} And a certain man was there, which bad an infirmity thirty and eight years. 

{5:6} When Jesus saw him lie, and knew that be bad been now a long time [in that case] 
he saith unto bim, Wilt thou be made whole? 

{5:7} Gbe impotent man answered him, Sir, I have no man, when the water is troubled, to 
put me into the pool: but while I am coming, another steppeth down before me. 

{5:8} Jesus saith unto him, Rise, take up thy bed, and walk. 

{5:9} And immediately the man was made whole, and took up bis bed, and walked: and on 
the same day was the sabbath. 

{5:10} Ghe Jews therefore said unto bim that was cured, It is the sabbath day: it is not 
lawful for thee to carry [thy] bed. 

{5:11} Ne answered them, ue that made me whole, the same said unto me, Gake up thy 
bed, and walk. 

{5:12} Gben asked they him, What man is that which said unto thee, Gake up thy bed, 
and walk? 

{5:13} And be that was healed wist not who it was: for Jesus had conveyed bimself away, a 
multitude being in [chat] place. 

{5:14} Afcerward Jesus findeth him in the temple, and said unto him, Bebold, thou art 
made whole: sin no more, lest a worse thing come unto thee. 

{5:15} Gbe man departed, and told the Jews that it was Jesus, which had made bim whole. 
{5:16} And therefore did the Jews persecute Jesus, and sought to slay him, because be bad 
done these things on the sabbath day. 

{5:17} But Jesus answered them, My abe worketh hitherto, and I work. 

{5:18} Gherefore the Jews sought the more to kill him, because be not only had broken the 
sabbath, but said also that God was bis Father, making himself equal with God. 

{5:19} Ghen answered Jesus and said unto them, Verily, verily, I say unto you, Ghe Son can 
do nothing of himself, but what be seeth the Father do: for what things soever be doeth, 
these also doeth the Son likewise. 

{5:20} For the Father loveth the Son, and sheweth him all things that bimself doeth: and 
be will shew him greater works than these, that ye may marvel. 

{5:21} For as the Father raiseth up the dead, and quickeneth [chem:] even so the Son 
quickeneth whom be will. 

{5:22} For the Father judgeth no man, but bath committed all judgment unto the Son: 
{5:23} Ghat all [men] sbould honour the Son, even as they bonour the Father. Ne that 
honoureth not the Son bonoureth not the Father which bath sent him. 

{5:24} Verily, verily, I say unto you, Ne that beareth my word, and believeth on bim that 
sent me, bath everlasting life, and shall not come into condemnation: but is passed from 
death unco life. 


{5:25} Verily, verily, I say unto you, Ghe bour is coming, and now is, when the dead shall 
hear the voice of the Son of God: and they that bear shall live. 

{5:26} For as the Father bath life in bimself: so bath be given to the Son to have life in 
himself: 

{5:27} And hath given bim authority to execute judgment also, because he is the Son of 
man. 

{5:28} Marvel not at this: for the hour is coming, in the which all that are in the graves 
shall bear his voice, 

{5:29} And shall come forth: they that have done good, unto the resurrection of life: and 
they that have done evil, unto the resurrection of damnation. 

{5:30} I can of mine own self do nothing: as I bear, I judge: and my judgment is just: 
because I seek not mine own will, but the will of che Father which hath sent me. 

{5:31} If I bear witness of myself, my witness is not true. 

{5:32} Gbere is another that beareth witness of me: and I know that the witness which he 
witnesseth of me is true. 

{5:33} Ye sent unto Jobn, and he bare witness unto the truth. 

{5:34} But I receive not testimony from man: but these things I say, that ye might be 
saved. 

{5:35} Ne was a burning and a shining light: and ye were willing for a season to rejoice in 
his lighct. 

Dee ie I have greater witness than [chat] of Jobn: for the works which the Father 
bath given me to finish, the same works that I do, bear witness of me, that the Father 
hath sent me. 

{5:37} And the Father himself, which bath sent me, hath borne witness of me. Ye have 
neither beard bis voice at any time, nor seen bis shape. 

{5:38} And ye bave not his word abiding in you: for whom be bath sent, bim ye believe noc. 
{5:39} Search the scriptures: for in them ye think ye have eternal life: and they are they 
which testify of me. 

{5:40} And ye will not come to me, that ye might have life. 

{5:41} I receive not honour from men. 

{5:42} But I know you, that ye have not the love of God in you. 

{5:43} Iam come in my Father's name, and ye receive me not: if another shall come in bis 
own name, bim ye will receive. 

{5:44} Now can ye believe, which receive honour one of another, and seek not the honour 
that [cometh] from God only? 

{5:45} Do not think that I will accuse you to the Father: there is [one] that accuseth you, 
[even] Moses, in whom ye trust. 

{5:46} For bad ye believed Moses, ye would bave believed me: for be wrote of me. 

{5:47} But if ye believe not his writings, how shall ye believe my words? 

{6:1} After these things Jesus went over the sea of Galilee, which is [che sea] of Giberias. 
{6:2} And a great multitude followed bim, because they saw bis miracles which he did on 
them that were diseased. 

{6:3} And Jesus went up into a mountain, and there he sat with bis disciples. 

{6:4} And the passover, a feast of the Jews, was nigh. 

{6:5} When Jesus then lifted up [his] eyes, and saw a great company come unto bim, be 
saith unto Philip, Whence shall we buy bread, that these may eat? 

{6:6} And this be said to prove bim: for be bimself knew what be would do. 

{6:7} Philip answered him, Gwo bundred pennyworth of bread is not sufficient for them, 
that every one of them may take a little. 


{6:8} One of bis disciples, Andrew, Simon Peter's brother, saith unto bim, 

{6:9} Ghere is a lad bere, which hath five barley loaves, and two small fishes: but what are 
they among so seid 

{6:10} And Jesus said, Dake the men sit down. Now there was much grass in the place. So 
the men sat down, in number about five thousand. 

{6:11} And Jesus took the loaves: and when be had given thanks, be distributed to the 
disciples, and the disciples to them that were set down: and likewise of the fishes as much 
as they would. 

{6:12} When they were filled, be said unto bis disciples, Gather up the fragments that 
remain, that nothing be lost. 

{6:13} Gherefore they gathered [chem] together, and filled cwelve baskets with the 
fragments of the five barley loaves, which remained over and above unto them that bad 
eaten. 

{6:14} Ghen those men, when they bad seen the miracle that Jesus did, said, Ghis is of a 
crutch that prophet that should come into the world. 

{6:15} When Jesus therefore perceived that they would come and take him by force, to 
make bim a king, be departed again into a mountain bimself alone. 

{6:16} And when even was few icone his disciples went down unto the sea, 

{6:17} And entered into a ship, and went over the sea toward Capernaum. And it was now 
dark, and Jesus was not come to them. 

{6:18} And the sea arose by reason of a great wind that blew. 

{6:19} So when they bad rowed about five and twenty or thirty furlongs, they see Jesus 
walking on the sea, and drawing nigh unto the ship: and they were afraid. 

{6:20} But he saith unto them, It is I: be not afraid. 

{6:21} Ghen they willingly received him into the ship: and immediately the ship was at the 
land whither they went. 

{6:22} Ghe day following, when the people which stood on the other side of the sea saw 
that there was none other boat there, save that one whereinto his disciples were entered, 
and that Jesus went not with bis disciples into the boat, but [chat] bis disciples were 
gone away alone: 

{6:23} (Nowbeit there came other boats from Giberias nigh unto the place where they did 
eat bread, after that the Lord had given thanks:) 

{6:24} When the people therefore saw that Jesus was not there, neither bis disciples, they 
also took shipping, and came to Capernaum, seeking for Jesus. 

{6:25} And when they bad found bim on the other side of the sea, they said unto bim, 
Rabbi, when camest thou hither? 

{6:26} Jesus answered them and said, Verily, verily, I say unto you, Ye seek me, not 
because ye saw the miracles, but because ye did eat of the loaves, and were filled. 

{6:27} Labour not for the meat which perisheth, but for that meat which endureth unto 
everlasting life, which the Son of man shall give unto you: for him bath God the Father 
sealed. 

{6:28} Ghen said they unto him, What shall we do, that we mig work the works of God? 
{6:29} Jesus answered and said unto them, Ghis is the work of God, that ye believe on him 
whom he hath sent. 

{6:30} Ghey said therefore unto him, What sign shewest thou then, that we may see, and 
believe thee? what dost thou work? 

{6:31} Our fathers did eat manna in the desert: as it is written, Ne gave them bread from 
heaven to eat. 


{6:32} Ghen Jesus said unto them, Verily, verily, I say unto you, Moses gave you not that 

bread from heaven: but my Father giveth you the true bread from beaven. 

{6:33} For the bread of God is he which cometh down from beaven, and giveth life unto 

the world. 

{6:34} Ghen said they unto him, Lord, evermore give us this bread. 

{6:35} And Jesus said unto them, I am the b of life: he that cometh to me shall never 

bunger: and be that believeth on me shall never thirst. 

{6:36} But I said unto you, Ghat ye also have seen me, and believe not. 

{6:37} All that the Father giveth me shall come to me: and bim that cometh to me I will in 

no wise Cast OUT. 

{6:38} For I came down from heaven, not to do mine own will, but the will of bim that 

sent me. 

{6:39} And this is the Father's will which bath sent me, that of all which he bath given me 

I should lose nothing, but should raise it up again at the last day. 

{6:40} And this is the will of him that sent me, that every one which seeth the Son, and 

believeth on bim, may have everlasting life: and I will raise bim up at the last day. 

{6:41} Ghe Jews then murmured at him, because he said, I am the bread which came down 

from heaven. 

{6:42} And they said, Is not this Jesus, the son of Joseph, whose father and mother we 

know? bow is it then that he saith, I came down from heaven? 

{6:43} Jesus therefore answered and said unto them, Murmur not among Dhaene 

{6:44} No man can come to me, except the Father which bath sent me draw him: and I 

will raise him up at the last day. 

{6:45} It is written in the prophets, And they shall be all taught of God. Every man 

therefore that bath beard, and hath learned of the Father, cometh unto me. 

be Not that any man bath seen the Father, save he which is of God, be hath seen the 
acher. 

{6:47} Verily, verily, I say unto you, Ne that believeth on me hath everlasting life. 

{6:48} I am that bread of life. 

{6:49} Your fathers did eat manna in the wilderness, and are dead. 

{6:50} Ghis is the bread which cometh down from heaven, that a man may eat thereof, 

and not die. 

{6:51} I am the living bread which came down from beaven: if any man eat of this bread, 

he shall live for ever: and the bread that I will give is my flesh, which I will give for the life 

of the world. 

{6:52} Ghe Jews therefore strove among themselves, saying, Now can this man give us 

[his] flesh to eat? 

{6:53} Ghen Jesus said unto them, Verily, verily, I say unto you, Except ye eat the flesh of 

the Son of man, and drink his blood, ye have no life in you. 

{6:54} Whoso eateth my flesh, and dale my blood, hath eternal life: and I will raise 

bim up at the last day. 

{6:55} For my flesh is meat indeed, and my blood is drink indeed. 

{6:56} Ne that eateth my flesh, and drinketh my blood, dwelleth in me, and I in bim. 

{6:57} As the living Father hath sent me, and I live by the Father: so he that eateth me, 

even he shall live by me. 

{6:58} Ghis is that bread which came down from beaven: not as your fathers did eat 

manna, and are dead: be that eateth of this bread shall live for ever. 

{6:59} Ghese things said be in the synagogue, as be taught in Capernaum. 


{6:60} Many therefore of bis disciples, when they had heard [chis,] said, Ghis is an hard 
saying: who can bear it? 

{6:61} When Jesus knew in bimself that his disciples murmured at it, he said unto them, 
Doth this offend you? 

{6:62} [What] and if ye shall see the Son of man ascend up where be was before? 

{6:63} Ic is the spirit that quickeneth: the flesh profiteth nothing: the words that I speak 
unto you, [they] are spirit, and [they] are life. 

{6:64} But there are some of you that believe not. For Jesus knew from the beginning who 
they were that believed not, and who should betray bim. 

{6:65} And he said, Gherefore said I unto you, that no man can come unto me, except it 
were given unto him of my Father. 

{6:66} From that [time] many of bis disciples went back, and walked no more with bim. 
{6:67} Ghen said Jesus unto the twelve, Will ye also go away? 

{6:68} Ghen Simon Peter answered him, Lord, to whom shall we go? thou hast the words 
of eternal life. 

{6:69} And we believe and are sure that thou art that Christ, the Son of the living God. 
{6:70} Jesus answered them, Nave not I chosen you twelve, and one of you is a devil? 

{6:71} Ne spake of Judas Iscariot [the son] of Simon: for be it was that sbould betray him, 
being one of the twelve. 

{7:1} After these things Jesus walked in Galilee: for he would not walk in Jewry, because the 
Jews sought to kill him. 

{7:2} Now the Jews’ feast of cabernacles was at band. 

{7:3} Nis brethren therefore said unto him, Depart bence, and go into Judaea, that thy 
disciples also may see the works that thou doest. 

{7:4} For [there is] no man [chat] doeth any thing in secret, and be bimself seeketh to be 
known openly. If chou do these things, shew thyself to the world. 

{7:5} For neither did his brethren believe in him. 

{7:6} Ghen Jesus said unto them, (Dy time is not yet come: but your time is alway ready. 
{7:7} Gbe world cannot bate you: but me it bateth, because I testify of it, that the works 
thereof are evil. 

{7:8} Go ye up unto this feast: I go not up yet unto this feast: for my time is not yet full 
come. 

{7:9} When be bad said these words unto them, he abode [still] in Galilee. 

{7:10} But when his brethren were gone up, then went he also up unto the feast, not 
openly, but as it were in secret. 

{7:11} Ghen the Jews sought him at the feast, and said, Where is be? 

{7:12} And there was much murmuring among the people concerning him: for some said, 
Ne is a good man: others said, Nay: but he deceiveth the people. 

{7:13} Nowbeit no man spake openly of bim for fear of the Jews. 

{7:14} Now about the midst of the feast Jesus went up into the temple, and taught. 

{7:15} And the Jews marvelled, saying. Now knoweth this man letters, baving never 
learned? 

{7:16} Jesus answered them, and said, Dy doctrine is not mine, but bis that sent me. 

{7:17} If any man will do bis will, be shall know of the doctrine, whether it be of God, or 
[whether] I speak of myself. 

{7:18} Ne that speaketh of bimself seeketh bis own glory: but be that seeketh his glory 
that sent bim, the same is true, and no unrighteousness is in bim. 

{7:19} Did not Moses give you the law, and [yet] none of you keepeth the law? Why go ye 
about to kill me? 


{7:20} Ghe people answered and said, Ghou hast a devil: who goeth about to kill thee? 
{7:21} Jesus answered and said unto them, I bave done one work, and ye all marvel. 

{7:22} Doses therefore gave unto you circumcision: (not because it is of Doses, but of the 
fachers:) and ye on the sabbath day circumcise a man. 

{7:23} Ifa man on the sabbath day receive circumcision, that the law of Doses should not 
be broken: are ye angry at me, because I have made a man every whit whole on the 
sabbath day? 

{7:24} Judge not according to the appearance, but judge righteous judgment. 

{7:25} Ghen said some of them of Jerusalem, Is not this he, whom they seek to kill? 

{7:26} But, lo, be speaketh boldly, and they say nothing unto him. Do the rulers know 
indeed that this is the very Christ? 

{7:27: Nowbeit we know this man whence he is: but when Christ cometh, no man knoweth 
whence be is. 

{7:28} Ghen cried Jesus in the temple as he taught, saying, Ye both know me, and ye know 
whence I am: and I am not come of myself, but be that sent me is true, whom ye know 
not. 

{7:29} But I know him: for Iam from him, and be hath sent me. 

{7:30} Ghen they sought to take bim: but no man laid bands on him, because his bour 
was not yet come. 

{7:31} And many of the people believed on him, and said, When Christ cometh, will he do 
more miracles than these which this [man] hath done? 

{7:32} Ghe Pharisees beard that the people murmured such things concerning bim: and 
the Pharisees and the chief priests sent officers to take him. 

{7:33} Ghen said Jesus unto them, Vet a liccle while am I with you, and [chen] I go unto 
him that sent me. 

{7:34} Ye shall seek me, and shall not find [me:] and where I am, [thither] ye cannot come. 
{7:35} Gbhen said the Jews among themselves, Whither will he go, that we shall not find 
him? will he go unto the dispersed among the Gentiles, and teach the Gentiles? 

{7:36} What anes of] saying is this axe he said, Ue shall seek me, and shall not find 
[me:] and where I am, [chicher] ye cannot come? 

{7:37} In the last day, that great [day] of the feast, Jesus stood and cried, saying, If any 
man thirst, lec him come unto me, and drink. 

{7:38} Ne that believeth on me, as the scripture hath said, out of bis belly shall flow rivers 
of living water. 

{7:39} (But this spake he of the Spirit, which they that believe on him should receive: for 
the Noly Ghost was not yet [given:] because that Jesus was not yet glorified.) 

{7:40} Many of the people therefore, when they beard this saying, said, Of a truth this is 
the Prophet. 

{7:Al} Others said, Ghis is the Christ. But some said, Shall Christ come out of Galilee? 
{7:42} Nath not the scripture said, Ghat Christ cometh of the seed of David, and out of 
the town of Bethlehem, where David was? 

{7:43} So there was a division among the people because of bim. 

{7:44} And some of them would bave taken him: but no man laid bands on him. 

{7:45} Ghen came the officers to the chief priests and Pharisees: and they said unto them, 
Why have ye not brought him? 

{7:46} Ghe officers answered, Never man spake like this man. 

{7:47} Ghen answered them the Pharisees, Are ye also deceived? 

{7:48} Nave any of the rulers or of the Pharisees believed on bim? 

{7:49} But this people who knoweth not the law are cursed. 


{7:50} Nicodemus saith unto them, (be that came to Jesus by night, being one of them.) 
{7:51} Doth our law judge [any] man, before it bear bim, and know what be doeth? 

{7:52} Gbey answered and said unto him, Art thou also of Galilee? Search, and look: for 
out of Galilee ariseth no prophet. 

{7:53} And every man went unto his own bouse. 

{8:1} Jesus went unto the mount of Olives. 

{8:2} And early in the morning be came again into the temple, and all the people came 
unto him: and he sat down, and taught them. 

{8:3} And the scribes and Pharisees brought unto bim a woman taken in adultery: and 
when they had set ber in the midst, 

{8:4} Ghey say unto him, Master, this woman was taken in adultery, in the very act. 

{8:5} Now Moses in the law commanded us, that such should be stoned: but what sayest 
thou? 

{8:6} Ghis they said, tempting him, that they might bave to accuse bim. But Jesus 
ye down, and with [his] finger wrote on the ground, [as though be beard them 
not. 

{8:7} So when they continued asking him, be lifted up bimself, and said unto them, Ne 
that is without sin among you, let bim first cast a stone at ber. 

{8:8} And again be stooped down, and wrote on the ground. 

{8:9} And they which heard [it,] being convicted Alas own] conscience, went out one 
by one, beginning at the eldest, [even] unto the last: and Jesus was left alone, and the 
woman standing in the midst. 

{8:10} When Jesus bad lifted up himself, and saw none but the woman, be said unto her, 
Woman, where are those thine accusers? bath no man condemned thee? 

{8:11} She said, No man, Lord. And Jesus said unto ber, Neither do I condemn thee: go, and 
sin no more. 

{8:12} Gben spake Jesus again unto them, saying, I am the light of the world: he that 
followeth me shall not walk in darkness, but eeaitiove the light of life. 

{8:13} Ghe Pharisees therefore said unto bim, Ghou bearest record of thyself: thy record is 
not true. 

{8:14} Jesus answered and said unto them, Ghougb I bear record of myself, [yet] my 
record is true: for I know whence I came, and whither I go: but ye cannot tell whence I 
come, and whither I go. 

{8:15} Ye judge after the flesh: I judge no man. 

{8:16} And yet if I judge, my judgment is true: for | am not alone, but I and the Father 
that sent me. 

{8:17} Icis also written in your law, that the testimony of two men is true. 

{8:18} I am one that bear witness of myself, and the Father that sent me beareth witness 
of me. 

{8:19} Ghen said they unto bim, Where is thy Father? Jesus answered, Ye neither know 
me, nor my Father: if ye bad known me, ye sbould have known my Father also. 

{8:20} Ghese words spake Jesus in the treasury, as be taught in the temple: and no man 
laid bands on bim: for bis bour was not yet come. 

{8:21} Ghen said Jesus again unto them, I go my way, and ye shall seek me, and shall die in 
your sins: whither I go, ye cannot come. 

{8:22} Ghen said the Jews, Will be kill himself? because be saith, Whither I go, ye cannot 
come. 

{8:23} And be said unto them, Ue are from beneath: I am from above: ye are of this world: 
Lam not of this world. 


{8:24} I said therefore unto you, that ye shall die in your sins: for if ye believe not that I 

am [be,] ye shall die in your sins. 

{8:25} Ghen said they unto him, Who art thou? And Jesus saith unto them, Even [the 

same] that I said unto you from the beginning. 

{8:26} I have many things to say and to judge of you: but be that sent me is true: and I 

speak to the world those things which I have beard of bim. 

{8:27} Ghey understood not that be spake to them of the Father. 

{8:28} Ghen said Jesus unto them, When ye have lifted up the Son of man, then shall ye 

know that I am [be,] and [char] I do Racine of myself: but as my Father hath taught 

me, I speak these things. 

{8:29} And be that sent me is with me: the Father bath not left me alone: for I do always 

those things that please him. 

{8:30} As he spake these words, many believed on bim. 

{8:31} Gben said Jesus to those Jews which believed on him, If ye continue in my word, 

[chen] are ye my disciples indeed: 

{8:32} And ye shall know the truth, and the truth shall make you free. 

{8:33} Ghey answered bim, We be Abraham's seed, and were never in bondage to any man: 

bow sayest thou, Je shall be made free? 

{8:34} Jesus answered them, Verily, verily, I say unto you, Whosoever committeth sin is 

the servant of sin. 

{8:35} And the servant abideth not in the bouse for ever: [but] the Son abideth ever. 

{8:36} If che Son therefore shall make you free, ye shall be free indeed. 

{8:37} I know that ye are Abrabam's seed: but ye seek to kill me, because my word bath no 
lace in you. 

3:38} I eek that which I bave seen with my Father: and ye do that which ye bave seen 

with your father. 

{8:39} Gbey answered and said unto bim, Abraham is our father. Jesus saith unto them, If 

ye were Abraham's children, Bi would do the works of Abraham. 

{8:40} But now ye seek to kill me, a man that bath told you the truth, which I have heard 

of God: this did not Abraham. 

{8:41} Ye do the deeds of your father. Gben said they to him, We be not born of 

fornication: we have one Father, [even] God. 

{8:42} Jesus said unto them, If God were your Father, ye would love me: for I proceeded 

forth and came from God: neither came I of myself, but be sent me. 

{8:43} Why do ye not understand my speech? [even] because ye cannot bear my word. 

{8:44} Ye are of your father the devil, and the lusts of [your] father ye will do. Ne was a 

murderer from the beginning, and abode not in the truth, because there is no truth in 

bim. When be speaketh a lie, be speaketh of bis own: for be is a liar, and the father of it. 

{8:45} And because I tell [you] the truth, ye believe me not. 

{8:46} Which of you convinceth me of sin? And if I say the truth, why do ye not believe 

me? 

{8:47} Ne that is of God heareth God's words: ye therefore bear [them] not, because ye are 

not of God. 

{8:48} Ghen answered the Jews, and said unto him, Say we not well that thou art a 

Samaritan, and bast a devil? 

{8:49} Jesus answered, I have not a devil: but I honour my Father, and ye do disbonour 

me. 

{8:50} And I seek not mine own glory: there is one that seeketh and judgeth. 

{8:51} Verily, verily, I say unto you, If aman keep my saying, be shall never see death. 


{8:52} Ghen said the Jews unto him, Now we know that thou hast a devil. Abraham is 
dead, and the prophets: and thou sayest, If a man keep my saying, be shall never taste of 
death 


{8:53} Art thou greater than our father Abrabam, which is dead? and the prophets are 
dead: whom makest thou thyself? 

{8:54} Jesus answered, If I honour myself, my bonour is nothing: it is my Father that 
bonoureth me: of whom ye say, that he is your God: 

{8:55} Yet ye bave not known him: but I know him: and if I should say, I know bim not, I 
shall be a liar like unto you: but I know bim, and keep bis saying. 

{8:56} Your father Abraham rejoiced to see my day: and he nie and was glad. 

{8:57} Ghen said the Jews unto bim, Ghou art not yet fifty years old, and bast thou seen 
Abraham? 

{8:58} Jesus said unto them, Verily, verily, I say unto you, Before Abraham was, I am. 

{8:59} Ghen took they up stones to cast at him: but Jesus bid himself, and went out of 
the temple, going through the midst of them, and so passed by. 

{9:1} And as [Jesus] passed by, be saw a man which was blind from [bis] birch. 

{9:2} And his disciples asked him, saying, Master, who did sin, this man, or his parents, 
that be was born blind? 

{9:3} Jesus answered, Neither hath this man sinned, nor bis parents: but that the works 
of God should be made manifest in bim. 

{9:4} I must work the works of bim that sent me, while it is day: the night cometh, when 
no man can work. 

{9:5} As long as I am in the world, I am the light of the world. 

{9:6} When he bad thus spoken, be spat on the ace and made clay of the spitcle, and 
be anointed the eyes of the blind man with the clay, 

{9:7} And said unto him, Go, wash in the pool of Siloam, (which is by interpretation, Sent.) 
Ne went his way therefore, and washed, and came seeing. 

{9:8} Ghe neighbours therefore, and they which before bad seen him that he was blind, 
said, Is not this he that sat and begged? 

{9:9} Some said, Ghis is he: Shee End Ne is like bim: [but] he said, I am [he. ] 

{9:10} Gherefore said they unto bim, Now were thine eyes opened? 

{9:11} Ne answered and said, A man that is called Jesus made clay, and anointed mine eyes, 
and said unto me, Go to the pool of Siloam, and wash: and I went and washed, and I 
received sight. 

{9:12} Gben said they unto him, Where is he? Ne said, I know not. 

{9:13} Ghey brought to the Pharisees bim that aforetime was blind. 

{9:14} And it was the sabbath day when Jesus made the clay, and opened bis eyes. 

{9:15} Ghen again the Pharisees also asked him how he bad received his sight. Ne said 
unto them, Ne put clay upon mine eyes, and I washed, and do see. 

{9:16} Gherefore said some of the Pharisees, Ghis man is not of God, because be keepeth 
not the sabbath day. Others said, Now can a man that is a sinner do such miracles? And 
there was a division among them. 

{9:17} Ghey say unto the blind man again, What sayest thou of him, that he bath opened 
thine eyes? Ne said, Ne is a prophet. 

{9:18} But the Jews did not believe concerning bim, that he bad been blind, and received 
bis sight, until they called the parents of him that bad received bis sight. 

{9:19} And they asked them, saying, Is this your son, who ye say was born blind? bow then 
doth he now see? 


{9:20} Nis parents answered them and said, We know that this is our son, and that he 
was born blind: 

{9:21} But by what means he now seeth, we know not: or who bath opened bis eyes, we 
know not: be is of age: ask bim: be shall speak for bimself. 

{9:22} Ghese [words] spake his parents, because they feared the Jews: for the Jews bad 
agreed already, that if any man did confess that be was Christ, be should be put out of 
the synagogue. 

{9:23} Gherefore said bis parents, Ne is of age: ask bim. 

{9:24} Ghen again called they the man that was blind, and said unto bim, Give God the 
praise: we know that this man is a sinner. 

{9:25} Ne answered and said, Whether be be a sinner [or no] I know not: one thing I know, 
that, whereas I was blind, now I see. 

{9:26} Ghen said they to him again, What did he to thee? bow opened he thine eyes? 

{9:27} Ne answered them, I have told you already, and ye did not bear: wherefore would ye 
bear [it] again? will ye also be his disciples? 

{9:28} Ghen they reviled bim, and said, Ghou art his disciple: but we are Moses’ disciples. 
{9:29} We know that God spake unto Moses: [as for] this [fellow,] we know not from 
whence he is. 

{9:30} Gbe man answered and said unto them, Why berein is a marvellous thing, that ye 
know not from whence be is, and [yet] be bath opened mine eyes. 

{9:31} Now we know that God beareth not sinners: but if any man be a worshipper of 
God, and doeth his will, bim he beareth. 

{9:32} Since the world began was it not beard that any man opened the eyes of one that 
was born blind. 

{9:33} If chis man were not of God, be could do nothing. 

{9:34} Ghey answered and said unto bim, Gbou wast altogether born in sins, and dost 
thou teach us? And they cast bim out. 

{9:35} Jesus beard that they bad cast him out: and when be bad found bim, be said unto 
bim, Dost thou believe on the Son of God? 

{9:36} Ne answered and said, Who is he, Lord, that I might believe on him? 

{9:37} And Jesus said unto him, Ghou hast both seen him, and it is he that talketh with 
thee. 

{9:38} And he said, Lord, I believe. And he worshipped him. 

{9:39} And Jesus said, For judgment I am come into this world, that they which see not 
might see: and that they which see might be made blind. 

{9:40} And [some] of the Pharisees which were with him heard these words, and said unto 
bim, Are we blind also? 

{9:41} Jesus said unto them, If ye were blind, ye should have no sin: but now ye say, We see: 
therefore your sin remaineth. 

{10:1} Verily verily, I say unto you, Ne that entereth not by the door into the sheepfold, 
but climbeth up some other way, the same is a thief and a robber. 

{10:2} But he that entereth in by the door is the shepherd of the sheep. 

{10:3} Go him the porter openeth: and the sheep bear his voice: and he calleth his own 
sheep by name, and leadeth them out. 

{10:4} And when he putteth forth bis own sheep, be goeth before them, and the sheep 
follow bim: for they know bis voice. 

{10:5} And a stranger will they not follow, but will flee from him: for they know not the 
voice of strangers. 


{10:6} Ghis parable spake Jesus unto them: but they understood not what things they 
were which he spake unto them. 

{10:7} Ghen said Jesus unto them again, Verily, verily, I say unto you, I am the door of the 
sheep. 

{10:8} All that ever came before me are thieves and robbers: but the sheep did not bear 
them. 

{10:9} I am the door: by me if any man enter in, be shall be saved, and shall go in and out, 
and find pasture. 

{10:10} Ghe thief cometh not, but for to steal, and to kill and to destroy: Iam come that 
they might have life, and that they might have [it] more abundantly. 

{10:11} Iam the good shepherd: the good shepherd giveth bis life for the sheep. 

{10:12} But he that is an hireling, and not the shepherd, whose own the sheep are not, 
seeth the wolf coming, and leaveth the sheep, and fleeth: and the wolf catcheth them, 
and scattereth the sheep. 

{10:13} Ghe bireling fleeth, because be is an hireling, and careth not for the sheep. 

{10:14} I am the good shepherd, and know my [sheep,] and am known of mine. 

{10:15} As the Father knoweth me, even so know I the Father: and I lay down my life for 
the sheep. 

{10:16} And other sheep I bave, which are not of this fold: them also I must bring, and 
they shall bear we Bde and there shall be one fold, [and] one shepherd. 

{10:17} Gberefore doth my Father love me, because I lay down my life, that I might take it 
again. 

(i183) No man taketh it from me, but I lay it down of myself. I have power to lay it down, 
and I bave power to take it again. Ghis commandment bave I received of my Father. 
{10:19} Ghere was a division therefore again among the Jews for these sayings. 

{10:20} And many of them said, Ne hath a devil, and is mad: why bear ye bim? 

{10:21} Others said, Ghese are not the words of bim that bath a devil. Can a devil open the 
eyes of the blind? 

{10:22} And it was at Jerusalem the feast of the dedication, and it was winter. 

{10:23} And Jesus walked in the temple in Solomon's porch. 

{10:24} Ghen came the Jews round about him, and said unto bim, Now long dost thou 
make us to doubt? If chou be the Christ, tell us plainly. 

{10:25} Jesus answered them, I told you, and ye believed not: the works that I do in my 
Father's name, they bear witness of me. 

{10:26} But ye believe not, because ye are not of my sheep, as I said unto you. 

{10:27} Dy sheep hear my voice, and I know them, and they follow me: 

{10:28} And I give unto them eternal life: and they shall never perish, neither shall any 
[man] pluck chem out of my band. 

{10:29} My Father, which gave [them] me, is greater than all: and no [man] is able to 
pluck [chem] out of my Father's band. 

{10:30} I and [my] Father are one. 

{10:31} Ghen the Jews took up stones again to stone bim. 

{10:32} Jesus answered them, Many good works bave I shewed you from my Father: for 
which of those works do ye stone me? 

{10:33} Ghe Jews answered him, re lece For a good work we stone thee not: but for 
blasphemy: and because that thou, being a man, makest thyself God. 

{10:34} Jesus answered them, Is it not written in your law, I said, Ye are gods? 

{10:35} If be called them gods, unto whom the word of God came, and the scripture 
cannot be broken: 


{10:36} Say ye of bim, whom the Father bath sanctified, and sent into the world, Ghou 
blasphemest: because I said, I am the Son of God? 

{10:37} If 1 do not the works of my Father, believe me not. 

{10:38} But if I do, though ye believe not me, believe the works: that ye may know, and 
believe, that the Father is in me, and I in bim. 

{10:39} Gherefore they sought again to take him: but be escaped out of their band, 

{10:40} And went away again beyond Jordan into the place where Jobn at first baptized: 
and there be abode. 

{10:41} And many resorted unto him, and said, Jobn did no miracle: but all things that 
Jobn spake of this man were true. 

{10:42} And many believed on bim there. 

{11:1} Now a certain [man] was sick, [named] Lazarus, of Bethany, the town of Mary and 
her sister Martha. 

{11:2} (It was [that] Mary which anointed the Lord with ointment, and wiped bis feet 
with ber hair. whose brother Lazarus was sick.) 

{11:3} Gherefore bis sisters sent unto bim, saying, Lord, bebold, he whom thou lovest is 
sick, 

{11:4} When Jesus beard [chat,] he said, Ghis sickness is not unto death, but for the glory 
of God, that the Son of God might be glorified thereby. 

{11:5} Now Jesus loved Dartha, and ber sister, and Lazarus. 

{11:6} When he had heard therefore that be was sick, be abode two days still in the same 
place where be was. 

{11:7} Gben after that saith he to [bis] disciples, Let us go into Judaea again. 

{11:8} [Nis] disciples say unto him, Waster, the Jews of late sought to stone thee: and 
goest thou thither again? 

{11:9} Jesus answered, Are there not twelve hours in the day? If any man walk in the day, 
be stumbleth not, because he seeth the light of this world. 

{11:10} But if a man walk in the night, be stumbleth, because there is no light in him. 

{1:11} Gbhese things said he: and after that be saith unto them, Our friend Lazarus 
sleepeth: but I go, that I may awake bim out of sleep. 

{11:12} Ghen said bis disciples, Lord, if he sleep, he shall do well. 

{11:13} Nowbeit Jesus spake of bis death: but they thought that be had spoken of taking 
of rest in sleep. 

{11:14} Ghen said Jesus unto them plainly, Lazarus is dead. 

{11:15} And I am glad for your sakes that I was not there, to the intent ye may believe: 
nevertheless let us go unto him. 

{11:16} Ghen said Ghomas, which is called Didymus, unto bis fellowdisciples, Let us also 
go, that we may die with bim. 

{11:17} Ghen when Jesus came, be found that he bad [lain] in the grave four days already. 
{11:18} Now Bethany was nigb unto Jerusalem, about fifteen furlongs off: 

{11:19} And many of the Jews came to Martha and Mary, to comfort them concerning 
their brother. 

{11:20} Ghen Martha, as soon as she beard that Jesus was coming, went and met bim: 
but Mary sat [still] in the house. 

{11:21} Gben said Martha unto Jesus, Lord, if thou hadst been bere, my brother bad not 
died. 

{11:22} But I know, that even now, whatsoever thou wilt ask of God, God will give [ic] thee. 
{11:23} Jesus saith unto ber, Gby brother shall rise again. 


{11:24} Martha saith unto him, I know that be shall rise again in the resurrection at the 
last da’ 

{11:25} Jesus said unto ber, I am the resurrection, and the life: he that believeth in me, 
though be were dead, yet shall he live: 

{11:26} And whosoever liveth and believeth in me shall never die. Believest thou this? 
{11:27} She saith unto him, Vea, Lord: I believe that thou art the Christ, the Son of God, 
which should come into the world. 

{11:28} And when she had so said, she went ber way, and called Mary ber sister secretly, 
saying, Ghe Master is come, and calleth for thee. 

{11:29} As soon as she heard [chat,] she arose quickly, and came unto him. 

{11:30} Now Jesus was not yet come into the town, but was in that place where Martha 
met him. 

{11:31} Ghe Jews then which were with ber in the house, and comforted ber, when they saw 
Mary, that she rose up bastily and went out, followed her, saying, She goeth unto the 
grave to weep there. 

{11:32} Ghen when Mary was come where Jesus was, and saw bim, she fell down at his feet, 
saying unto him, Lord, if thou badst been bere, as brother had not died. 

{11:33} When Jesus therefore saw ber weeping, and the Jews also weeping which came with 
ber, be groaned in the spirit, and was troubled, 

{11:34} And said, Where bave ye laid bim? Ghey said unto him, Lord, come and see. 

{11:35} Jesus wept. 

{11:36} Ghen said the Jews, Bebold how he loved bim! 

{11:37} And some of them said, Could not this man, which opened the eyes of the blind, 
have caused that even this man should not have died? 

{11:38} Jesus therefore again groaning in himself cometh to the grave. It was a cave, and a 
stone lay upon it. 

{11:39} Jesus said, Gake ye away the stone. Martha, the sister of him that was dead, saith 
unto him, Lord, by this time be stinketh: for be hath been [dead] four days. 

{11:40} Jesus saith unto ber, Said I not unto thee, that, if chou wouldest believe, thou 
shouldest see the glory of God? 

{11:41} Gben they took away the stone [from the place] where the dead was laid. And Jesus 
lifted up [bis] eyes, and said, Father, I thank thee that thou hast beard me. 

{11:42} And I knew that thou hearest me always: but because of the people which stand by 
I said [ic,] chat they may believe that thou bast sent me. 

{11:43} And when he thus bad spoken, be cried with a loud voice, Lazarus, come forth. 
{11:44} And he that was dead came forth, bound hand and foot with graveclothes: and his 
face was bound about with a napkin. Jesus saith unto them, Loose him, and let him go. 
{11:45} Ghen many of the Jews which came to Mary, and had seen the things which Jesus 
did, believed on bim. 

{11:46} But some of them went their ways to the Pharisees, and told them what things 
Jesus had done. 

{11:47} Ghen gathered the chief priests and the Pharisees a council, and said, What do we? 
for this man doeth many miracles. 

{11:48} If we let him thus alone, all [men] will believe on bim: and the Romans shall come 
and take away both our place and nation. 

{11:49} And one of them, [named] Caiapbas, being the bigh priest that same year, said 
unto them, Ye know notching at all, 

{11:50} Nor consider that it is expedient for us, that one man should die for the people, 
and that the whole nation perish not. 


{11:51} And this spake be not of bimself: but being bigh priest that year, be prophesied 

that Jesus should die for that nation: 

{11:52} And not for that nation only, but that also he should gather together in one the 

children of God that were scattered abroad, 

{11:53} Ghen from that pen a they took counsel together for to put bim to death. 

{11:54} Jesus therefore walked no more openly among the Jews: but went thence unto a 

country near to the wilderness, into a city called Ephraim, and there continued with bis 

disciples. 

HLS} And the Jews’ passover was nigh at band: and many went out of the country up to 

Jerusalem before the passover, to purify themselves. 

{11:56} Ghen sought they for Jesus, and spake among themselves, as they stood in the 

cemple, What think ye, that he will not come to the feast? 

{11:57} Now both the chief priests and the Pharisees bad given a commandment, that, if 

any man knew where he were, be should shew [it,] that they might take him. 

{12:1} Ghen Jesus six days before the passover came to Bethany, where Lazarus was which 

bad been dead, whom be raised from the dead. 

{12:2} Ghere they made him a supper: and Martha served: but Lazarus was one of them 

that sat at the table with bim. 

{12:3} Gben took Mary a pound of ointment of spikenard, very costly, and anointed the 

feet of Jesus, and wiped his feet with her bair: and the house was filled with the odour of 

the ointment. 

{12:4} Ghen saith one of bis disciples, Judas Iscariot, Simon's [son,] which should betray 

bim, 

{12:5} Why was not this ointment sold for three hundred pence, and given to the poor? 

{12:6} Ghis be said, not that be cared for the poor: but because be was a thief, and had the 

bag, and bare what was put therein. 

{12:7} Ghen said Jesus, Let ber alone: against the day of my burying hath she kept this. 

{12:8} For the poor always ye have ae a but me ye have not always. 

{12:9} Much people of he Jews therefore knew that be was there: and they came not for 

Jesus’ sake only, but that they might see Lazarus also, whom be had raised from the dead. 

{12:10} But the chief priests consulted that they might put Lazarus also to death: 

{12:11} Because that by reason of him many of the Jews went away, and believed on Jesus. 

{12:12} On the next day much people that were come to the feast, when they beard that 

Jesus was coming to Jerusalem, 

{12:13} Gook branches of palm trees, and went forth to meet bim, and cried, Nosanna: 

Blessed [is] the King of Israel that cometh in the name of the Lord. 

{12:14} And Jesus, when be bad found a young ass, sat thereon: as it is written, 

{12:15} Fear not, daughter of Sion: bebold, thy uke aac sitting on an ass's colt. 

{12:16} Gbhese things understood not bis disciples at the first: but when Jesus was 

ticle then remembered they that these things were written of him, and [char] they 
ad done these things unto him. 

{12:17} Gbe people therefore that was with bim when. be called Lazarus out of his grave, 

and raised bim from the dead, bare record. 

{12:18} For this cause the people also met him, for that they beard that be had done this 

miracle. 

{12:19} Ghe Pharisees therefore said among themselves, Perceive ye how ye prevail 

nothing? behold, the world is gone after bim. 

{12:20} And there were certain Greeks among them that came up to worship at the feast: 


{12:21} Gbe same came therefore to Philip, which was of Bethsaida of Galilee, and desired 
bim, saying, Sir, we would see Jesus. 

{12:22} Philip cometh and telleth Andrew: and again Andrew and Philip tell Jesus. 

{12:23} And Jesus answered them, saying, Ghe bour is come, that the Son of man sbould 
be glorified. 

eee Verily, verily, I eared you, Except a corn of wheat fall into the ground and die, it 
abideth alone: but if it die, ic bringeth forth much fruit. 

{12:25} Ne that loveth his life shall lose it: and he that hateth his life in this world shall 
keep it unto life eternal. 

{12:26} If any man serve me, let bim follow me: and where I am, there shall also my 
servant be: if any man serve me, him will [my] Father bonour. 

{12:27} Now is my soul troubled: and what shall 1 say? Father, save me from this bour: but 
for this cause came I unto this bour. 

{12:28} Father, glorify thy name. Ghen came there a voice from heaven, [saying,] I have 
both glorified [ic,] and will glorify [ic] again. 

{12:29} Ghe people therefore, that stood by, and beard [it] said that it thundered: others 
said, An angel spake to him. 

{12:30} Jesus answered and said, Ghis voice came not because of me, but for your sakes. 
{12:31} Now is the judgment of this world: now shall the prince of this world be cast out. 
{12:32} And L if I be lifeed up from the earth, will draw all [men] unto me. 

{12:33} Ghis be said, signifying what death he should die. 

{12:34} Ghe people answered him, We bave heard out of the law that Christ abideth for 
ever: and bow sayest thou, Ghe Son of man must be lifted up? who is this Son of man? 
{12:35} Ghen Jesus said unto them, Vet a liccle while is the light with you. Walk while ye 
have the light, lest darkness come upon you: for be that walketh in darkness knoweth 
not whither he goeth. 

{12:36} While ye have light, believe in the light, that ye may be the children of light. Ghese 
things spake Jesus, and departed, and did hide himself from them. 

{12:37} But though he had done so many miracles before them, yet they believed not on 
him: 

{12:38} Ghat the saying of Esaias the prophet Sag be fulfilled, which he spake, Lord, 
who bath believed our report? and to whom bath the arm of the Lord been revealed? 
{12:39} Gherefore they could not believe, because that Esaias said again, 

{12:40} Ne bath blinded their eyes, and hardened their heart: that they should not see 
with [cheir] eyes, nor understand with [cheir] beart, and be converted, and I should beal 
them. 

{12:41} Ghese things said Esaias, when be saw bis glory, and spake of bim. 

{12:42} Nevertheless among the chief rulers also many believed on him: but because of 
the Pharisees they did not confess [bim,] lest they should be put out of the synagogue: 
{12:43} For they loved the praise of men more than the praise of God. 

{12:44} Jesus cried and said, Ne that believeth on me, believeth not on me, but on him 
that sent me. 

{12:45} And he that seeth me seeth him that sent me. 

{12:46} I am come a light into the world, that whosoever believeth on me should not 
abide in darkness. 

{12:47} And if any man bear my words, and believe not, I judge bim not: for I came not to 
judge the world, but to save the world. 

{12:48} Ne that rejecteth me, and receiveth not my words, bath one that judgeth him: the 
word that I have spoken, the same shall judge bim in the last day. 


{12:49} For I have not spoken of myself: but the Father which sent me, be gave me a 
commandment, what I should say, and what I should speak. 

{12:50} And I know that his commandment is life everlasting: whatsoever I speak 
therefore, even as the Father said unto me, so I speak. 

{13:1} Now before the feast of the passover, when Jesus knew that bis hour was come that 
be should depart out of this world unto the Father, baving loved bis own which were in 
the world, be loved them unto the end. 

{13:2} And supper being ended, the devil having now put into the heart of Judas Iscariot, 
Simon's [son,] to betray him: 

{13:3} Jesus knowing that the Father had given all things into his hands, and that be was 
come from God, and went to God: 

{13:4} Ne riseth from supper, and laid aside bis garments: and took a towel, and girded 
himself. 

{13:5} After that he poureth water into a bason, and b to wash the disciples’ feet, and 
co wipe [chem] with the towel wherewith be was anded 

{13:6} Ghen cometh be to Simon Peter: and Peter saith unto bim, Lord, dost thou wash 
my feet? 

1-7} Jesus answered and said unto bim, What I do thou knowest not now: but thou 
shalt know hereafter. 

{13:8} Peter saith unto bim, Ghou shalt never wash my feet. Jesus answered him, If 1 wash 
thee not, thou bast no part with me. 

{13:9} Simon Peter saith unto him, Lord, not my feet only, but also [my] bands and [my] 
head. 


{13:10} Jesus saith to him, Ne that is washed needeth not save to wash [his] feet, but is 
clean every whit: and ye are clean, but not all. 

{13:11} For be knew who should betray him: therefore said be, Ye are not all clean. 

{13:12} So after he bad washed their feet, and had taken bis garments, and was set down 
again, be said unto them, Know ye what I have done to you? 

{13:13} Ye call me Master and Lord: and ye say well: for so I am. 

{13:14} If I then, [your] Lord and Master, have washed your feet: ye also ought to wash 
one another's feet. 

{13:15} For I have given you an example, that ye should do as I have done to you. 

{13:16} Verily, verily, I say unto you, Ghe servant is not greater than his lord: neither be 
that is sent greater than be that sent bim. 

{13:17} If ye know these things, bappy are ye if ye do them. 

{13:18} I speak not of you all: I know whom I baie chosen: but that the scripture may be 
fulfilled, Ne that eateth bread with me hath lifted up his heel against me. 

bi ai I tell you before it come, that, when it is come to pass, ye may believe that I 
am [be. 

{13:20} Verily, verily, I say unto you, Ne that receiveth whomsoever I send receiveth me: 
and he that receiveth me receiveth him that sent me. 

{13:21} When Jesus bad thus said, be was troubled in spirit, and testified, and said, Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, that one of you shall betray me. 

{13:22} Ghen the disciples looked one on another, doubting of whom he spake. 

{13:23} Now there was leaning on Jesus’ bosom one of bis disciples, whom Jesus loved. 
{13:24} Simon Peter therefore beckoned to bim, that be should ask who it should be of 
whom he spake. 

{13:25} Ne then lying on Jesus’ breast saith unto him, Lord, who is it? 


{13:26} Jesus answered, Ne it is, to whom I shall give a sop, when I have dipped [it.] And 
when be bad dipped the sop, be gave [it] to Judas Iscariot, [the son] of Simon. 

{13:27} And after the sop Satan entered into him. Ghen said Jesus unto him, Ghat thou 
doest, do quickly. 

{13:28} Now no man at the table knew for what intent he spake this unto him. 

{13:29} For some [of them] thought, because Judas bad the bag, that Jesus had said unto 
bim, Buy [chose things] that we bave need of against the feast: or, that be should give 
something to the poor. 

{13:30} Ne then baving received the sop went immediately out: and it was night. 

{13:31} Gherefore, when be was gone out, Jesus said, Now is the Son of man glorified, and 
God is glorified in bim. 

{13:32} If God be glorified in bim, God shall also glorify him in himself, and shall 
straightway glorify bim. 

{13:33} Liccle children, yet a liccle while I am with you. Ye shall seek me: and as I said unto 
the Jews, Whither I go, ye cannot come: so now I say to you. 

{13:34} A new commandment I give unto you, Ghat ye love one another: as I bave loved 
you, that ye also love one another. 

{13:35} By this shall all [men] know that ye are my disciples, if ye have love one to another. 
{13:36} Simon Peter said unto bim, Lord, whither goest thou? Jesus answered bim, 
Whicher I go, thou canst not follow me now: but thou shalt follow me afterwards. 

{13:37} Peter said unto bim, Lord, why cannot I follow thee now? I will lay down my life for 
thy sake. 

{1338} Jesus answered bim, Wilt thou lay down thy life for my sake? Verily, verily, I say 
unto thee, Ghe cock shall not crow, till thou bast denied me thrice. 

{14:1} Let not your beart be troubled: ye believe in God, believe also in me. 

{14:2} In my Pachers bouse are many mansions: if [it were] not so, I would have told you. 
I go to prepare a place for you. 

{14:3} And if I go and prepare a place for you, I will come again, and receive you unto 
myself: chat where I am, [there] ye may be also. 

{14:4} And whither I go ye know, and the way ye know. 

{14:5} Gbomas saith unto bim, Lord, we know not whither thou goest: and how can we 
know the way? 

{14:6} Jesus saith unto bim, I am the way, the truth, and the life: no man cometh unto 
the Father, but by me. 

{14:7} If ye bad known me, ye should have known my Father also: and from benceforth ye 
know him, and bave seen bim. 

{14:8} Philip saith unto him, Lord, shew us the Father, and it sufficeth us. 

{14:9} Jesus saith unto bim, Nave I been so long time with you, and yet hast thou not 
known me, Philip? be that hath seen me bath seen the Father: ae how sayest thou 
[chen,] Shew us the Father? 

{14:10} Believest thou not that I am in the Father, and the Father in me? the words that 1 
speak unto you I speak not of myself: but the Father that dwelleth in me, he doeth the 
works. 

{14:11} Believe me that I [am] in the Father, and the Father in me: or else believe me for 
the very works’ sake. 

{14:12} Verily, verily, I say unto you, Ne that believeth on me, the works that I do shall be 
do also: and [works] than these shall he do: because I go unto my Father. 

{14:13} And whatsoever ye shall ask in my name, that will I do, that the Father may be 
glorified in the Son. 


{14:14} If ye shall ask any thing in my name, I will do [ic. ] 

{14:15} If ye love me, keep my commandments. 

{14:16} And I will pray the Father, and he shall give you another Comforter, that be may 

abide with you for ever: 

{14:17} [Even] the Spirit of crutch: whom the world cannot receive, because it seeth bim 

not, neither knoweth bim: but ye know him: for he dwelleth with you, and shall be in you. 

{14:18} I will not leave you comforcless: I will come to you. 

{14:19} Yet a liccle while, and the world seeth me no more: but ye see me: because I live, ye 

shall live also. 

{14:20} At that day ye shall know chat I [am] in my Father, and ye in me, and I in you. 

{14:21} Ne that hath my commandments, and keepeth them, be it is that loveth me: and 

be that loveth me shall be loved of my Father, and I will love bim, and will manifest 

myself to bim. 

{14:22} Judas saith unto him, not Iscariot, Lord, how is it that thou wilt manifest thyself 

unto us, and not unto the world? 

{14:23} Jesus answered and said unto bim, If a man love me, be will keep my words: and 

my Father will love him, and we will come unto bim, and make our abode with bim. 

{14:24} Ne that loveth me not keepeth not my sayings: and the word which ye bear is not 

mine, but the Father's which sent me. 

{14:25} Ghese things bave I spoken unto you, being [yet] present with you. 

{14:26} But the Comforter, [which is] the Noly Ghost, whom the Father will send in my 

name, be sball teach you all things, and bring all things to your remembrance, 

whatsoever I have said unto you. 

{14:27} Peace I leave with you, my peace I give unto you: not as the world giveth, give I 

unto you. Let not your beart be troubled, neither let it be afraid. 

{14:28} Ye bave beard bow I said unto you, I go away, and come [again] unto you. If ye 

loved me, ye would rejoice, because I said, I go unto the Father: for my Father is greater 

than I. 

{14:29} And now I bave told you before it come to pass, that, when it is come to pass, ye 

might believe. 

{14:30} Nereafter I will not talk much with you: for the prince of this world cometh, and 

hath nothing in me. 

{14:31} Buc ae the world may know that I love the Father: and as the Father gave me 

commandment, even so I do. Arise, let us go hence. 

{15:1} Lam the true vine, and my Father is the husbandman. 

{15:2} Every branch in me that beareth not fruit he taketh away: and every [branch] that 

beareth fruit, he purgeth ic, that ic may bring forch more fruit. 

{15:3} Now ye are clean through the word which I have spoken unto you. 

{15:4} Abide in me, and I in you. As the branch cannot bear fruit of itself, except it abide in 

the vine: no more can ye, except ye abide in me. 

{15:5} I am the vine, ye [are] the branches: Ne that abideth in me, and I in him, the same 

bringeth forth much fruit: for without me ye can do nothing. 

{15:6} If a man abide not in me, be is cast forth as a branch, and is withered: and men 
ber them, and cast [chem] into the fire, and they are burned. 

{15:7} If ye abide in me, and my words abide in you, ye shall ask what ye will, and it shall be 

done unto you. 

{15:8} Nerein is my Father glorified, that ye bear much fruit: so shall ye be my disciples. 

{15:9} As the Father hath loved me, so have I loved you: continue ye in my love. 


{15:10} If ye keep my commandments, ye shall abide in my love: even as I bave kept my 
Father's commandments, and abide in bis love. 

{15:11} Gbese things bave I spoken unto you, that my joy might remain in you, and [that] 
your joy might be full. 

{15:12} Gbis is my commandment, Ghat ye love one another, as I have loved you. 

{15:13} Greater love hath no man than ie that a man lay down bis life for bis friends. 
{15:14} Ye are my friends, if ye do whatsoever I command you. 

{15:15} Nenceforth I call you not servants: for the servant knoweth not what bis lord 
doeth: but I bave called you friends: for all things that I have beard of my Father I bave 
made known unto you. 

{15:16} Ye bave not chosen me, but I bave chosen you, and ordained you, that ye should 
go and bring forth fruit, and [that] your fruit should remain: that whatsoever ye shall 
ask of the Father in my name, be may give it you. 

{15:17} Ghese things I command you, that ye ae one another. 

{15:18} If che eon bae you, ye know that [it bated] me before it hated you. 

{15:19} If ye were of the world, the world would love his own: but because ye are not of the 
world, but I have chosen you out of the world, therefore the world bateth you. 

{15:20} Remember the word that I said unto you, Ghe servant is not greater than his 
lord. If they bave persecuted me, they will also persecute you: if they have kept my saying, 
they will keep yours also, 

{15:21} But all these things will they do unto you for my name's sake, because they know 
not him that sent me. 

{15:22} If I had not come and spoken unto them, they had not bad sin: but now they have 
no cloke for their sin. 

{15:23} Ne that hateth me hateth my Father also. 

{15:24} If I bad not done among them the works which none other man did, they had not 
bad sin: but now bave they both seen and hated both me and my Father. 

{15:25} But [this cometh to pass,] that the word might be fulfilled that is written in their 
law, Ghey hated me without a cause. 

{15:26} But when the Comforter is come, whom I will send unto you from the Father. 
[even] the Spirit of crutch, which proceedeth from the Father, be shall testify of me: 

{15:27} And ye also shall bear witness, because ye have been with me from the beginning. 
{16:1} Ghese things bave I spoken unto you, that ye should not be offended. 

{16:2} Ghey sball put you out of the synagogues: yea, the time cometh, that whosoever 
killeth you will think that he doeth God service. 

{16:3} And these things will they do unto you, because they bave not known the Father, 
nor me. 

{16:4} But these things have I told you, that when the time shall come, ye may remember 
that I told you of them. And these things I said not unto you at the beginning, because I 
was with you. 

{16:5} But now I go my way to him that sent me: and none of you asketh me, Whither 
goest thou? 

{16:6} But because I bave said these things unto you, sorrow hath filled your beart. 

{16:7} Nevertheless I tell you the truth: It is expedient for you that I go away: for if I go 
not away, the Comforter will not come unto you: but if I depart, I will send him unto you. 
{16:8} And when be is come, be will reprove the world of sin, and of righteousness, and of 
judgment: 

HO} OF sin, because they believe not on me: 

{16:10} Of righteousness, because I go to my Father, and ye see me no more: 


{16:11} Of judgment, because the prince of this world is judged. 

{16:12} I have yet many things to say unto you, but ye cannot bear them now. 

{16:13} Nowbeit when he, the Spirit of cruth, is come, be will guide you into all truth: for 

be shall not speak of bimself: but whatsoever be shall bear, phat shall be speak: and he 

will shew you things to come. 

{16:14} Ne shall glorify me: for be shall receive of mine, and shall shew [it] unto you. 

{16:15} All things that the Father hath are mine: therefore said I, that be shall take of 

mine, and shall shew [ic] unto you. 

{16:16} A liccle while, and ye shall not see me: and again, a little while, and ye shall see me, 

because I go to the Father. 

{16:17} Ghen said [some] of bis disciples among themselves, What is this that he saith 

unto us, A liccle while, and ye shall not see me: and again, a liccle while, and ye shall see 

me: and, Because I go to the Father? 

{16:18} Ghey said therefore, What is this that be saith, A little while? we cannot tell what 

he saith. 

{16:19} Now Jesus knew that they were desirous to ask bim, and said unto them, Do ye 

enquire among yourselves of that I said, A little while, and ye shall not see me: and again, 

a liccle while, and ye shall see me? 

{16:20} Verily, verily, I say unto you, Ghat ye shall weep and lament, but the world shall 

rejoice: and ye shall be correwhil buc our sorrow shall be turned into joy. 

{16:21} A woman when she is in travail bath sorrow, because ber bour is come: but as soon 

as she is delivered of the child, she remembereth no more the anguish, for joy that a man 

is born into the world. 

{16:22} And ye now therefore bave sorrow: but I will see you again, and your heart shall 

rejoice, and your joy no man taketh from you. 

{16:23} And in that day ye shall ask me nothing. Verily, verily, I say unto you, Whatsoever 

ye shall ask the Father in my name, be will give [ic] you. 

{16:24} Nitherto bave ye asked nothing in my name: ask, and ye shall receive, that your joy 

may be full. 

1625} Ghese things bave I spoken unto you in proverbs: but the time cometh, when I 

shall no more speak unto you in proverbs, but I shall shew you plainly of the Father. 

{16:26} At that day ye shall ask in my name: and I say not unto you, that I will pray the 

Father for you: 

{16:27} For the Father bimself loveth you, because ye bave loved me, and bave believed 

that I came out from God. 

{16:28} I came forth from the Father, and am come into the world: again, I leave the 

world, and go to the Father. 

{16:29} Nis disciples said unto bim, Lo, now speakest thou plainly, and speakest no 
overb. 

16:30} Now are we sure that thou knowest all things, and needest not that any man 

should ask thee: by this we believe that thou camest forth from God. 

{16:31} Jesus answered them, Do ye now believe? 

{16:32} Bebold, the bour cometh, yea, is now come, that ye shall be scattered, every man 

to his own, and shall leave me alone: and yet I am not alone, because the Father is with 

me. 

{16:33} Ghese things I bave spoken unto you, that in me ye might have peace. In the world 

ye shall bave tribulation: but be of good cheer: I have overcome the world. 

{17:1} Gbese words spake Jesus, and lifted up bis eyes to beaven, and said, Father, the bour 

is come: glorify thy Son, that thy Son also may lorify thee: 


{17:2} As thou hast given bim power over all flesh, that be should give eternal life to as 
many as thou bast given bim. 
{17:3} And this is life eternal, that they might know thee the only true God, and Jesus 
Christ, whom thou hast sent. 
i :4} I have glorified thee on the earth: I have finished the work which thou gavest me to 


{17:5} And now, O pave ey thou me with thine own self with the glory which I bad 
with thee before the world was. 

{17:6} I have manifested thy name unto the men which thou gavest me out of the world: 
thine they were, and thou gavest them me: and they bave kept thy word. 

{17:7} Now they have known that all things whatsoever thou hast given me are of thee. 
{17:8} For I have given unto them the words which thou gavest me: and they have 
received [chem,] and bave known surely that I came out from thee, and they have believed 
that thou didst send me. 

{17:9} I pray for them: I pray not for the world, but for them which thou bast given me: 
for they are thine. 

{17:10} And all mine are thine, and thine are mine: and I am glorified in them. 

{17:11} And now I am no more in the world, but these are in the world, and I come to thee. 
Noly Father, keep through thine own name those whom thou bast given me, that they 
may be one, as we [are. ] 

{17:12} While I was with them in the world, I kept them in thy name: those that thou 
gavest me I bave kept, and none of them is lost, but the son of perdition: that the 
scripture might be fulfilled. 

{17:13} And now come I to thee: and these things I speak in the world, that they might 
bave my joy fulfilled in themselves. 

{17:14} I have given them thy word: and the world hath hated them, because they are not 
of the world, even as I am not of the world. 

{17:15} I pray not that thou sbouldest take them out of the world, but that thou 
shouldest keep them from the evil. 

{17:16} Gbey are not of the world, even as I am not of the world. 

{17:17} Sanctify them through thy crutch: thy word is truth. 

{17:18} As thou hast sent me into the world, even so have I also sent them into the world. 
{17:19} And for their sakes I sanctify myself, that they also might be sanctified through 
the truth, 

{17:20} Neither pray I for these alone, but for them also which shall believe on me 
through their word: 

{17:21} Ghat they all may be one: as thou, Father, [arc] in me, and I in thee, that they also 
may be one in us: that the world may believe that thou bast sent me. 

{17:22} And the glory which thou gavest me I bave given them: that they may be one, even 
as we are one: 

{17:23} I in them, and thou in me, that they may be made perfect in one: and that the 
world may know that thou bast sent me, and hast loved them, as thou hast loved me. 
{17:24} Father, I will that they also, whom thou hast given me, be with me where I am: 
that they may behold my oo which thou hast given me: for thou lovedst me before 
the foundation of the wor 

{17:25} O righteous Father, the world hath not known thee: but I have known thee, and 
these have known that thou hast sent me. 

{17:26} And I bave declared unto them thy name, and will declare [it:] that the love 
wherewith thou bast loved me may be in them, and I in them. 


{18:1} When Jesus had spoken these words, be went forth with bis disciples over the brook 
Cedron, where was a garden, into the which be entered, and bis disciples. 

{18:2} And Judas also, which betrayed him, knew the place: for Jesus ofcttimes resorted 
thither with his disciples. 

{18:3} Judas then, having received a band [of men] and officers from the chief priests and 
Pharisees, cometh thither with lanterns and torches and weapons. 

{18:4} Jesus therefore, knowing all things that should come upon bim, went forth, and 
said unto them, Whom seek ye? 

{18:5} Ghey answered bim, Jesus of Nazareth. Jesus saith unto them, I am [be.] And Judas 
also, which betrayed bim, stood with them. 

{18:6} As soon then as be bad said unto them, I am [be,] they went backward, and fell to 
the ground. 

(187 Ghen asked be them again, Whom seek ye? And they said, Jesus of Nazareth. 

{18:8} Jesus answered, I have told you that I am [be:] if therefore ye seek me, let these go 
their way: 

{18:9} Ghat the saying might be fulfilled, which be spake, Of them which thou gavest me 
have I lost none. 

{18:10} Gbhen Simon Peter having a sword drew it, and smote the bigh priest's servant, 
and cut off bis right ear. Ghe servant's name was (Dalchus. 

{18:11} Ghen said Jesus unto Peter, Put up thy sword into the sheath: the cup which my 
Father hath given me, shall I not drink it? 

{18:12} Ghen the band and the captain and officers of the Jews took Jesus, and bound bim, 
{18:13} And led him away to Annas first: for be was father in law to Caiapbas, which was 
the bigh priest that same year. 

{18:14} Now Caiapbas was be, which gave counsel to the Jews, that it was expedient that 
one man should die for the people. 

{18:15} And Simon Peter followed Jesus, and [so did] another disciple: that disciple was 
known unto the high priest, and went in with Jesus into the palace of the high priest. 
{18:16} But Peter stood at the door without. Ghen went out that other disciple, which 
was known unto the high priest, and spake unto ber that kept the door, and brougbt in 
Peter. 

{18:17} Ghen saith the damsel that kept the door unto Peter, Art not thou also [one] of 
this man’s disciples? Ne saith, lam not. 

{18:18} And the servants and officers stood there, who bad made a fire of coals: for it was 
cold: and they warmed themselves: and Peter stood with them, and warmed himself. 
{18:19} Ghe bigh priest then asked Jesus of bis disciples, and of his doctrine. 

{18:20} Jesus answered bim, I spake openly to the world: I ever taught in the synagogue, 
and in the temple, whither the Jews always resort: and in secret bave I said nothing. 
{18:21} Why askest thou me? ask them which beard me, what I bave said unto them: 
bebold, they know what I said. 

{18:22} And when be had thus spoken, one of the officers which stood by struck Jesus with 
the palm of bis hand, saying, Answerest thou the bigh priest so? 

{18:23} Jesus answered him, If I bave spoken evil, bear witness of the evil: but if well, why 
smitest thou me? 

{18:24} Now Annas bad sent him bound unto Caiapbas the bigh priest. 

{18:25} And Simon Peter stood and warmed himself. Ghey said therefore unto bim, Art 
not thou also [one] of his disciples? Ne denied [it,] and said, Iam noc. 

{18:26} One of the servants of the bigh priest, being [bis] kinsman whose ear Peter cut off, 
saith, Did not I see thee in the garden with him? 


{18:27} Peter then denied again: and immediately the cock crew. 

{18:28} Ghen led they Jesus from Caiapbas unto the ball of judgment: and it was early: 
and they themselves went not into the judgment ball, lest they should be defiled: but 
that they might eat the passover. 

{18:29} Pilate then went out unto them, and said, What accusation bring ye against this 
man? 

{18:30} Gbey answered and said unto him, If he were not a malefactor, we would not have 
delivered him up unto thee. 

{18:31} Ghen said Pilate unto them, Gake ye him, and judge him according to your law. 
Ghe Jews therefore said unto him, Ic is not lawful for us to put any man to death: 

{18:32} Ghat the saying of Jesus might be fulfilled, which he spake, signifying what death 
be should die. 

{18:33} Ghen Pilate entered into the judgment hall again, and called Jesus, and said unto 
him, Art thou the Ring of the Jews? 

{18:34} Jesus answered bim, Sayest thou this thing of thyself, or did others tell it thee of 
me? 

{18:35} Pilate answered, Am I a Jew? Ghine own nation and the chief priests bave delivered 
thee unto me: what bast thou done? 

{18:36} Jesus answered, My kingdom is not of this world: if my kingdom were of this 
world, then would my servants fight, that I should not be delivered to the Jews: but now 
is my kingdom not from hence. 

{18:37} Pilate therefore said unto bim, Art thou a king then? Jesus answered, Ghou sayest 
that I am a king. Go this end was I born, and for this cause came I into the world, that I 
should bear witness unto the truth. Every one that is of the truth beareth my voice. 
{18:38} Pilate saith unto bim, What is truth? And when be bad said this, be went out 
again unto the Jews, and saith unto them, I find in bim no fault [ac all. ] 

{18:39} But ye have a custom, that I should release unto you one at the passover: will ye 
therefore that I release unto you the King of the Jews? 

or Ghen cried they all again, saying, Not this man, but Barabbas. Now Barabbas was 
a robber. 

{19:1} Ghen Pilate therefore took Jesus, and scourged [bim. ] 

{19:2} And the soldiers platted a crown of thorns, and put [it] on bis bead, and they put 
on bim a purple robe, 

{19:3} And said, Nail, King of the Jews! and they smote him with their bands. 

{19:4} Pilate therefore went forth again, and saith unto them, Bebold, I bring bim forth 
to you, that ye may know that I find no fault in bim. 

{19:5} Ghen came Jesus forth, wearing the crown of thorns, and the purple robe. And 
[Pilate] saith unto them, Bebold the man! 

{19:6} When the chief priests therefore and officers saw him, they cried out, saying, 
Crucify [bim,] crucify [him] Pilate saith unto them, Gake ye bim, and crucify [bim:] for I 
find no fault in him. 

{19:7} Ghe Jews answered him, We have a law, and by our law he ought to die, because he 
made himself the Son of God. 

{19:8} When Pilate therefore heard that saying, be was the more afraid: 

{19:9} And went again into the judgment hall, and saith unto Jesus, Whence art thou? 
But Jesus gave bim no answer. 

{19:10} Ghen saith Pilate unto him, Speakest thou not unto me? knowest thou not that I 
have power to crucify thee, and have power to release thee? 


{19:11} Jesus answered, Ghou couldest bave no power [at all] against me, except it were 

given thee from above: therefore be that delivered me unto thee hath the greater sin. 

{19:12} And from thenceforth Pilate ee to release him: but the Jews cried out, saying, 

If chou let this man go, thou art not Caesar's friend: whosoever maketh bimself a king 

speaketh against Caesar. 

{19:13} When Pilate therefore beard that saying, be brought Jesus forth, and sat down in 

the judgment seat in a place that is called me avement, but in the hebrew, Gabbatha. 

{19:14} And it was the preparation of the passover, and about the sixth hour: and be saith 

unto the Jews, Bebold your King! 

{19:15} But they cried out, Away with [him.] away wich [bim,] crucify bim. Pilate saith 

= them, Shall I crucify your King? Ghe chief priests answered, We have no king but 
aesar. 

{19:16} Ghen delivered he bim therefore unto them to be crucified. And they took Jesus, 

and led [him] away. 

{19:17} And be bearing bis cross went forth into a place called [the place] of a skull, which 

is called in the Nebrew Golgotha: 

{19:18} Where they crucified bim, and two others with bim, on either side one, and Jesus in 

the midst. 

{19:19} And Pilate wrote a title, and put [it] on the cross. And the writing was, JESUS OF 

NAZAREGN GHE KING OF GHE JEWS. 

{19:20} Ghis ticle then read many of the Jews: for the place where Jesus was crucified was 

nigh to the city: and it was written in Nebrew, [and] Greek, [and] Latin. 

{19:21} Gben said the chief priests of the Jews to Pilate, Write not, Ghe Ring of the Jews: 

but that he said, I am King of the Jews. 

{19:22} Pilate answered, What I have written I have written. 

{19:23} Ghen the soldiers, when they bad crucified Jesus, took his garments, and made 

four parts, to every soldier a part: and also [his] coat: now the coat was without seam, 

woven from the top throughout. 

{19:24} Ghey said therefore among themselves, Let us not rend it, but cast lots for it, 

whose it shall be: that the scripture might be fulfilled, which saith, Gbey parted my 

raiment among them, and for my vesture they did cast lots. Ghese things therefore the 

soldiers did. 

{19:25} Now there stood by the cross of Jesus his mother, and bis mother's sister, Mary 

che [wife] of Cleopbas, and Mary Magdalene. 

{19:26} When Jesus therefore saw his mother, and the disciple standing by, whom be 

loved, be saith unto his mother, Woman, bebold thy son! 

{19:27} Ghen saith he to the disciple, Bebold thy mother! And from that hour that 

disciple took ber unto his own [home. ] 

{19:28} After this, Jesus knowing that all things were now accomplished, that the 

scripture might be fulfilled, saith, I thirst. 

{19:29} Now there was set a vessel full of vinegar: and they filled a spunge with vinegar, 

and put [it] upon byssop, and put [it] to his mouth. 

{19:30} When Jesus therefore had received the vinegar, be said, It is finished: and be bowed 

bis bead, and gave up the ghost. 

{19:31} Gbe Jews therefore, because it was the preparation, that the bodies should not 

remain upon the cross on the sabbath day, (for that sabbath day was an high day,) 

besought Pilate that their legs might be broken, and [that] they might be taken away. 

{19:32} Gben came the soldiers, and brake the legs of the first, and of the other which was 

crucified with him. 


{19:33} But when they came to Jesus, and saw that be was dead already, they brake not 
his legs: 

reas one of the soldiers with a spear pierced his side, and forthwith came there out 
blood and water. 

{19:35} And he that saw [it] bare record, and his record is true: and be knoweth that be 
saith true, that ye might believe. 

{19:36} For these things were done, that the scripture should be fulfilled, A bone of bim 
shall not be broken. 

{19:37} And again another scripture saith, Gbey shall look on him whom they pierced. 
{19:38} And after this Joseph of Arimathaea, being a disciple of Jesus, but secretly for fear 
of the Jews, besought Pilate that be might take away the body of Jesus: and Pilate gave 
[him] leave. Ne came therefore, and took the body of Jesus. 

{19:39} And there came also Nicodemus, which at the first came to Jesus by night, and 
brought a mixture of myrrb and aloes, about an bundred pound [weight. ] 

{19:40} Ghen took they the body of Jesus, and wound it in linen clothes with the spices, as 
the manner of the Jews is to bury. 

{19:41} Now in the place where be was crucified there was a garden: and in the garden a 
new sepulchre, wherein was never man yet laid. 

{19:42} Ghere laid they Jesus therefore because of the Jews’ preparation [day:] for the 
sepulchre was mee at band. 

{20:1} Ghe first [day] of the week cometh Mary ay cag early, when it was yet dark, 
unto the sepulchre, and seeth the stone taken away from the sepulchre. 

{20:2} Ghen she runneth, and cometh to Simon Peter, and to the other disciple. whom 
Jesus loved, and saith unto them, Ghey have taken away the Lord out of the sepulchre, 
and we know not where they have laid him. 

{20:3} Peter therefore went forth, and that other disciple, and came to the sepulcbre. 
{20:4} So they ran both together: and the other disciple did outrun Peter, and came first 
to the sepulchre. 

{20:5} And he stooping down, [and looking in] saw the linen clothes lying: yet went be 
notin. 

{20:6} Ghen cometh Simon Peter following bim, and went into the sepulchre, and seeth 
the linen clothes lie, 

{20:7} And the napkin, that was about his bead, not lying with the linen clothes, but 
wrapped together in a place by itself. 

{20:8} Ghen went in also that other disciple, which came first to the sepulchre, and be 
saw, and believed. 

{20:9} For as yet they knew not the scripture, that be must rise again from the dead. 
{20:10} Ghen the disciples went away again unto their own bome. 

{20:11} But Mary stood without at the sepulchre weeping: and as she wept, she stooped 
down, [and looked] into the sepulchre, 

{20:12} And seeth two angels in white sitting, the one at the bead, and the other at the 
feet, where the body of Jesus bad lain. 

{20:13} And they say unto ber, Woman, why weepest thou? She saith unto them, Because 
they bave taken away my Lord, and I know not where they have laid bim. 

{20:14} And when she bad thus said, she turned herself back, and saw Jesus standing, and 
knew not that it was Jesus. 

{20:15} Jesus saith unto ber, Woman, why weepest thou? whom seekest thou? She, 
supposing bim to be the gardener, saith unto bim, Sir, if thou have borne bim bence, tell 
me where thou bast laid bim, and I will take bim away. 


{20:16} Jesus saith unto ber, Mary. She turned herself, and saith unto bim, Rabboni: 

which is to say, Master. 

{20:17} Jesus saith unto ber, Gouch me not: for I am not yet ascended to my Father: but 
to my brethren, and ed unto them, I ascend unto my Father, and your Father: and 

feo] my God, and your God. 

{20:18} Mary Magdalene came and told the disciples that she bad seen the Lord, and 

[chat] be bad spoken these things unto her. 

{20:19} Ghen the same day at evening, being the first [day] of the week, when the doors 

were shut where the disciples were assembled for fear of the Jews, came Jesus and stood 

in the midst, and saith unto them, Peace [be] unto you. 

{20:20} And when be bad so said, he shewed unto them [his] bands and his side. Ghen 

were the disciples glad, when they saw the Lord. 

{20:21} Gbhen said Jesus to them again, Peace [be] unto you: as [my] Father hath sent me, 

even so send I you. 

{20:22} And when he had said this, be breathed on [chem,] and saith unto them, Receive 

ye the Holy Ghost: 

{20:23} ose soever sins ye remit, they are remitted unto them: [and] whose soever 

[sins] ye retain, they are retained. 

{20:24} But Ghomas, one of the twelve, called Didymus, was not with them when Jesus 

came. 

{20:25} Gbe other disciples therefore said unto him, We have seen the Lord. But be said 

unto them, Except I shall see in his hands the print of the nails, and put my finger into 

the print of the nails, and thrust my band into bis side, I will not believe. 

{20:26} And after eight days again bis disciples were within, and Ghomas with them: 

[chen] came Jesus, the doors being shut, and stood in the midst, and said, Peace [be] unto 

ou. 

10.27} Gben saith he to Ghomas, reach hither thy finger, and bebold my bands: and 

reach hither thy band, and thrust [it] into my side: and be not faithless, but believing. 

{20:28} And Ghomas answered and said unto him, My Lord and my God. 

{20:29} Jesus saith unto him, Ghomas, because thou hast seen me, thou hast believed: 

blessed [are] they that bave not seen, and [yet] have believed. 

{20:30} And many other signs truly did Jesus in the presence of his disciples, which are 

not written in this book: 

{20:31} But these are written, that ye might believe that Jesus is the Christ, the Son of 

God: and that believing ye might have life through bis name. 

{21:1} After these things Jesus shewed himself again to the disciples at the sea of Giberias: 

and on this wise shewed he [bimself. ] 

{21:2} Ghere were together Simon Peter, and Ghomas called Didymus, and Nathanael of 

Cana in Galilee, and the [sons] of Zebedee, and two other of his disciples. 

{21:3} Simon Peter saith unto them, I go a fishing. Ghey say unto him, We also go with 

thee. Ghey went forth, and entered into a ship immediately: and that night they caught 

nothing. 

{21:4} Buc when the morning was now come, Jesus stood on the shore: but the disciples 

knew not that it was Jesus. 

{21:5} Ghen Jesus saith unto them, Children, bave ye any meat? Ghey answered him, No. 

{21:6} And be said unto them, Cast the net on the right side of the ship, and ye shall find. 

Ghey cast therefore, and now they were not able to draw it for the multitude of fishes. 


{21:7} Gherefore that disciple whom Jesus loved saith unto Peter, It is the Lord. Now when 
Simon Peter beard that it was the Lord, be girt [his] fisher’s coat [unto him] (for be was 
naked,) and did cast himself into the sea.

{21:10} Jesus saith unto them, Bring of the fish which ye have now oe 

{21:11} Simon Peter went up, and pee the net to land full of great fishes, and hundred 
and fifty and three: and for all there were so many, yet was not the net broken. 

{21:12} Jesus saith unto them, Come [and] dine. And none of the disciples durst ask bim, 
Who art thou? knowing that it was the Lord. 

{21:13} Jesus then cometh, and taketh bread, and giveth them, and fish likewise. 

{21:14} Ghis is now the third time that Jesus shewed bimself to bis disciples, after that be 
was risen from the dead. 

{21:15} So when they bad dined, Jesus saith to Simon Peter, Simon, [son] of Jonas, lovest 
thou me more than these? Ne saith unto bim, Yea, Lord: thou knowest that I love thee. 
Ne saith unto bim, Feed my lambs. 

{21:16} Ne saith to bim again the second time, Simon, [son] of Jonas, lovest thou me? Ne 
saith unto bim, Yea, Lord: thou knowest that I love thee. Ne saith unto bim, Feed my 
sheep. 

font} Ne saith unto him the third time, Simon, [son] of Jonas, lovest thou me? Peter was 
grieved because be said unto him the third time, Lovest thou me? And he said unto bim, 
Lord, thou knowest all things: thou knowest that I love thee. Jesus saith unto bim, Feed 
my sheep. 

(21:18} Verily, verily, I say unto thee, When thou wast young, thou girdedst thyself, and 
walkedst whither thou wouldest: but when thou shalt be old, thou shalt stretch forth 
chy bands, and another shall gird thee, and carry [thee] whither thou wouldest not. 
{21:19} Ghis spake he, signifying by what death he should glorify God. And when be bad 
spoken this, he saith unto him, Follow me. 

{21:20} Gbhen Peter, turning about, seeth the disciple whom Jesus loved following: which 
also leaned on bis breast at supper, and said, Lord, which is be that betrayeth thee? 
{21:21} Peter seeing bim saith to Jesus, Lord, and what [shall] this man [do? ] 

{21:22} Jesus pine unto him, If I will that be tarry till I come, what [is that] to thee? 
follow thou me. 

{21:23} Ghen went this saying abroad among the brethren, that that disciple should not 
die: yet Jesus said not unto him, Ne shall not die: but, If I will that be tarry till I come, 
what [is that] to thee? 

{21:24} Ghis is the disciple which testifieth of these things, and wrote these things: and 
we know that bis testimony is true. 

{21:25} And there are also many other things which Jesus did, the which, if they should be 
written every one, I suppose that even the world itself could not contain the books that 
should be written. Amen.

{3:6} I will not be afraid of ten thousands of people, that bave set [themselves] against 
me round about. 

{3:7} Arise, O LORD: save me, O my God: for thou hast smitten all mine enemies [upon] 
the cheek bone: thou hast broken the teeth of the ungodly. 

{3:8} Salvation [belongeth] unto the LORD: thy blessing [is] upon thy people. Selab. 
Psalm 4 Go the chief Musician on Neginoth, A Psalm of David. 

{4:1} Near me when I call, O God of my righteousness: thou hast enlarged me [when I was] 
in distress: have mercy upon me, and bear my prayer. 

{4:2} O ye sons of men, bow long [will ye turn] my glory into shame? [bow long] will ye 
love vanity, [and] seek after leasing? Selab.

{18:9} Ne bowed the bench also, and came down: and darkness [was] under bis feet. 
{18:10} And he rode upon a cherub, and did fly: yea, be did fly upon the wings of the wind. 


{18:11} Me made darkness bis secret place: bis pavilion round about him [were] dark waters 

[and] thick clouds of the skies. 

{18:12} Ac the brightness [chat was] before bim bis thick clouds passed, bail [stones] and 

coals of fire. 

{18:13} Ghe LORD also thundered in the heavens, and the Nighest gave bis voice: hail 

[stones] and coals of fire. 

{18:14} Yea, be sent out bis arrows, and scattered them: and he shot out lightnings, and 

discomfited them. 

{18:15} Ghen the channels of waters were seen, and the foundations of the world were 

discovered at thy rebuke, O LORD, at the blast of the breath of thy noscrils. 

{18:16} Ne sent from above, be took me, he drew me out of many waters. 

{18:17} Ne delivered me from my strong enemy, and from them which bated me: for they 

were too strong for me. 

{18:18} Ghey prevented me in the day of my calamity: but the LORD was my stay. 

{18:19} Ne brought me forth also into a large place: be delivered me, because he delighted 

in me. 

{18:20} Gbhe LORD rewarded me according to my righteousness: according to the 

cleanness of my hands hath be recompensed me. 

ue For I have kept the ways of the LORD, and have not wickedly departed from my 
od, 

{18:22} For all bis judgments [were] before me, and I did not put away bis statutes from 

me. 

{18:23} I was also upright before bim, and I kept myself from mine iniquity. 

{18:24} Gherefore hath the LORD recompensed me according to my righteousness, 

according to the cleanness of my bands in his eyesight. 

{18:25} Wich the merciful thou wilt shew chyself merciful: with an upright man thou wilt 

shew thyself upright: 

{18:26} With the pure thou wilt shew thyself pure: and with the froward thou wilt shew 

thyself froward. 

{18:27} For thou wilt save the afflicted people: but wilt bring down bigh looks. 

{18:28} For thou wilt light my candle: the LORD my God will enlighten my darkness. 

{18:29} For by thee I bave run cide a troop: and by my God have I leaped over a wall. 

{18:30} [As for] God, his way [is] perfect: the word of he ORD is cried: he [is] a buckler to 

all those that trust in him. 

{18:31} For who [is] God save the LORD? or who [is] a rock save our God? 

{18:32} [It is] God that girdeth me with strength, and maketh my way perfect. 

{18:33} Ne maketh my ee like hinds’ [feet] and secceth me upon my bigb places. 

{18:34} Ne teacheth my hands to war, so that a bow of steel is broken by mine arms. 

{18:35} Gbou bast also given me the shield of thy salvation: and thy right band bath 

holden me up, and thy gentleness hath made me great. 

{18:36} Ghou hast enlarged my steps under me, that my feet did not slip. 

{18:37} I bave pursued mine enemies, and overtaken them: neither did I turn again till 

they were consumed. 

{18:38} I have wounded them that they were not able to rise: they are fallen under my 

feet. 

{18:39} For thou hast girded me with strength unto the battle: thou hast subdued under 

me those that rose up against me. 

{18:40} Ghou bast also given me the necks of mine enemies: that I might destroy them 

that bate me. 


{18:41} Ghey cried, but [there was] none to save [chem: even] unto the LORD, but be 
answered them not. 

{18:42} Ghen did I beat them small as the dust before the wind: I did cast them out as the 
dirt in the streets. 

{18:43} Gbou hast delivered me from the scrivings of the people: [and] thou bast made me 
the bead of the heathen: a people [whom] I have not known shall serve me. 

{18:44} As soon as they hear of me, they shall obey me: the strangers shall submit 
themselves unto me. 

{18:45} Ghe strangers shall fade away, and be afraid out of their close places. 

{18:46} Ghe LORD livech: and blessed [be] my rock: and let the God of my salvation be 
exalted. 

{18:47} [It is] God that avengeth me, and subdueth the people under me. 

{18:48} Ne delivereth me from mine enemies: yea, thou liftest me up above those that rise 
up against me: thou hast delivered me from the violent man. 

{18:49} Gherefore will I give thanks unto thee, O LORD, among the heathen, and sing 
praises unto thy name. 

{18:50} Great deliverance giveth be to his king; and sheweth mercy to bis anointed, to 
David, and to bis seed for evermore. 

Psalm 19 Go the chief Musician, A Psalm of David. 

{19:1} Gbe beavens declare the glory of God: and the firmament sheweth bis bandywork. 
{19:2} Day unto day uttereth speech, and night unto night sheweth knowledge. 

{19:3} [Gbere is] no speech nor language, [where] their voice is not beard. 

{19:4} Gheir line is gone out through all the earth, and their words to the end of the 
world. In them hath he set a tabernacle for the sun, 

{19:5} Which [is] as a bridegroom coming out of bis chamber, [and] rejoiceth as a strong 
man to run a race. 

{19:6} Nis going forth [is] from the end of the heaven, and bis circuit unto the ends of it: 
and there is nothing bid from the beat thereof. 

{19:7} Ghe law of the LORD [is] perfect, converting the soul: the testimony of the LORD 
[is] sure, making wise the simple. 

{19:8} Gbe statutes of the LORD [are] right, rejoicing the beart: the commandment of the 
LORD [is] pure, enlightening the eyes. 

{19:9} Ghe fear of the LORD [is] clean, enduring for ever: the judgments of the LORD [are] 
crue [and] righteous altogether. 

{19:10} More to be desired [are they] than gold, yea, than much fine gold: sweeter also 
than honey and the honeycomb, 

{19:11} Moreover by them is thy servant warned: [and] in keeping of them [there is] great 
reward. 

{19:12} Who can understand [his] errors? cleanse thou me from secret [faulcs. ]{19:13} Keep 
back thy servant also from presumptuous [sins:] lec them not bave dominion over me: 
then shalLI be upright, and I shall be innocent from the great transgression. 

{19:14} Let the words of my mouth, and the meditation of my beart, be acceptable in thy 
sight, O LORD, my strength, and my redeemer. 

Psalm 20 Go the chief Musician, A Psalm of David. 

{20:1} Ghe LORD bear thee in the day of trouble: the name of the God of Jacob defend 
thee: 

{20:2} Send thee belp from the sanctuary, and strengthen thee out of Zion: 

{20:3} Remember all thy offerings, and accept thy burnt sacrifice: Selab. 

{20:4} Grant thee according to thine own heart, and fulfil all chy counsel. 


{20:5} We will rejoice in thy salvation, and in the name of our God we will set up [our] 
banners: the LORD fulfil all thy petitions. 

{20:6} Now know I that the LORD saveth his anointed: be will bear him from bis holy 
heaven with the saving strength of his right band. 

{20:7} Some [crust] in chariots, and some in borses: but we will remember the name of 
the LORD our God. 

{20:8} Ghey are brought down and fallen: but we are risen, and stand upright. 

{20:9} Save, LORD: let the king bear us when we call. 

Psalm 21 Go the chief Musician, A Psalm of David. 

{21:1} Gbhe king shall joy in thy strength, O LORD: and in thy salvation bow greatly shall 
he rejoice! 

(1:94 Ghou hast given him his beart's desire, and hast not withbolden the request of bis 
lips. Selah. 

{21:3} For thou preventest bim with the blessings of goodness: thou settest a crown of 
pure gold on bis bead. 

{21:4} Ne asked life of thee, [and] thou gavest [it] bim, [even] length of days for ever and 
ever. 

{21:5} Nis glory [is] great in thy salvation: bonour and majesty bast thou laid upon bim. 
{21:6} For thou bast made him most blessed for ever: thou bast made him exceeding glad 
with thy countenance. 

{21:7} For the king crusteth in the LORD, and through the mercy of the most High be 
shall not be moved. 

{21:8} Ghine band shall find out all thine enemies: thy right band shall find out those 
that hate thee. 

{21:9} Ghou shalt make them as a fiery oven in the time of thine anger: the LORD shall 
swallow them up in bis wrath, and the fire shall devour them. 

{21:10} Gheir fruit shalt thou destroy from the earth, and their seed from among the 
children of men. 

{21:11} For they intended evil against thee: they imagined a mischievous device, [which] 
they are not able [co perform. ]{21:12} Gherefore shalt thou make them turn their back, 
[when] thou shalt make ready [chine arrows] upon thy strings against the face of them. 
{21:13} Be thou exalted, LORD, in thine own strength: isol vl we sing and praise thy 
power. 

Psalm 22 Go the chief Musician upon Aijelecb Shabar, A Psalm of David. 

{22:1} Dy God, my God, why bast thou forsaken me? [why art thou so] far from belping 
me, [and from] the words of my setae 

{22:2} O my God, I cry in the daytime, but thou hearest not: and in the night season, and 
am not silent. 

{22:3} But thou [art] boly, [0 thou] that inbabitest the praises of Israel. 

{22:4} Our fathers trusted in thee: they trusted, and thou didst deliver them. 

{22:5} Ghey cried unto thee, and were delivered: they trusted in thee, and were not 
confounded. 

{22:6} But I [am] a worm, and no man: a reproach of men, and despised of the people. 
{22:7} All they that see me laugh me to scorn: they shoot out the lip, they shake the bead 
[saying, ]{22:8} Ne crusted on the LORD [chat] he would deliver bim: let him deliver bim, 
seeing he delighted in bim. 

{22:9} But thou [arc] be that took me out of the womb: thou didst make me bope [when I 
was] upon my mother’s breasts. 

{22:10} I was cast upon thee from the womb: thou [art] my God from my mother's belly. 


{22:11} Be not far from me: for trouble [is] near: for [there is] none to belp. 

{22:12} Many bulls bave compassed me: strong [bulls] of Bashan have beset me round. 

{22:13} Gbey gaped upon me Iwicb] their mouths, [as] a ravening and a roaring lion. 

{22:14} I am poured out like water, and all my bones are out of joint: my heart is like wax: 

it is melted in the midst of my bowels. 

{22:15} (Dy strength is dried up like a potsberd: and my tongue cleaveth to my jaws: and 

thou hast brouche me into the dust of death. 

{22:16} For dogs have compassed me: the assembly of the wicked bave inclosed me: they 

pierced my bands and my feet. 

{22:17} I may tell all my bones: they look [and] stare upon me. 

{22:18} Gbey part my garments among them, and cast lots upon my vesture. 

{22:19} But be not thou far from me, O LORD: O my ake Si haste thee to help me. 

{22:20} Deliver my soul from the sword: my darling from the power of the dog. 

{22:21} Save me from the lion's mouth: for thou hast heard me from the Borne of the 

unicorns. 

{22:22} I will declare thy name unto my brethren: in the midst of the congregation will I 
ise thee. 

{22:23} Ye that fear the LORD, praise him: all ye the seed of Jacob, glorify bim: and fear 

bim, all ye the seed of Israel. 

{22:24} For be hath not despised nor abborred the affliction of the afflicted: neither hath 

he bid bis face from him: but when he cried unto bim, be beard. 

{22:25} Wy praise [shall be] of thee in the great congregation: I will pay my vows before 

them that fear bim. 

{22:26} Ghe meek shall eat and be satisfied: they shall praise the LORD that seek bim: 

your beart shall live for ever. 

{22:27} All the ends of the world shall remember and turn unto the LORD: and all the 

kindreds of the nations shall worship before thee. 

{22:28} For the kingdom [is] the LORD'S: and he [is] the governor among the nations. 

{22:29} All oo that be] fat upon earth shall eat and worship: all they that go down to 

the dust shall bow before him: and none can keep alive his own soul. 

{22:30} A seed shall serve bim: it shall be accounted to the Lord for a generation. 

{22:31} Ghey shall come, and shall declare bis righteousness unto a people that shall be 

born, that be bath done [chis. ] 

Psalm 23 A Psalm of David. 

{23:1} Gbe LORD [is] my shepherd: I shall not wanc. 

{23:2} Ne maketh me to lie down in green pastures: he leadeth me beside the still waters. 

{23:3} Ne restoreth my soul: be b me in the paths of righteousness for bis name's 

sake. 

{23:4} Yea, though I walk through the valley of the shadow of death, I will fear no evil: for 

thou [art] with me: thy rod and thy staff they comfort me. 

{23:5} Gbou preparest a table before me in the presence of mine enemies: thou anointest 

my bead with oil: my cup runneth over. 

{23:6} Surely goodness and mercy shall follow me all the days of my life: and I will dwell in 

the bouse of the LORD for ever. 

Psalm 24 A Psalm of David. 

{24:1} Ghe earth [is] the LORD'S, and the fulness thereof: the world, and they that dwell 

therein. 

{24:2} For be hath founded it upon the seas, and established it upon the floods. 

{24:3} Who shall ascend into the bill of the LORD? or who shall stand in bis boly place? 


{24:4} Ne that hath clean bands, and a pure beart: who bath not lifted up his soul unto 
vanity, nor sworn deceitfully. 

{24:5} Ne shall receive the blessing from the LORD, and righteousness from the God of 
his salvation. 

{24:6} Ghis [is] the generation of them that seek bim, that seek thy face, O Jacob. Selab. 
{24:7} Lift up your beads, O ye gates: and be ye lift up, ye everlasting doors: and the King 
of glory shall come in. 

{24:8} Who [is] this King of glory? Ghe LORD strong and mighty, the LORD migbry in 
battle. 

{24:9} Lift up your beads, O ye gates: even lift [chem] up, ye everlasting doors: and the 
Ring of glory shall come in. 

{24:10} Who is this King of glory? Ghe LORD of bosts, be [is] the King of glory. Selab. 
Psalm 25 A [Psalm] of Davi : 

{25:1} Unto thee, O LORD, do I lift up my soul. 

{25:2} O my God, I trust in thee: let me not be ashamed, let not mine enemies triumph 
over me. 

{25:3} Yea, let none that wait on thee be ashamed: let them be ashamed which transgress 
without cause. 

{25:4} Shew me thy ways, O LORD: teach me thy paths. 

{25:5} Lead me in thy truth, and teach me: for thou [art] the God of my salvation: on thee 
do I wait all the day. 

{25:6} Remember, O LORD, thy tender mercies and thy lovingkindnesses: for they [have 
been] ever of old. 

{25:7} Remember not the sins of my youth, nor my transgressions: according to thy 
mercy remember thou me for thy goodness’ sake, O LORD. 

{25:8} Good and upright [is] che LORD: therefore will he teach sinners in the way. 

{25:9} Ghe meek will he guide in judgment: and the meek will be teach bis way. 

{25:10} All the paths of the LO are] mercy and truth unto such as keep bis covenant 
and his testimonies. 

{25:11} For thy name's sake, O LORD, pardon mine iniquity: for it [is] great. 

{25:12} What man [is] be that feareth the LORD? bim shall be teach in the way [chat] be 
shall choose. 

{25:13} Dis soul shall dwell at ease: and his seed shall inherit the earth. 

{25:14} Ghe secret of the LORD [is] with them that fear bim: and he will shew them bis 
covenant. 

{25:15} Mine eyes [are] ever coward the LORD: for be shall pluck my feet out of the net. 
{25:16} Gurn i unto me, and have mercy upon me: for I [am] desolate and afflicted. 
{25:17} Ghe troubles of my beart are enlarged: [O[ bring thou me out of my distresses. 
{25:18} Look upon mine affliction and my pain: and forgive all my sins. 

{25:19} Consider mine enemies: for they are many: and they bate me with cruel hatred. 
{25:20} O keep my soul, and deliver me: let me not be ashamed: for I put my trust in thee. 
{25:21} Let integrity and uprightmess preserve me: for I wait on thee. 

{25:22} Redeem Israel, O God, out of all his troubles. 

Psalm 26 A [Psalm] of David. 

{26:1} Judge me, O LORD: for I bave walked in mine integrity: I have trusted also in the 
LORD: rcheretorel I shall not slide. 

{26:2} Examine me, O LORD, and prove me: try my reins and my beart. 

{26:3} For thy lovingkindness [is] before mine eyes: and I have walked in thy crutch. 

{26:4} I have not sat with vain persons, neither will I go in with dissemblers. 


{26:5} I have bated the congregation of evildoers: and will not sit with the wicked. 

{26:6} I will wash mine bands in innocency: so will I compass thine altar, O LORD: 

{26:7} Ghat I may publish with the voice of thanksgiving, and tell of all thy wondrous 
works. 

{26:8} LORD, I have loved the habitation of thy bouse, and the place where thine honour 
dwelleth. 

{26:9} Gather not my soul with sinners, nor my life with bloody men: 

{26:10} In whose hands [is] mischief, and their right band is full of bribes. 

{26:11} But as for me, I will walk in mine integrity: redeem me, and be merciful unto me. 
{26:12} Dy foot standeth in an even place: in the congregations will I bless the LORD. 
Psalm 27 A [Psalm] of David. 

{27:1} Gbe LORD [is] my light and my salvation: whom shall I fear? the LORD [is] the 
strength of my life: of whom shall I be afraid? 

{27:2} When the wicked, [even] mine enemies and my foes, came upon me to eat up my 
flesh, they stumbled and fell. 

{27:3} Ghougb an bost should encamp against me, my beart shall not fear: thougb war 
should rise against me, in this [will] I [be] confidenc. 

{27:4} One [ching] have I desired of the LORD, that will I seek after: that I may dwell in 
the house of the LORD all the days of my life, to bebold the beauty of the LORD, and to 
enquire in his temple. 

{27:5} For in the time of trouble be shall bide me in bis pavilion: in the secret of his 
tabernacle shall he bide me: he shall set me up upon a rock. 

{27:6} And now shall mine bead be lifted up above mine enemies round about me: 
therefore will I offer in bis tabernacle sacrifices of joy: I will sing, yea, I will sing praises 
unto the LORD. 

{27:7} Near, O LORD, [when] I cry with my voice: bave mercy also upon me, and answer 


me. 
{27:8} [When thou saidst,] Seek ye my face: my beart said unto thee, Ghy face, LORD, will 
I seek. 

{27:9} Nide not thy face [far] from me: put not thy servant away in anger: thou bast been 
my help: leave me not, neither forsake me, O God of my salvation. 

{27:10} When my father and my mother forsake me, then the LORD will take me up. 
{27:11} Geach me thy way, O LORD, and lead me in a plain path, because of mine enemies. 
{27:12} Deliver me not over unto the will of mine enemies: for false witnesses are risen up 
against me, and such as breathe out Sieawe 

{27:13} [I bad fainted,] unless I bad believed to see the goodness of the LORD in the land 
of the living. 

{27:14} Wait on the LORD: be of good courage, and be shall strengthen thine beart: wait, 
I say, onthe LORD. 

Psalm 28 A [Psalm] of David. 

{28:1} Unto thee will I cry, O LORD my rock: be not silent to me: lest, [if] chou be silent to 
me, I become like hen ek go down into the pit. 

{28:2} Near the voice of my supplications, when I cry unto thee, when I lift up my bands 
toward thy holy oracle. 

{28:3} Draw me not away with the wicked, and with the workers of iniquity, which speak 
peace to their neighbours, but mischief [is] in their bearts. 

{28:4} Give them according to their deeds, and according to the wickedness of their 
endeavours: give them after the work of their bands: render to them their desert. 


{28:5} Because they regard not the works of the LORD, nor the operation of his bands, be 
shall destroy them, and not build them up. 

{28:6} Blessed [be] the LORD, because he atti beard the voice of my supplications. 

{28:7} Gbe LORD [is] my strength and my shield: my beart trusted in bim, and I am 
belped: therefore my beart greatly rejoiceth: and with my song will I praise bim. 

{28:8} Ghe LORD [is] their strength, and he [is] the saving strength of his anointed. 

{28:9} Save thy people, and bless thine inheritance: feed them also, and lift them up for 


ever. 

Psalm 29 A Psalm of David. 

{29:1} Give unto the LORD, O ye mighty, give unto the LORD glory and strength. 

{29:2} Give unto the LORD the glory due unto his name: worship the LORD in the 
beauty of holiness. 

{29:3} Ghe voice of the LORD [is] upon the waters: the God of glory thundereth: the 
LORD [is] upon many waters. 

{29:4} Ghe voice of the LORD [is] powerful: the voice of the LORD [is] full of majesty. 
{29:5} Ghe voice of the LORD breaketh the cedars: yea, the LORD breaketh the cedars of 
Lebanon. 

{29:6} Ne maketh them also to skip like a calf: Lebanon and Sirion like a young unicorn. 
{29:7} Che voice of the LORD divideth the flames of fire. 

{29:8} Ghe voice of the LORD shaketh the wilderness: the LORD shaketh the wilderness 
of Kadesh. 

{29:9} Che voice of the LORD maketh the hinds to calve, and discovereth the forests: and 
in his temple doth every one speak of [his] glory. 

{29:10} Ghe LORD sicteth upon the flood: yea, the LORD sitteth Ring for ever. 

{29:11} Ghe LORD will give strength unto his people: the LORD will bless bis people with 


eace. 

Deal 30 A Psalm [and] Song [at] the dedication of the house of David. 

{30:1} I will extol thee, O LORD: for thou bast lifted me up, and bast not made my foes to 
rejoice over me. 

{30:2} O LORD my God, I cried unto thee, and thou bast bealed me. 

{30:3} O LORD, thou bast brought up my soul from the grave: thou hast kept me alive, 
that I should not go down to the pict. 

{30:4} Sing unto the LORD, O ye saints of bis, and give thanks at the remembrance of his 
holiness. 

{30:5} For his anger [endureth but] a moment: in bis favour is life: weeping may endure 
for anight, but joy [cometh] in the morning. 

{30:6} And in my prosperity I said, I shall never be moved. 

{30:7} LORD, by thy favour thou bast made my mountain to stand strong: thou didst 
hide thy face, [and] I was troubled. 

{30:8} I cried to thee, O LORD: and unto the LORD I made supplication.

{30:10} Near, O LORD, and have mercy upon me: LORD, be thou my belper. 

{30:11} Ghou hast turned for me my mourning into dancing: thou bast put off my 
sackcloth, and girded me with ess: 

{30:12} Go the end that [my] glory may sing praise to thee, and not be silent. O LORD my 
God, I will give thanks unto thee for ever. 

Psalm 31 Go the chief Musician, A Psalm of David. 


{31:1} In thee, O LORD, do I put my trust; let me never be ashamed: deliver me in thy 

righteousness. 

{31:2} Bow down thine ear to me: deliver me speedily: be thou my strong rock, for an 

house of defence to save me. 

{31:3} For thou [art] my rock and my fortress: therefore for thy name's sake lead me, and 
ide me. 

{31:4} Pull me out of the net that they have laid privily for me: for thou [arc] my strength. 

{31:5} Inco thine hand I commit my spirit: chou bast redeemed me, O LORD God of truth. 

{31:6} I have hated them that regard lying vanities: but I trust in the LORD. 

{31:7} I will be glad and rejoice in thy mercy: for thou hast considered my trouble: thou 

bast known my soul in adversities: 

{31:8} And bast not sbut me up into the hand of the enemy: thou bast set my feet in a 

room. 

{31:9} Nave mercy upon me, O LORD, for I am in trouble: mine eye is consumed with grief, 

[yea,] my soul and my belly. 

{31:10} For my life is spent with grief, and my years with sighing: my strength faileth 

because of mine iniquity, and my bones are consumed. 

{31:11} I was a reproach among all mine enemies, but especially among my neighbours, 

and a fear to mine acquaintance: they that did see me without fled from me. 

{31:12} I am forgotten as a dead man out of mind: I am like a broken vessel. 

{31:13} For I bave heard the slander of many: fear [was] on every side: while they took 

counsel together against me, they devised to take away my life. 

{31:14} But I crusted in thee, O LORD: I said, Gbou fecclns God. 

{31:15} (Dy times [are] in thy band: deliver me from the band of mine enemies, and from 

them that persecute me. 

{31:10} Dake thy face to shine upon thy servant: save me for thy mercies’ sake. 

{31:17} Let me not be ashamed, O LORD: for I bave called upon thee: let the wicked be 

ashamed, [and] let them be silent in the grave. 

{31:18} Let the lying lips be put to silence: which speak grievous things proudly and 

contemptuously against the righteous. 

{31:19} [Ob] bow great [is] thy goodness, which thou hast laid up for them that fear thee: 

[which] thou bast wrought for them that trust in thee before the sons of men! 

{31:20} Ghou shalt hide them in the secret of thy presence from the pride of man: thou 

shalt keep them secretly in a pavilion from the strife of tongues. 

{31:21} Blessed [be] the LORD: for he bath shewed me his marvellous kindness in a strong 

city.

{33:8} Let all the earth fear the LORD: let all the inhabitants of the world stand in awe of 
bim. 

{33:9} For he spake, and it was [done:] he commanded, and it stood fast. 

{33:10} Ghe LORD bringeth the counsel of the heathen to nought: be maketh the devices 
of the people of none effect. 

{33:11} Gbe counsel of the LORD standeth for ever, the thoughts of bis heart to all 
generations. 

{33:12} Blessed [is] the nation whose God [is] the LORD: [and] the people [whom] he bath 
chosen for his own inheritance. 

{33:13} Ghe LORD looketh from heaven: be beboldeth all the sons of men. 

{33:14} From the place of bis habitation he looketh upon all the inhabitants of the earth. 
{33:15} Ne fashioneth their bearts alike: he considereth all their works. 

{33:16} Gbere is no king saved by the multitude of an host: a mighty man is not delivered 
by much strength. 

{33:17} An borse [is] a vain thing for safety: neither shall be deliver [any] by bis great 
strength. 

(33:18) Behold, the eye of the LORD [is] upon them that fear bim, upon them that hope 
in bis mercy: 

{33:19} Go eine: their soul from death, and to keep them alive in famine. 

{33:20} Our soul waiteth for the LORD: be [is] our belp and our shield. 

{33:21} For our beart shall rejoice in bim, because we have trusted in bis boly name. 

{33:22} Let thy mercy, O LORD. be upon us, according as we hope in thee.

{34:6} Ghis poor man cried, and the LORD beard [him,] and saved him out of all his 

croubles. 

{34:7} Ghe angel of the LORD encampeth round about them that fear him, and 

delivereth them. 

{34:8} O taste and see that the LORD [is] good: blessed [is] the man [chat] crusteth in 

bim. 

{34:9} O fear the LORD, ye bis saints: for [there is] no want to them that fear bim. 

{34:10} Ghe young lions do lack, and suffer bunger: but they that seek the LORD shall not 

want any good [ching. ]{34:11} Come, ye children, bearken unto me: I will teach you the 

fear of che LORD. 

{34:12} What man [is be that] desireth life, [and] loveth [many] days, that he may see 
od? 

34.13} Keep thy tongue from evil, and thy lips from speaking guile. 

{34:14} Depart from evil, and do good: seek peace, and pursue it. 

{34:15} Ghe eyes of the LORD [are] upon the righteous, and bis ears [are open] unto their 


(34416) Ghe face of the LORD [is] against them that do evil, to cut off the remembrance of 
them from the earth. 

{34:17} [Ghe righteous] cry, and the LORD beareth, and delivereth them out of all their 
croubles. 

{34:18} Gbe LORD [is] nigh unto them that are of a broken heart: and saveth such as be 
of a contrite spirit. 
{34:19} Many [are the afflictions of the righteous: but the LORD delivereth him out of 
them all. 

{34:20} Ne keepeth all bis bones: not one of them is broken. 

{34:21} Evil shall slay the wicked: and they that bate the righteous shall be desolate. 
{34:22! Ghe LORD redeemeth the soul of his servants: and none of them that trust in 
him shall be desolate. 

Psalm 35 A [Psalm] of David. 

{35:1} Plead [my cause,] O LORD, with them that strive with me: fight against them that 
fight against me. 

{35:2} Gake bold of shield and buckler, and stand up for mine help. 

{35:3} Draw out also the spear, and stop [the way] against them that persecute me: say 
unto my soul, I [am] thy salvation. 

{35:4} Let them be confounded and put to shame that seek after my soul: let them be 
turned back and brought to confusion that devise my burt. 

{35:5} Let them be as chaff before the wind: and let the angel of the LORD chase [chem. ] 
{35:6} Let their way be dark and eae and let the angel of the LORD persecute them. 
{35:7} For without cause bave they bid for me their net [in] a pit, [which] without cause 
they bave digged for my soul. 


{35:8} Let destruction come upon him at unawares: and let his net that he bath hid catch 

himself: into that very destruction let bim fall. 

{35:9} And my soul shall be joyful in the LORD: it shall rejoice in his salvation. 

{35:10} All my bones shall say, LORD, who [is] like unto thee, which deliverest the poor 

sie him that is too strong for bim, yea, the poor and the needy from bim that spoileth 
im? 

{35:11} False witnesses did rise up: they laid to my charge [things] that I knew noc. 

{35:12} Ghey rewarded me evil for good [co] the spoiling of my soul. 

{35:13} But as for me, when they were sick, my clothing [was] sackcloth: I humbled my 

soul with fasting: and my prayer returned into mine own bosom. 

{35:14} I behaved myself as though [be bad been] my friend [or] brother: I bowed down 

heavily, as one that mourneth [for bis] mother. 

{35:15} But in mine adversity they rejoiced, and gathered themselves together: [yea,] the 

abjects gathered themselves together against me, and I knew [it] not: they did tear [me,] 

and ceased not: 

{35:16} With bypocritical mockers in feasts, they gnashed upon me with their teeth. 

{35:17} Lord, how long wilt thou look on? rescue my soul from their destructions, my 

darling from the lions. 

{35:18} I will give thee thanks in the great congregation: I will praise thee among much 
eople. 

{35:19} Let not them that are mine enemies wrongfully rejoice over me: [neither] lec them 

wink with the eye that bate me without a cause. 

{35:20} For they speak not peace: but they devise deceitful matters against [chem that 

are] quiet in the land. 

{35:21} Yea, they opened their mouth wide against me, [and] said, Aha, aba, our eye hath 

seen [it. ]{35:22} [Ghis] thou hast seen, O LORD: keep not silence: O Lord, be not far from 

me. 

{35:23} Stir up thyself, and awake to my judgment, [even] unto my cause, my God and my 

Lord. 

{35:24} Judge me, O LORD my God, according to thy righteousness: and let them not 

rejoice over me. 

{35:25} Let them not say in their bearts, Ab, so would we bave it: let them not say, We 

have swallowed bim up. 

{35:26} Let them be ashamed and brought to confusion together that rejoice at mine 

burt: let them be clothed with shame and dishonour that magnify [chemselves] against 

me. 

{35:27} Let them shout for joy, and be glad, that favour my righteous cause: yea, let them 

say continually, Let the LORD be magnified, which hath pleasure in the prosperity of his 

servant. 

{35:28} And my tongue shall speak of thy righteousness [and] of thy praise all the day 


long. 

peli 36 Go the chief Musician, A [Psalm] of David, the servant of the LORD. 

{36:1} Ghe transgression of the wicked saith within my beart, [chat there is] no fear of 
God before bis eyes. 

{36:2} For be flactereth bimself in bis own eyes, until bis iniquity be found to be baceful. 
{36:3} Gbe words of bis mouth [are] iniquity and deceit: he bath left off to be wise, [and] 
to do good. 

{36:4} Tie deviseth mischief upon bis bed: he secteth himself in a way [chat is] not good: 
be abborreth not evil. 


{36:5} Ghy mercy, O LORD, [is] in the heavens: [and] thy faithfulness [reacheth] unto the 
clouds. 


{36:6} Gby righteousness [is] like the great mountains: thy judgments [are] a great deep: 
O LORD, thou preservest man and beast. 

{36:7} Now excellent [is] thy lovingkindness, O God! therefore the children of men put 
cheir trust under the shadow of thy wings. 

{36:8} Ghey sball be abundantly satisfied with the fatness of thy bouse: and thou shalt 
make them drink of the river of thy pleasures. 

{36:9} For with thee [is] the fountain of life: in thy pis shall we see light. 

{36:10} O continue thy lovingkindness unto them that know thee: and thy righteousness 
to the upright in heart. 

{36:11} Let not the foot of pride come against me, and let not the hand of the wicked 
remove me. 

{36:12} Ghere are the workers of iniquity fallen: they are cast down, and shall not be able 
to rise. 

Psalm 37 A [Psalm] of David. 

{37:1} Fret not thyself because of evildoers, neither be thou envious against the workers 
of iniquity. 

{37:2} For they shall soon be cut down like the grass, and wither as the green berb. 

{37:3} Grust in the LORD, and do good: [so] shalt thou dwell in the land, and verily thou 
shalt be fed. 

{37:4} Delight thyself also in the LORD: and be shall give thee the desires of thine beart.

{37:10} For yet a liccle while, and the wicked [shall] not [be:] yea, thou shalt diligently 
consider his place, and it [shall] not [be. ]{37:11} But the meek shall inberit the earth: and 
shall delight themselves in the abundance of peace. 

{37:12} Ghe wicked plotteth against the just, and beth upon bim with his teeth. 
{37:13} Gbe Lord shall laugh at him: for be seeth that his day is coming. 

{37:14} Obe wicked have drawn out the sword, and have bent their bow, to cast down the 
poor and needy, [and] to slay such as be of upright conversation. 

{37:15} Gbheir sword shall enter into their own heart, and their bows shall be broken. 

{37:16} A liccle that a righteous man bath [is] better than the riches of many wicked. 
{37:17} For the arms of the wicked shall be broken: but the LORD upholdeth the 
righteous. 

{37:18} Gbe LORD knoweth the days of the upright: and their inheritance shall be for 


ever. 

{37:19} Ghey shall not be ashamed in the evil time: and in the days of famine they shall be 
satisfied. 

{37:20} But the wicked shall perish, and the enemies of the LORD [shall be] as the fat of 
lambs: they shall consume: into smoke shall they consume away. 

{37:21} Ghe wicked borroweth, and payeth not again: but the righteous sheweth mercy, 
and giveth. 


{37:22} For [such as be] blessed of him shall inberit the earch: and [they that be] cursed of 
him shall be cut off. 

{37:23} Ghe steps of a [good] man are ordered by the LORD: and he delighteth in bis way.

{37:30} Gbe mouth of the righteous speaketh wisdom, and his tongue talketh of 
judgment.

{37:38} But the transgressors shall be destroyed together: the end of the wicked shall be 
cut off. 

{37:39} But the salvation of the righteous [is] of the LORD: [he is] their strength in the 
time of trouble. 

{37:40} And the LORD shall belp them and deliver them: be shall deliver them from the 
wicked, and save them, because they trust in bim. 

Psalm 38 A Psalm of David, to bring to remembrance. 

{38:1} O LORD, rebuke me not in thy wrath: neither chasten me in thy bot displeasure. 
{38:2} For thine arrows stick fast in me, and thy hand presseth me sore.

(38:8) I am feeble and sore broken: I have roared by reason of the disquietness of my 
heart. 

{38:9} Lord, all my desire [is] before thee: and my groaning is not hid from thee. 

{38:10} (Dy beart panteth, my strength faileth me: as for the light of mine eyes, it also is 
gone from me. 

{38:11} Dy lovers and my friends stand aloof from my sore: and my kinsmen stand afar 
off. 


{38:12} Ghey also that seek after my life lay snares [for me:] and they that seek my burt 
speak mischievous things, and imagine deceits all the day long. 

{38:13} But L as a deaf [man,] beard not: and [I was] as a dumb man [that] openeth not 
his mouth. 

{38:14} Gbhus I was as a man that beareth not, and in whose mouth [are] no reproofs. 
{38:15} For in thee, O LORD, do I hope: thou wilt bear, O Lord my God. 

{38:16} For I said, [hear me] lest [otherwise] they should rejoice over me: when my foot 
slippeth, th ety [chemselves] against me. 

{38:17} For I [am] ready to halk, and my sorrow [is] continually before me. 

{38:18} For I will declare mine iniquity: I will be sorry for my sin. 

{38:19} But mine enemies [are] lively, [and] they are strong: and they that bate me 
wrongfully are multiplied. 

{38:20} Ghey also that render evil for good are mine adversaries: because I follow [the 
ching that] good [is. }{38:21} Forsake me not, O LORD: O my God, be not far from me. 
{38:22} Make haste to help me, O Lord my salvation. 

Psalm 39 Go the chief Musician, [even] to Jeduchun, A Psalm of David. 

{39:1} I said, I will take heed to my ways, that I sin not with my tongue: I will keep my 
mouth with a bridle, while the wicked is before me. 

{39:2} I was dumb with silence, I held my peace, [even] from good: and my sorrow was 
stirred, 

{39:3} (Dy beart was bot within me, while I was musing the fire burned: [chen] spake I 
with my tongue, 

{39:4} LORD, make me to know mine end, and the measure of my days, what it [is: that] I 
ay know bow frail I [am. ]{39:5} Bebold, thou bast made oy dave as] an bandbreadth: 
and mine age [is] as nothing before thee: verily every man at his best state [is] altogether 
vanity. Selab. 

{39:6} Surely every man walketh in a vain shew: surely they are disquieted in vain: be 
beapeth up [riches,] and knoweth not who shall gather them. 

{39:7} And now, Lord, what wait I for? my bope [is] in thee. 

{39:8} Deliver me from all my transgressions: make me not the reproach of the foolish. 
{39:9} I was dumb, I opened not my mouth: because thou didst [it. ]}{39:10} Remove thy 
stroke away from me: Iam consumed by the blow of thine band. 

{39:11} When thou with rebukes dost correct man for iniquity, thou makest his beauty to 
consume away like a moth: surely every man [is] vanity. Selab. 

{39:12} Near my prayer, O LORD, and give ear unto my cry: bold not thy peace at my 
cears: for I [am] a stranger with thee, [and] a sojourner, as all my fathers [were. ]{39:13} O 
spare me, that I may recover strength, before I go bence, and be no more. 

Psalm 40 Go the chief Musician, A Psalm of David. 

{40:1} I waited patiently for the LORD: and be inclined unto me, and beard my cry. 

{40:2} Ne brought me up also out of an borrible pit, out of the miry clay, and set my feet 
upon arock, [and] established my goings.

{44:7} But thou hast saved us from our enemies, and bast put them to shame that bated 


us. 

{44:8} In God we boast all the day long, and praise thy name for ever. Selab.

{44:10} Ghou makest us to turn back from the enemy: and they which bate us spoil for 
themselves.

{44:14} Gbou makest us a byword among the heathen, a shaking of the head among the 
eople. 

4415} My confusion [is] continually before me, and the shame of my face bath covered 

me, 

{44:16} For the voice of bim that reproacheth and blasphemeth: by reason of the enemy 

and avenger. 

{44:17} All cis is come upon us; yet bave we not forgotten thee, neither have we dealt 

falsely in thy covenant. 

{44:18} Our heart is not turned back, neither have our steps declined from thy way: 

{44:19} Ghougb thou hast sore broken us in the place of dragons, and covered us with the 

shadow of death. 

{44:20} If we have forgotten the name of our God, or stretched out our hands to a 

strange god: 

{44:21} Shall not God search this out? for be knoweth the secrets of the heart. 

{44:22} Yea, for thy sake are we killed all the day long: we are counted as sheep for the 

slaughter. 

a Awake, why sleepest thou, O Lord? arise, cast [us] not off for ever. 

{44:24} Wherefore bidest thou thy face, [and] forgeccest our affliction and our 

oppression? 

{44:25} For our soul is bowed down to the dust: our belly cleaveth unto the earth. 

{44:26} Arise for our help, and redeem us for thy mercies’ sake. 

Psalm 45 Go the chief Musician upon Shoshannim, for the sons of Korab, WMaschil, A 

Song of loves. 

{45:1} My heart is inditing a good matter: I speak of the things which I have made 

touching the king: my tonque [is] the pen of a ready writer. 

{45:2} Ghou art fairer than the children of men: grace is poured into thy lips: therefore 

God hath blessed thee for ever. 

{45:3} Gird thy sword upon [chy] thigh, O [most] mighty, with thy glory and thy majesty. 

{45:4} And in thy majesty ride prosperously because of truth and meekness [and] 

righteousness: and thy right band shall teach thee terrible things. 

{45:5} Ghine arrows [are] sharp in the heart of the king's enemies: [whereby] the people 

fall under thee.

{48:11} Let mount Zion rejoice, lec the daughters of Judab be glad, because of thy 

judgments. 

{48:12} Walk about Zion, and go round about ber: tell the towers thereof. 

{48:13} (ark ye well ber bulwarks, consider ber palaces: that ye may tell [ic] to the 

eration following. 

{48:14} For this God [is] our God for ever and ever: be will be our guide [even] unto death. 

Psalm 49 Go the chief Musician, A Psalm for the sons of Korab. 

{49:1} Near this, all [ye] people: give ear, all [ye] inbabicants of the world: 

{49:2} Both low andl a rich and poor, together. 

{49:3} (Dy mouth shall speak of wisdom: and the meditation of my beart [shall be] of 

understanding. 

{49:4} I will incline mine ear to a parable: I will open my dark saying upon the barp. 

{49:5} Wherefore should I fear in the days of evil, [when] the iniquity of my heels shall 

compass me about?

{49:10} For he seeth [chat] wise men die, likewise the fool and the brutish person perish, 

and leave their wealth to others. 

{49:11} Gheir inward thought [is, that] their houses [shall continue] for ever, [and] their 

dwelling places to all generations: they call [their] lands after their own names. 

{49:12} Nevertheless man [being] in bonour abideth not: be is like the beasts [that] 
erish.

{50:12} If I were hungry, I would not tell thee: for the world [is] mine, and the fulness 
thereof. 

{50:13} Will I eat the flesh of bulls, or drink the blood of goats? 

{50:14} Offer unto God thanksgiving: and rey thy vows unto the most Nigh: 

{50:15} And call upon me in the day of trouble: I will deliver thee, and thou shalt glorify 
me. 

{50:16} But unto the wicked God saith, What hast thou to do to declare my statutes, or 
[chat] thou sbouldest take my covenant in thy mouth? 

{50:17} Seeing thou hatest instruction, and castest my words behind thee. 

{50:18} When thou sawest a thief. then thou consentedst with him, and hast been 
parcaker with adulterers. 

{50:19} Ghou givest thy mouth to evil, and thy tongue frameth deceit. 

{50:20} Ghou sittest [and] speakest against thy brother: thou slanderest thine own 
mother’s son. 

{50:21} Ghese [things] hast thou done, and I kept silence: thou thougbtest that I was 
altogether [such an one] as thyself: [but] I will reprove thee, and set [them] in order 
before thine eyes. 

{50:22} Now consider this, ye that forget God, lest I tear [you] in pieces, and [there be] 
none to deliver. 

{50:23} Whoso offereth praise glorifiecb me: and to him that ordereth [his] conversation 
[aright] will I shew the salvation of God. 

Ps 51 Go the chief Musician, A Psalm of David, when Nathan the prophet came unto 
bim, after be had gone in to Bathsheba. 

{51:1} Nave mercy upon me, O God, according to thy lovingkindness: according unto the 
multitude of thy tender mercies blot out my transgressions.

{51:9} Nide thy face from my sins, and blot out all mine iniquities. 

{51:10} Create in me a clean beart, O God: and renew a right spirit within me. 

{51:11} Cast me not away from thy presence: and take not thy boly spirit from me. 

{51:12} Restore unto me the joy of thy salvation: and uphold me [with thy] free spiric. 
{51:13} [Ghen] will I teach transgressors thy ways: and sinners shall be converted unto 
thee. 

{51:14} Deliver me from bloodguiltiness, O God, thou God of my salvation: [and] my 
tongue shall sing aloud of thy righteousness. 

{51:15} O Lord, open thou my lips: and my mouth shall shew forth eee praise. 

{51:16} For thou desirest not sacrifice: else would I give [it:] chou delightest not in burnt 
offering. 

{51:17} Ghe sacrifices of God [are] a broken spirit: a broken and a contrite beart, O God, 
thou wilt not despise. 

{51:18} Do good in thy good pleasure unto Zion: build thou the walls of Jerusalem.

{55:3} Because of the voice of the enemy, because of the oppression of the wicked: for they 
cast iniquity upon me, and in wrath they hate me. 

{55:4} (Dy heart is sore pained within me: and the terrors of death are fallen upon me. 
{55:5} Fearfulness and trembling are come upon me, and borror hath overwhelmed me. 
{55:6} And I said, Ob that I bad wings like a dove! [for then] would I fly away, and be at 
rest. 

{55:7} Lo, [chen] would I wander far off, [and] remain in the wilderness. Selab. 

{55:8} I would hasten my escape from the windy storm [and] tempest. 

{55:9} Destroy, O Lord, [and] divide their tongues: for I bave seen violence and strife in the 


city. 

(55:10} Day and night they go about it upon the walls thereof: mischief also and sorrow 
[are] in the midst of it. 

{55:11} Wickedness [is] in the midst thereof: deceit and guile depart not from ber streets. 
{55:12} For [it was] not an enemy [that] reproached me: then I could bave borne [it:] 
neither [was ic] be that hated me [chat] did magnify [himself] against me: then I would 
have bid myself from bim: 

{55:13} But [it was] thou, a man mine equal, my guide, and mine acquaintance. 

{55:14} We took sweet counsel together, [and] walked unto the house of God in company. 
{55:15} Let death seize upon them, [and] let them go down quick into hell: for wickedness 
is in their dwellings, [and] among them. 

{55:16} As for me, I will call upon God: and the LORD shall save me. 

{55:17} Evening, and morning, and at noon, will I pray, and cry aloud: and he shall hear my 
voice. 

{55:18} Ne bath delivered my soul in peace from the battle [chat was] against me: for 
there were many with me. 

{55:19} God shall bear, and afflict them, even be that abideth of old. Selab. Because they 
have no changes, therefore they fear not God. 

{55:20} Ne bath put forth his hands against such as be at peace with bim: be hath broken 
his covenant. 

{55:21} [Ghe words] of bis mouth were smoother than butter, but war [was] in his bearc: 
bis words were softer than oil, yet [were] they drawn swords. 

{55:22} Cast thy burden upon the LORD, and be shall sustain thee: be shall never suffer 
the righteous to be moved. 


{55:23} But thou, O God, shalt bring them down into the pit of destruction: bloody and 
deceitful men shall not live out balf their days: but I will crust in thee.

{56:7} Su ee Heat te by iniquity? in [chine] anger cast down the people, O God. 

{56:8} Ghou tellest my wanderings: put thou my tears into thy borcle: [are they] not in 
thy book? 

(50-9) When I cry [unto thee,] then shall mine enemies turn back: this I know: for God [is] 
for me. 

{56:10} In God will I praise [bis] word: in the LORD will I praise [bis] word. 

{56:11} In God have I put my crust: I will not be afraid what man can do unto me. 

{56:12} Ghy vows [are] upon me, O God: I will render praises unto thee. 

{56:13} For thou hast delivered my soul from death: [wilt] not [thou deliver] my feet from 
falling, that I may walk before God in the light of the fai 

Psalm 57 Go the chief Musician, Altaschith, Dichtam of David, when he fled from Saul in 
the cave. 

{57:1} Be merciful unto me, O God, be merciful unto me: for my soul trusteth in thee: yea, 
in the shadow of chy wings will I make my refuge, until [chese] calamities be overpast. 
{57:2} I will cry unto God most high: unto God that performeth [all things] for me. 

{57:3} Ne shall send from beaven, and save [from] the reproach of him that would swallow 
me up. Selah. God shall send forth bis mercy and bis truth. 

{57:4} Dy soul [is] among lions: [and] I lie [even among] them that are set on fire, [even] 
the sons of men, whose teeth [are] spears and arrows, and their tonque a sharp sword.

{59:10} Ghe God of my mercy shall prevent me: God shall let me see lniy desire] upon mine 
enemies. 

{59:11} Slay them not, lest my people forget: scatter them by thy power: and bring them 
down, O Lord our shield. 

{59:12} [For] the sin of their mouth [and] the words of their lips let them even be taken in 
cheir pride: and for cursing and lying [which] they speak. 

{59:13} Consume [chem] in wrath, consume [cthem,] that they [may] not [be:] and let them 
know that God ruleth in Jacob unto the ends of the earth. Selah, 

{59:14} And at evening let them return: [and] let them make a noise like a dog and go 
round about the city. 

{59:15} Let them wander up and down for meat, and grudge if they be not satisfied. 

{59:16} But I will sing of thy power: yea, I will sing aloud of thy mercy in the morning: for 
thou bast been my renee and sete in the day of my trouble.

{60:7} Gi [is] mine, and Manasseb [is] mine: Ephraim also [is] the strength of mine 
bead: Judah [is] my lawgiver: 

{60:8} Moab [is] my washpot: over Edom will I cast out my shoe: Philistia, triumph thou 
because of me. 

{60:9} Who will bring me [into] the strong city? who will lead me into Edom? 

{60:10} [Wilt] not thou, O God, [which] badst cast us off? and [chou,] O God, [which] didsx 
not go out with our armies? 

{60:11} Give us help from trouble: for vain [is] the belp of man. 

{60:12} Gbrough God we shall do valiantly: for be [it is that] shall tread down our 
enemies. 

Psalm 61 Go the chief Musician upon Neginab, A [Psalm] of David. 

{61:1} Near my cry, O God: attend unto my prayer. 

{61:2} From the end of the earth will I cry unto thee, when my heart is overwhelmed: lead 
me to the rock [thar] is higher than I. 

{61:3} For thou hast been a shelter for me, [and] a strong tower from the enemy.

{62:2} Ne only [is] my rock and my salvation: [be is] my defence: I shall not be greatly 
moved. 

{62:3} Now long will ye pee cleles mischief against a man? ye shall be slain all of you: as a 
bowing wall [shall ye be, and as] a tottering fence. 

{62:4} Ghey only consult to cast [him] down from bis excellency: they delight in lies: they 
bless with their mouth, but they curse inwardly. Selab. 

{62:5} Dy soul, wait thou only upon God: for my expectation [is] from bim. 

{62:6} Ne only [is] my rock and my salvation: [he is] my defence: I shall not be moved. 
ere In God | [is] my salvation and my glory: the rock of my strength, [and] my refuge, [is] 
in God. 


{62:8} Grust in him at all times: [ye] people, pour out your heart before him: God [is] a 
refuge for us. Selab. 

{62:9} Surely men of low degree [are] vanity, [and] men of bigh degree [are] a lie: to be laid 
in the balance, they [are] altogether [lighter] than vanity. 

{62:10} Grust not in oppression, and become not vain in robbery: if riches increase, set 
not your heart [upon them. ]{62:11} God bath spoken once: twice have I beard this: that 
power ibeicnsech| wine God. 

{62:12} Also unto thee, O Lord, [belongeth] mercy: for thou renderest to every man 
according to bis work, 

Psalm 63 A Psalm of David, when he was in the wilderness of Judah, 

{63:1} O God, thou [art] my God: early will I seek thee: my soul thirsteth for thee, my flesh 
longeth for thee in a dry and thirsty land, where no water is: 

{63:2} Go see thy power and thy glory, so [as] I have seen thee in the sanctuary. 

{63:3} Because thy lovingkindness [is] better than life, my lips shall praise thee. 

{63:4} Gbus wilLI bless thee while I live: I will lift up my bands in thy name. 

{63:5} (Dy soul shall be satisfied as [with] marrow and fatness: and my mouth shall praise 
[chee] with joyful lips: 

{63:6} When I remember thee upon my bed, [and] meditate on thee in the [night] 
watches. 

{63:7} Because thou hast been my help, therefore in the shadow of thy wings will I rejoice. 
{63:8} (Dy soul followech hard after thee: thy right hand upholdeth me. 

{63:9} But those [chat] seek my soul, to destroy [it,] shall go into the lower parts of the 
earth. 

{63:10} Ghey shall fall by the sword: they shall be a portion for foxes. 

{63:11} But the king shall rejoice in God: every one that sweareth by him shall glory: but 
the mouth of them that speak lies shall be stopped. 

Psalm 64 Go the chief Musician, A Psalm of David. 

{64:1} Near my voice, O God, in my prayer: preserve my life from fear of the enemy.

{64:8} So they shall make their own tongue to fall upon themselves: all that see them 
shall flee away. 

{64:9} And all men shall fear, and shall declare the work of God: for they shall wisely 
consider of his doing. 

{64:10} Ghe righteous shall be glad in the LORD, and shall trust in bim: and all the 
upright in beart shall glory. 

Psalm 65 Go the chief Musician, A Psalm [and] Song of David. 

{65:1} Praise waiteth for thee, O God, in Sion: and unto thee shall the vow be performed. 
{65:2} O thou that bearest prayer, unto thee shall all flesh come. 


{65:3} Iniquities prevail against me: [as for] our transgressions, thou shalt purge them 

away. 

(65-4) Blessed [is the man whom] thou choosest, and causest to approach [unto thee,

{66:14} Which my lips bave uttered, and my mouth hath spoken, when I was in trouble. 

{66:15} I will offer unto thee burnt sacrifices of fatlings, with the incense of rams: I will 

offer bullocks with goats. Selab. 

{66:16} Come [and] bear, all ye that fear God, and I will declare what be hath done for my 

soul. 

{66:17} I cried unto him with my mouth, and he was extolled with my tongue. 


{66:18} If I regard iniquity in my beart, the Lord will not bear [me: ]{66:19} [But] verily 
God hath beard [me:] be hath attended to the voice of my prayer. 

{66:20} Blessed [be] God, which bath not turned away my prayer, nor bis mercy from me. 
Psalm 67 Go the chief Musician on Neginoth, A Psalm [or] Song. 

{67:1} God be merciful unto us, and bless us: [and] cause bis face to shine upon us; Selah. 
{67:2} Ghat thy oe be known upon earth, thy saving health among all nations. 
{67:3} Let the people praise thee, O God: let all the people praise thee. 

{67:4} O let the nations be glad and sing for joy: for thou shalt judge the people 
righteously, and govern the nations upon earth. Selab. 

{67:5} Let the people praise thee, O God: let all the people praise thee. 

{67:6} [Gben] shall the earth yield ber increase: [and] God, [even] our own God, shall bless 


us. 

{67:7} God shall bless us: and all the ends of the earth shall fear bim.

{68:5} A father of the fatherless, and a judge of the widows, [is] God in bis boly 

habitation. 

{68:6} God setteth the solitary in families: be bringeth out those which are bound with 

chains: but the rebellious dwell in a dry [land. ]{68:7} O God, when thou wentest forth 

before thy people, when thou didst march through the wilderness: Selah: 

{68:8} Ghe earth shook, the heavens also dropped at the presence of God: [even] Sinai 

itself [was moved] at the presence of God, the God of Israel. 

{68:9} Ghou, O God, didst send a plentiful rain, whereby thou didst confirm chine 

inheritance, when it was weary. 

{68:10} Ghy congregation bath dwelt therein: thou, O God, bast prepared of thy goodness 

for the poor. 

{68:11} Gbe Lord gave the word: great [was] the company of those that published [ic. ] 

{68:12} Kings of armies did flee apace: and she that tarried at home divided the spoil. 

{68:13} Gbough ye have lien among the pots, [yet shall ye be as] the wings of a dove 

covered with silver, and ber feathers with yellow gold. 

{68:14} When the Almighty scattered kings in it, it was [white] as snow in Salmon. 

{68:15} Ghe bill of God [is as] the bill of Bashan: an high bill [as] the bill of Bashan. 

{68:16} Why leap ye, ye bigh bills? [chis is] the bill [which] God desireth to dwell in: yea, 

the LORD will dwell [in ic] for ever. 

{68:17} Ghe chariots of God [are] twenty thousand, [even] thousands of angels: the Lord 

[is] among them, [as in] Sinai, in the boby [place. ]{68:18} Ghou bast ascended on bigb, 

thou bast led captivity captive: thou hast received gifts for men: yea, [for] the rebellious 

also, that the LORD God might dwell [among them. ]{68:19} Blessed [be] the Lord, [who] 

daily loadeth us [with benefits, even] the God of our salvation. Selah. 

{68:20} [Ne that is] our God [is] the God of salvation: and unto God the Lord [belong] the 

issues from death. 


{68:21} But God shall wound the bead of bis enemies, [and] the bairy scalp of such an one 

as goeth on still in bis trespasses. 

{68:22} Ghe Lord said, I will bring again from Bashan, I will bring [my people] again from 

the depths of the sea: 

{68:23} Ghat thy foot may be dipped in the blood of [chine] enemies, [and] the tongue of 

thy dogs in the same. 

{68:24} Ghey bave seen thy goings, O God: [even] the goings of my God, my King, in the 

sanctuary. 

{68:25} he singers went before, the players on instruments [followed] after: among 

[chem were] the damsels playing with timbrels. 

{68:26} Bless ye God in the congregations, [even] the Lord, from the fountain of Israel. 

{68:27} Ghere [is] liccle Benjamin [with] their ruler, the princes of Judah [and] their 

council, the princes of Zebulun, [and] the princes of Naphbtali. 

{68:28} Gby God hath commanded thy strength: strengthen, O God, that which thou 

bast wrought for us. 

{68:29} Because of thy temple at Jerusalem shall kings bring presents unto thee. 

{68:30} Rebuke the company of spearmen, the multitude of the bulls, with the calves of 

the people, [cill every one] submit himself with pieces of silver: scatter thou the people 

[chat] delight in war. 

cot Princes shall come out of Egypt: Ethiopia shall soon stretch out ber hands unto 
od. 

{68:32} Sing unto God, ye kingdoms of the earth: O sing praises unto the Lord: Selab: 

{68:33} Go him that rideth upon the beavens of beavens, [which were] of old: lo, be doth 

send out his voice, [and that] a naaed voice. 

{68:34} Ascribe ye strength unto God: his excellency [is] over Israel, and his strength [is] 

in the clouds. 

{68:35} O God, [chou art] terrible out of thy boly places: the God of Israel [is] be that 

giveth strength and power unto [his] people. Blessed [be] God. 

Psalm 69 Go chief Musician upon Shoshannim, A [Psalm] of David. 

{69:1} Save me, O God: for the waters are come in unto [my] soul. 

{69:2} I sink in deep mire, where [chere is] no standing: Iam come into deep waters, where 

the floods overflow me. 

{69:3} I am weary of my crying: my throat is dried: mine eyes fail while I wait for my God. 

{69:4} Ghey that bate me without a cause are more than the hairs of mine head: they 

that would destroy me, [being] mine enemies wrongfully, are mighty: then I restored 

[chat] which I took not away. 

{69:5} O God, thou knowest my foolishness: and my sins are not bid from thee. 

{69:6} Let not them that wait on thee, O Lord GOD of bosts, be ashamed for my sake: let 

not those that seek thee be confounded for my sake, O God of Israel. 

{69:7} Because for thy sake I bave borne reproach: shame bath covered my face. 

{69:8} I am become a stranger unto my brethren, and an alien unto my mother's 

children. 

{69:9} For the zeal of thine house bath eaten me up: and the reproaches of them that 

reproached thee are fallen upon me. 

{69:10} When I wept, [and chastened] my soul with fasting, that was to my reproach. 

{69:11} I made s loth also my garment: and I became a proverb to them. 

{69:12} Ghey that sit in the gate speak against me: and I [was] the song of the drunkards. 

{69:13} But as for me, my prayer [is] unto thee, O LORD, [in] an acceptable time: O God, 

in the multitude of thy mercy bear me, in the truth of thy salvation. 


{69:14} Deliver me out of the mire, and let me not sink: let me be delivered from them that 
hate me, and out of the deep waters. 

{69:15} Let not the waterflood overflow me, neither let the deep swallow me up, and let 
not the pit sbut ber mouth upon me. 

{69:16} Near me, O LORD: for thy lovingkindness [is] good: curn unto me according to 
the multitude of thy tender mercies. 

{69:17} And bide not thy face from thy servant: for I am in trouble: bear me speedily. 
{69:18} Draw nigh unto my soul, anal redeem it: deliver me because of mine enemies. 
{69:19} Gbou bast known my reproach, and my shame, and my disbonour: mine 
adversaries [are] all before thee. 

{69:20} Reproach hath broken my beart: and I am full of beaviness: and I looked [for 
some] to take pity, but [chere Weel none: and for comforters, but I found none. 

{69:21} Ghey gave me also gall for my meat: and in my thirst they gave me vinegar to 
drink. 


{69:22} Let their table become a snare before them: and [chat which should bave been] for 
[cheir] welfare, [let it become] a trap. 

{69:23} Let their eyes be darkened, that they see not: and make their loins continually to 
shake. 

{69:24} Pour out thine indignation upon them, and let thy wrathful anger take bold of 
them. 

{69:25} Let their habitation be desolate: [and] let none dwell in their tents. 

{69:26} For they persecute [bim] whom thou bast smitten: and they talk to the grief of 
those whom thou bast wounded. 

{69:27} Add iniquity unto their iniquity: and let them not come into thy righteousness. 
{69:28} Let them be blotted out of the book of the living, and not be written with the 
righteous. 

{69:29} But I [am] poor and sorrowful: let thy salvation, O God, set me up on bigb. 

{69:30} I will praise the name of God with a song, and will magnify bim with 
thanksgiving. 

{69:31} This] also shall please the LORD better than an ox [or] bullock that bath borns 
and boofs. 

{69:32} Ghe bumble shall see [chis, and] be glad: and your heart shall live that seek God. 
{69:33} For the LORD beareth the poor, and despiseth not bis prisoners. 

{69:34} Let the beaven and earth praise bim, the seas, and every thing that moveth 
therein. 

{69:35} For God will save Zion, and will build the cities of Judah: that they may dwell 
there, and bave it in possession. 

{69:36} Ghe seed also of bis servants shall inberit ic: and they that love bis name shall 
dwell therein. 

Psalm 70 Go the chief Musician, A [Psalm] of David, to bring to remembrance. 

{70:1} [Wake haste,] O God, to deliver me: make haste to belp me, O LORD. 

{70:2} Let them be ashamed and confounded that seek after my soul: let them be turned 
backward, and put to confusion, that desire my burt.

{70:5} But I [am] poor and needy: make baste unto me, O God: thou [art] my belp and my 
deliverer: O LORD, make no tarrying.

{71:4} Deliver me, O my God, out of the band of the wicked, out of the hand of the 
unrighteous and cruel man. 

{71:5} For thou [art] my bope, O Lord GOD: [thou art] my crust from my youth. 

{71:6} By thee have I been bolden up from the womb: thou art be that took me out of my 
mother’s bowels: my praise [shall be] continually of thee. 

{71:7} lam as a wonder unto many; but thou [art] my strong refuge. 

{71:8} Let my mouth be filled [with] thy praise [and with] thy honour all the day. 

{71:9} Cast me not off in the time of old age: forsake me not when my strength failech. 
{71:10} For mine enemies speak against me: and they that lay wait for my soul take 
counsel together, 

{71:11} Saying, God bath forsaken him: persecute and take him: for [there is] none to 
deliver [him. {71:12} O God, be not far from me: O my God, make baste for my help. 

{71:13} Let them be confounded [and] consumed that are adversaries to my soul: let them 
be covered [with] reproach and disbonour that seek my burt. 

{71:14} But I will hope continually, and will yet praise thee more and more. 

{71:15} (Dy mouth shall shew forth thy righteousness [and] thy salvation all the day: for I 
know not the numbers [chereof. ]{71:16} I will go in the strength of the Lord GOD: I will 
make mention of thy righteousness, [even] of chine only. 

{71:17} O God, thou hast taught me from my youth: and hitherto have I declared thy 
wondrous works. 

{71:18} Now also when I am old. and greyheaded, O God, forsake me not: until I have 
shewed thy strength unto [this] generation, [and] thy power to every one [that] is to 
come. 

{71:19} Gby righteousness also, O God, [is] very high, who bast done great things: O God, 
who [is] like unto thee! 

{71:20} [Ghou,] which bast shewed me great and sore troubles, shalt quicken me again, 
and shalt bring me up again from the depths of the earth. 

{71:21} Ghou shalt increase my greatness, and comfort me on every side.

{72:2} Ne shall judge thy people with righteousness, and thy poor with judgment. 

{72:3} Gbe mountains shall bring peace to the people, and the liccle bills, by 
righteousness. 

{72:4} Ne shall judge the poor of the people, be shall save the children of the needy, and 
shall break in pieces the oppressor. 

{72:5} Ghey shall fear thee as long as the sun and moon endure, throughout all 
generations. 


{72:6} Ne shall come down like rain upon the mown grass: as showers [that] water the 

earth. 

{72:7} In bis days shall the righteous flourish: and abundance of peace so long as the 

moon endureth. 

{72:8} Ne shall bave dominion also from sea to sea, and from the river unto the ends of 

the earch. 

{72:9} Ghey that dwell in the wilderness shall bow before him: and his enemies shall lick 

the dust.

{72:14} Ne shall redeem their soul from deceit and violence: and precious shall their blood 

be in bis sight. 

{72:15} And he shall live, and to him shall be given of the gold of Sheba: prayer also shall be 

made for him continually: [and] daily shall be be priced: 

{72:16} Gbere shall be an bandful of corn in the earth upon the top of the mountains: the 

fruit thereof shall shake like Lebanon: and [they] of the city shall flourish like grass of the 

earth. 

{72:17} Nis name shall endure for ever: his name shall be continued as long as the sun: and 

[men] shall be blessed in bim: all nations shall call him blessed. 

{72:18} Blessed [be] the LORD God, the God of Israel, who only doeth wondrous things. 

{72:19} And blessed [be] his glorious name for ever: and let the whole earth be filled fwich] 

bis glory: Amen, and Amen. 

{72:20} Ghe prayers of David the son of Jesse are ended. 

Psalm 73 Book III A Psalm of Asapb. 

{73:1} Gruly God [is] good to Israel, [even] to such as are of a clean heart. 

{73:2} But as for me, my feet were almost gone: my steps bad well nigh slipped. 

{73:3} For I was envious at the foolish, [when] I saw the prosperity of the wicked. 

{73:4} For [chere are] no bands in their death: but their strength [is] firm. 

{73:5} Ghey [are] not in trouble [as other] men: neither are they plagued like [other] men. 

{73:6} Gberefore pride compasseth them about as a chain: violence covereth them [as] a 
ent. 

{73:7} Gheir eyes stand out with fatness: they have more than beart could wish. 

{73:8} Gbhey are corrupt, and speak wickedly [concerning] oppression: they speak lofcily. 

{73:9} Ghey set their mouth against the heavens, and their tongue w: bh through the 

earth. 

{73:10} Gberefore bis people return hither: and waters of a full [cup] are wrung out to 

them. 

{73:11} And they say, Now doth God know? and is there knowledge in the most Nigh? 

{73:12} Bebold, these [are] the ungodly, who prosper in the world: they increase [in] riches. 

{73:13} Verily I bave cleansed my beart [in] vain, and washed m: hands in innocency. 

{73:14} For all the day long bave I been plagued, and chastened every morning. 

{73:15} If I say, I will speak thus: bebold, I should offend [against] the generation of thy 

children. 


{73:16} When I thought to know this, it [was] too painful for me: 
{73:17} Until I went into the sanctuary of God: [then] understood I their end. 


{73:18} Surely thou didst set them in slippery places: thou castedst them down into 
destruction. 

{73:19} Now are they [brought] into desolation, as in a moment! they are utterly 
consumed with terrors. 

{73:20} As a dream when [one] awaketh: [so] O Lord, when thou awakest, thou shalt 
despise their image. 

{73:21} Gbus my beart was grieved, and I was pricked in wed reins. 

{73:22} So foolish [was] L and ignorant: I was [as] a beast before thee. 

{73:23} Nevertheless I [am] continually with thee: thou bast bolden [me] by my right 
band. 

{73:24} Ghou shalx guide me with thy counsel, and afterward receive me [to] glory. 

{73:25} Whom have I in beaven [but thee?] and [chere is] none upon earth [thar] I desire 
beside thee. 

{73:26} (Dy flesh and my heart faileth: [but] God [is] the strength of my beart, and my 
portion for ever. 

{73:27} For, lo, they that are far from thee shall perish: thou bast destroyed all them that 
go a whoring from thee. 

{73:28} But [it is] good for me to draw near to God: I bave put my trust in the Lord GOD, 
chat I may declare all thy works. 

Psalm 74 Maschil of Asapb. 

{74:1} O God, why bast thou cast us off for ever? [why] doth thine anger smoke against 
the sheep of thy pasture? 

{74:2} Remember thy congregation, [which] thou bast purchased of old: the rod of thine 
inberitance, [which] thou bast redeemed: this mount Zion, wherein thou bast dwelt. 
{74:3} Lift up thy feet unto the perpetual desolations: [even] all [chat] the enemy hath 
done wickedly in the sanctuary. 

ray! Gbine enemies roar in the midst of thy congregations: they set up their ensigns 
for] signs. 

{74:5} (A man] was famous according as he bad lifted up axes upon the thick trees. 

{74:6} But now they break down the carved work thereof at once with axes and bammers. 
{74:7} ony have cast fire into thy sanctuary, they bave defiled [by casting down] the 
dwelling place of thy name to the ground. 

{74:8} Ghey said in their hearts, Let us destroy them together: they bave burned up all 
the synagogues of God in the land. 

{74:9} We see not our signs: [there is] no more any prophet: neither [is there] among us 
any that knoweth bow FAS 

{74:10} O God, bow long shall the adversary reproach? shall the enemy blaspheme thy 
name for ever? 

{74:11} Why withdrawest thou thy band, even thy right band? pluck [it] out of chy bosom. 
{74:12} For God [is] my King of old, working salvation in the midst of the earth. 

{74:13} Ghou didst divide as sea by thy strength: thou brakest the heads of the dragons 
in the waters. 

{74:14} Ghou brakest the beads of leviathan in pieces, [and] gavest bim [to be] meat to 
the people inhabiting the wilderness. 

{74:15} Gbou didst cleave the fountain and the flood: thou driedst up mighty rivers. 
{74:16} Ghe day [is] thine, the night also [is] thine: thou bast prepared the light and the 
sun. 

{74:17} Ghou bast set all the borders of the earth: thou bast made summer and winter. 


{74:18} Remember this, [that] the enemy hath reproached, O LORD, and [chat] the 
foolish people bave blasphemed thy name. 

{74:19} O deliver not the soul of thy turcledove unto the multitude [of the wicked:] forget 
not the congregation of thy poor for ever. 

{74:20} Nave respect unto the covenant: for the dark places of the earth are full of the 
habitations of cruelty. 

{74:21} O let not the oppressed return ashamed: let the poor and needy praise thy name. 
{74:22} Arise, O God, plead thine own cause: remember how the foolish man reproacheth 
chee daily. 

{74:23} peace: not the voice of thine enemies: the tumult of those that rise up against 
thee increaseth continually. 

Psalm 75 Go the chief Musician, Alcaschith, A Psalm [or] Song of Asapb. 

{75:1} Unto thee, O God, do we give thanks, [unto thee] do we give thanks: for [chat] thy 
name is near thy wondrous works declare. 

{75:2} When I shall receive the congregation I will judge uprigbtly. 

{75:3} Gbe earth and all the inhabitants thereof are dissolved: I bear up the pillars of ict. 
Selab. 

{75:4} I said unto the fools, Deal not foolishly: and to the wicked, Lift not up the born: 
{75:5} Lift not up your born on bigh: speak [not with] a stiff neck. 

{75:6} For promotion [cometh] neither from the east, nor from the west, nor from the 
south. 

{75:7} But God [is] the judge: he pucteth down one, and setteth up another. 

{75:8} For in the band of the LORD [chere is] a cup, and the wine is red: it is full of 
mixture: and he poureth out of the same: but the dregs thereof, all the wicked of the 
earth shall wring [chem] out, [and] drink [chem. ]{75:9} But I will declare for ever: I will 
sing praises to the God of Jacob. 

{75:10} All the borns of the wicked also will I cut off: [but] the borns of the righteous shall 
be exalted. 

Psalm 76 Go the chief Musician on Neginoth, A Psalm [or] Song of Asaph. 

{76:1} In Judah [is] God known: his name [is] great in Israel. 

{76:2} In Salem also is his tabernacle, and bis dwelling place in Zion. 

{76:3} Gbere brake he the arrows of the bow, the shield, and the sword, and the barcle. 
Selab. 

{76:4} Ghou [arc] more glorious [and] excellent than the mountains of prey. 

{76:5} Ghe stouthearted are spoiled, they bave slept their sleep: and none of the men of 
might bave found their hands. 

{76:6} At thy rebuke, O God of Jacob, both the chariot and borse are cast into a dead 
sleep. 

{76:7} Ghou, [even] thou, [art] to be feared: and who may stand in thy sight when once 
thou art angry? 

ee Gbhou didst cause judgment to be beard from beaven: the earth feared, and was 
stil 

{76:9} When God arose to judgment, to save all the meek of the earth. Selab. 

{76:10} Surely the wrath of man shall praise thee: the remainder of wrath shalt thou 
restrain. 

{76:11} Vow, and pay unto the LORD your God: let all that be round about bim bring 
presents unto him that ought to be feared. 

{76:12} Ne shall cut off che spirit of princes: [be is] terrible to the kings of the earth. 

Psalm 77 Go the chief Musician, to Jeducthun, A Psalm of Asaph. 


{77:1} I cried unto God with my voice, [even] unto God with my voice: and be gave ear 

unto me. 

{77:2} In the day of my trouble I sought the Lord: my sore ran in the night, and ceased 

not: my soul refaced’cs be comforted. 

{77:3} I remembered God, and was troubled: I complained, and my spirit was 

overwhelmed. Selab. 

{77:4} Ghou boldest mine eyes waking: I am so troubled that I cannot speak. 

{77:5} I bave considered the days of a the years of ancient times. 

{77:6} I call to remembrance my song in the night: I commune with mine own beart: and 

my spirit made diligent search. 

{77:7} Will the Lord cast off for ever? and will he be favourable no more? 

{77:8} Is bis mercy clean gone for ever? doth [bis] promise fail for evermore? 

{77:9} Nath God forgotten to be gracious? hath be in anger shut up bis tender mercies? 

Selab. 

{77:10} And I said, Ghis [is] my infirmity: [but I will remember] the years of the right hand 

of the most Nigh. 

{77:11} I will remember the works of the LORD: surely I will remember thy wonders of old. 

{77:12} I will meditate also of all thy work, and talk of thy doings. 

{77:13} Gby way, O God, [is] in the sanctuary: who [is so] great a God as [our] God? 

{77:14} Ghou [art] the God that doest wonders: thou hast declared thy strength among 

the people. 

77:15} Ghou bast with [chine] arm redeemed thy people, the sons of Jacob and Joseph. 

Selab. 

{77:16} Ghe waters saw thee, O God, the waters saw thee: they were afraid: the depths 

also were troubled. 

{77:17} Ghe clouds poured out water: the skies sent out a sound: thine arrows also went 

abroad. 

{77:18} Ghe voice of thy thunder [was] in the heaven: the lightnings lightened the world: 

the earth trembled and shook. 

{77:19} Gby way [is] in the sea, and thy path in the great waters, and thy footsteps are 

not known. 

{77:20} Ghou leddest thy people like a flock by the hand of Doses and Aaron. 

Psalm 78 Maschil of Asaph. 

{78:1} Give ear, O my people, [to] my law: incline your ears to the words of my mouth. 

{78:2} I will open my mouth ina parable: I will uccer dark sayings of old: 

{78:3} Which we have beard and known, and our fathers have told us. 

{78:4} We will not bide [chem] from their children, shewing to the generation to come the 

praises of the LORD, and his strength, and bis wonderful works that be bath done. 

{78:5} For be established a testimony in Jacob, and appointed a law in Israel, which be 

commanded our fathers, that they should make them known to their children: 

{78:6} Ghat the generation to come might know [them, even] the children [which] should 

be born: [who] Seal arise and declare [chem] to their children: 

{78:7} Ghat they might set their hope in God, and not forget the works of God, but keep 

bis commandments: 

{78:8} And might not be as their fathers, a stubborn and rebellious eration: a 
eration [that] set not their heart aright, and whose spirit was not stedfast with God. 

{78:9} Ghe children of Epbraim, [being] armed, [and] carrying bows, turned back in the 

day of barcle. 

{78:10} Ghey kept not the covenant of God, and refused to walk in bis law: 


{78:11} And fo bis works, and his wonders that he had shewed them. 

{78:12} Marvellous things did be in the sight of their fathers, in the land of Egypt, [in] the 

field of Zoan. 

{78:13} Ne divided the sea, and caused them to pass through: and he made the waters to 

stand as an heap. 

{78:14} In the daytime also be led them with a cloud, and all the night with a light of fire. 

{78:15} Ne clave the rocks in the wilderness, and gave [them] drink as [out of] the great 
bs. 

{78:16} Ne brought streams also out of the rock, and caused waters to run down like 

rivers. 

{78:17} And they sinned yet more against bim by provoking the most Nigh in the 

wilderness. 

{78:18} And they tempted God in their beart by asking meat for their lust. 

{78:19} Yea, they spake against God: they said, Can God furnish a table in the wilderness? 

{78:20} Behold, he smote the rock, that the waters gushed out, and the streams 

overflowed: can he give bread also? can he provide flesh for bis people? 

{78:21} Gberefore the LORD beard [chis,] and was wroth: so a fire was kindled against 

Jacob, and anger also came up against Israel: 

{78:22} Because they believed not in God, and trusted not in bis salvation: 

{78:23} Ghougb be bad commanded the clouds from above, and opened the doors of 

heaven, 

{78:24} And had rained down manna upon them to eat, and bad given them of the corn of 

heaven. 

{78:25} (an did eat angels’ food: be sent them meat to the full. 

{78:26} Ne caused an east wind to blow in the heaven: and by his power be brought in the 

south wind. 

{78:27} Ne rained flesh also upon them as dust, and feathered fowls like as the sand of the 

sea: 

{78:28} And he let [ic] fallin the midst of their camp, round about their habitations. 

{78:29} So they did eat, and were well filled: for he gave them their own desire: 

{78:30} Ghey were not estranged from their lust. But while their meat [was] yet in their 

mouths, 

{78:31} Ghe wrath of God came upon them, and slew the fattest of them, and smote down 

the chosen [men] of Israel. 

{78:32} For all this they sinned still, and believed not for bis wondrous works. 

{78:33} Gherefore their days did be consume in vanity, and their years in trouble. 

ae ay he slew them, then they sought bim: and they returned and enquired early 

after God. 

{78:35} And they remembered that God [was] their rock, and the high God their redeemer. 

{78:36} Nevertheless they did flatter bim with their mouth, and they lied unto bim with 

their tongues. 

{78:37} For their heart was not right with him, neither were they stedfast in bis covenant. 

{78:38} But be, [being] full of compassion, forgave [their] iniquity, and destroyed [them] 

not: yea, many a time turned he bis anger away, and did not stir up all his wrath. 

{78:39} For he remembered that they [were but] flesh: a wind that passeth away, and 

cometh not again. 

{78:40} Now oft did they provoke bim in the wilderness, [and] grieve bim in the desert! 

{78:41} Yea, they turned back and tempted God, and limited ie oly One of Israel. 


{78:42} Ghey remembered not his band, [nor] the day when be delivered them from the 
enemy. 

{78:43} Now be bad wrought bis signs in poly and his wonders in the field of Zoan: 
{78:44} And had turned their rivers into blood: and their floods, that they could not 
drink. 

{78:45} Ne sent divers sorts of flies among them, which devoured them: and frogs, which 
destroyed them. 

{78:46} Ne gave also their increase unto the caterpiller, and their labour unto the locust. 
{78:47} Ne decqoved their vines wich bail, and their sycomore trees with frost. 

{78:48} Ne gave up their cattle also to the hail, and their flocks to bot thunderbolts. 
{78:49} Ne cast upon them the fierceness of his anger, wrath, and indignation, and 
crouble, by sending evil angels [among them. ]{78:50} Ne made a way to his anger: be 
spared not their soul from bh, but gave their life over to the pestilence: 

{78:51} And smote all the firstborn in Egypt: the chief of [their] strength in the 
cabernacles of Nam: 

{78:52} But made bis own people to go forth like sheep, and guided them in the wilderness 
like a flock. 

{78:53} And he led them on safely, so that they feared not: but the sea overwhelmed their 
enemies. 

{78:54} And he brought them to the border of bis sanctuary, [even to] this mountain, 
[which] bis right hand bad purchased. 

{78:55} Ne cast out the beathen also before them, and divided them an inheritance by 
line, and made the tribes of Israel to dwell in their tents. 

{78:56} Jet they tempted and provoked the most bigh God, and kept not bis testimonies: 
{78:57} But turned back, and dealt unfaithbfully like their fathers: they were turned aside 
like a deceitful bow. 

{78:58} For they provoked bim to anger with their high places, and moved bim to 
jealousy with their graven images. 

{78:59} When God heard [chis,] he was wroth, and age abborred Israel: 

{78:60} So that he forsook the tabernacle of Shilob, the tent [which] be placed among 
men: 

{78:61} And delivered his strength into captivity, and bis glory into the enemy's band. 
{78:62} Ne gave bis people over also unto the sword: and was wroth with bis inberitance. 
{78:63} Ghe fire consumed their young men: and their maidens were not given to 
marriage. 

{78:64} Sheir priests fell by the sword: and their widows made no lamentation. 

{78:65} Ghen the Lord awaked as one out of sleep, [and] like a mighty man that shouteth 
by reason of wine. 

{78:66} And he smote his enemies in the binder parts: be put them to a perpetual 
reproach. 

{78:67} Moreover be refused the tabernacle of Joseph, and chose not the tribe of Epbraim: 
{78:68} But chose the tribe of Judah, the mount Zion which he loved. 

{78:69} And be built bis sanctuary like bigh [palaces,] like the earth which he hath 
established for ever. 

{78:70} Ne chose David also his servant, and took bim from the sheepfolds: 

{78:71} From following the ewes great with young be brought bim to feed Jacob bis 
people, and Israel his inberitance. 

{78:72} So be fed them according to the integrity of his beart: and guided them by the 
skilfulness of his bands. 


Psalm 79 A Psalm of Asapb. 

{79:1} O God, the beathen are come into thine inheritance: thy boly temple bave they 
defiled: they have laid Jerusalem on heaps. 

{79:2} Ghe bodies of thy servaties have they given [co be] meat unto the fowls of the 
heaven, the flesh of thy saints unto the beasts of the earth. 

{79:3} Gheir blood have they shed like water round about Jerusalem: and [chere was] none 
to bury [chem. ]{79:4} We are become a reproach to our neighbours, a scorn and derision 
to them that are round about us. 

{79:5} Now long, LORD? wilt thou be angry for ever? shall thy jealousy burn like fire? 

{79:6} Pour out thy wrath upon the beathen that have not known thee, and upon the 
kingdoms that have not called upon thy name. 

{79:7} For they have devoured Jacob, and laid waste his dwelling place. 

{79:8} O remember not against us former iniquities: let thy tender mercies speedily 
prevent us: for we are brought very low. 

{79:9} Help us, O God of our salvation, for the glory of thy name: and deliver us, and 
purge away our sins, for tby name's sake. 

{79:10} Wherefore should the heathen say, Where [is] their God? let bim be known among 
the heathen in our sight [by] the revenging of the blood of thy servants [which is] shed. 
{79:11} Let the sighing of the prisoner come before thee: according to the greatness of thy 
power preserve thou those that are appointed to die: 

{79:12} And render unto our neighbours sevenfold into their bosom their reproach, 
wherewith they bave reproached thee, O Lord. 

{79:13} So we thy people and sheep of thy pasture will give thee thanks for ever: we will 
shew forth thy praise to all generations. 

Psalm 80 Go the chief Musician upon Shoshannim-€duth, A Psalm of Asapb. 

{80:1} Give ear, O Shepherd of Israel, thou that leadest Joseph like a flock: thou that 
dwellest [between] the cherubims, shine forth. 

{80:2} Before Epbraim and Benjamin and Manasseb stir up thy strength, and come [and] 
save us. 

{80:3} Gurn us again, O God, and cause thy face to shine: and we shall be saved. 

{80:4} O LORD God of bosts, bow long wilt thou be angry against the prayer of thy 
people? 

{80:5} Ghou feedest them with the bread of tears: and givest them tears to drink in great 
measure. 

{80:6} Gbou makest us a strife unto our neighbours: and our enemies laugh among 
themselves. 

{80:7} Gurn us again, O God of bosts, and cause thy face to shine: and we shall be saved. 
{80:8} Ghou hast brought a vine out of Egypt: thou hast cast out the heathen, and 
planted ic. 

{80:9} Gbou preparedst [room] before it, and didst cause it to take deep root, and it filled 
the land. 

{80:10} Ghe bills were covered with the shadow of it, and the boughs thereof [were like] 
the goodly cedars. 

{80:11} She sent out ber boughs unto the sea, and ber branches unto the river. 

{80:12} Why bast thou [chen] broken down ber hedges, so that all they which pass by the 
way do pluck ber? 

{80:13} Ghe boar out of the wood doth waste it, and the wild beast of the field doth 
devour it. 


{80:14} Return, we beseech thee, O God of bosts: look down from heaven, and behold, and 
visit this vine: 

{80:15} And the vineyard which thy right band bath planted, and the branch [chat] thou 
madest strong for thyself. 

{80:16} [It is] burned with fire, [it is] cut down: they perish at the rebuke of thy 
countenance. 

{80:17} Let thy hand be upon the man of thy right band, upon the son of man [whom] 
thou madest strong for thyself. 

{80:18} So will not we go back from thee: quicken us, and we will call upon thy name. 
{80:19} Gurn us again, O LORD God of bosts, cause thy face to shine: and we shall be 
saved. 

Psalm 81 Go the chief Musician upon Gitcith, a Psalm of Asaph. 

{81:1} Sing aloud unto God our strength: make a joyful noise unto the God of Jacob. 

{81:2} Gake a psalm, and bring bither the timbrel, the pleasant barp with the psaltery. 
{81:3} Blow up the trumpet in the new moon, in the time appointed, on our solemn feast 
day. 

(si4} For this [was] a statute for Israel, [and] a law of the God of Jacob. 

{81:5} Ghis be ordained in Joseph [for] a testimony, when be went out through che land of 
Egypt: [where] I beard a language [that] I understood not. 

{81:6} I removed his shoulder from the burden: bis bands were delivered from the pots. 
{81:7} Ghou calledst in trouble, and I delivered thee: I answered thee in the secret place of 
thunder: I proved thee at the waters of Meribah. Selah. 

{81:8} Near, O my people, and I will testify unto thee: O Israel, if chou wilt bearken unto 


me: 
{81:9} Gbere shall no strange god be in thee: neither shalt thou worship any strange god. 
{81:10} I [am] the LORD thy God, which brought thee out of the land of eave open thy 
mouth wide, and I will filLic. 

{81:11} But my people would not bearken to my voice: and Israel would none of me. 

{81:12} So I gave them up unto their own bearts’ lust: [and] they walked in their own 
counsels. 

{81:13} Ob that my people had bearkened unto me, [and] Israel bad walked in my ways! 
{81:14} I should soon bave subdued their enemies, and turned my band against their 
adversaries. 

{81:15} Ghe haters of the LORD should have submitted themselves unto bim: but their 
time should have endured for ever. 

{81:16} Ne should have fed them also with the finest of the wheat: and with boney out of 
the rock should I have satisfied thee. 

Psalm 82 A Psalm of Asapb. 

{82:1} God standeth in the congregation of the mighty: be judgeth among the gods. 

{82:2} Now long will ye ay unjustly, and accept the persons of the wicked? Selab. 

{82:3} Defend the poor and fatherless: do justice to the afflicted and needy. 

{82:4} Deliver the poor and needy: rid [chem] out of the band of the wicked. 

{82:5} Ghey know not, neither will they understand: they walk on in darkness: all the 
foundations of the earth are out of course. 

{82:6} I have said, Ye [are] gods: and all of you [are] children of the most Nigh. 

{82:7} But ye shall die like men, and fall like one of the princes. 

{82:8} Arise, O God, judge the earth: for thou shalt inherit all nations. 

Psalm 83 A Song [or] Psalm of Asapb. 

{83:1} Keep not thou silence, O God: bold not thy peace, and be not still, O God. 


{83:2} For, lo, chine enemies make a tumult: and they that hate thee have lifted up the 
head. 


{83:3} Ghey have taken crafty counsel against thy people, and consulted against thy 

hidden ones. 

{83:4} Ghey bave said, Come, and let us cut them off from [being] a nation: that the name 

of Israel may be no more in remembrance. 

{83:5} For they have consulted together with one consent: they are confederate against 

thee: 

{83:6} Ghe tabernacles of Edom, and the Ishmaelites: of Moab, and the Nagarenes: 

{83:7} Gebal, and Ammon, and Amalek: the Philistines with the inbabitants of Gyre: 

{83:8} Assur also is joined with them: they have bolpen the children of Lot. Selab. 

{83:9} Do unto them as [unto] the Midianites: as [co] Sisera, as [cto] Jabin, at the brook of 

Kison: 

{83:10} [Which] perished at Endor: they became [as] dung for the earth. 

{83:11} Make their nobles like Oreb, and like Zeeb: yea, all their princes as Zebab, and as 

Zalmunna: 

{83:12} Who said, Let us take to ourselves the bouses of God in possession. 

{83:13} O my God, make them like a wheel: as the stubble before the wind. 

{83:14} As the fire burneth a wood, and as the flame secceth the mountains on fire: 

{83:15} So persecute them with thy tempest, and make them afraid with thy storm. 

{83:16} Fill their faces with shame: that they may seek thy name, O LORD. 

{83:17} Let them be confounded and troubled for ever: yea, let them be put to shame, and 
erish:

{104:9} Gbou bast set a bound that they may not pass over: that they turn not again to 
cover the earth. 

{104:10} Ne sendeth the springs into the valleys, [which] run among the bills. 

{104:11} Ghey give drink to every beast of the field: the wild asses quench their thirst. 
{104:12} By them shall the fowls of the beaven bave their babication, [which] sing among 
the branches. 

{104:13} Ne watereth the bills from his chambers: the earth is satisfied with the fruit of 
thy works. 

{104:14} Ne causeth the s to grow for the cattle, and herb for the service of man: that 
he may bring forth food out of the earth: 

{104:15} And wine [chat] maketh glad the beart of man, [and] oil to make [bis] face to 
shine, and bread [which] screngcthbeneth man’s beart. 

{104:16} Ghe trees of the LORD are full [of sap:] the cedars of Lebanon, which be bath 
planted: 

{104:17} Where the birds make their nests: [as for] the stork, the fir trees [are] ber house. 
{104:18} Ghe bigh bills [are] a refuge for the wild goats: [and] the rocks for the conies. 
{104:19} Ne appointed the moon for seasons: the sun knoweth his going down. 

{104:20} Ghou makest darkness, and it is night: wherein all the beasts of the forest do 
creep [forch. ]{104:21} Ghe young lions roar after their prey, and seek their meat from God. 
{104:22} Ghe sun ariseth, they gather themselves together, and lay them down in their 
dens. 

{104:23} Man goeth forth unto his work and to bis labour until the evening. 

{104:24} O LORD, bow manifold are thy works! in wisdom hast thou nae them all: the 
earth is full of thy riches. 

{104:25} [So is] this great and wide sea, wherein [are] things creeping innumerable, both 
small and great beasts. 

{104:26} Ghere go the ships: [there is] that leviathan, [whom] thou bast made to play 
therein. 

{104:27} Ghese wait all upon thee: that thou mayest give [chem] their meat in due 
season. 

{104:28} [Ghat] thou givest them they gather: thou openest thine band, they are filled 
with good. 

{104.59} Gbou hidest thy face, they are troubled: thou takest away their breath, they die, 
and return to their dust.

{105:10} And confirmed the same unto Jacob for a law, [and] to Israel [for] an everlasting 

covenant: 

{105:11} Saying, Unto thee will I give the land of Canaan, the lot of your inheritance: 

{105:12} When they were [but] a few men in number: yea, very few, and strangers in it. 

{105:13} When they went from one nation to pee fie from [one] kingdom to another 
eople: 

{10514} Ne suffered no man to do them wrong: yea, be reproved kings for their sakes: 

{105:15} [Saying,] Gouch not mine anointed, and do my propbets no harm. 

{105:16} Moreover be called for a famine upon the land: he brake the whole staff of bread. 

{105:17} Ne sent a man before them, [even] Joseph, [who] was sold for a servant: 

{105:18} Whose feet they burt with fetters: he was laid in iron: 

{105:19} Until the time that bis word came: the word of the LORD tried him. 

{105:20} Ghe king sent and loosed him: [even] the ruler of the people, and let him go free. 

{105:21} Ne made him lord of his house, and ruler of all his substance: 

{105:22} Go bind bis princes at bis pleasure: and teach bis senators wisdom. 

{105:23} Israel also came into Egypt: and Jacob sojourned in the land of Nam. 

{105:24} And be increased his people greatly: and made them stronger than their enemies. 

{105:25} Ne turned their heart to bate bis people, to deal subtilly with bis servants. 

{105:26} Ne sent Moses his servant: [and] Aaron whom be had chosen. 

{105:27} Ghey shewed bis signs among them, and wonders in the land of Nam. 

{105:28} Ne sent darkness, and made it dark: and they rebelled not against his word. 

{105:29} Ne turned their waters into blood, and slew their fish. 

{105:30} Gheir land brought forth frogs in abundance, in the chambers of their kings. 

{105:31} Ne spake, and there came divers sorts of flies, [and] lice in all their coasts. 

{105:32} Ne gave them hail for rain, [and] flaming fire in cheir land. 

{105:33} Ne smote their vines also and their fig trees: and brake the trees of their coasts. 

{105:34} Ne spake, and the locusts came, and caterpillers, and that without number, 

{105:35} And did eat up all the berbs in their land, and devoured the fruit of their ground. 

{105:36} Ne smote also all the firstborn in their land, the chief of all their strength. 

{105:37} Ne brought them forth also with silver and gold: and [chere was] not one feeble 

[person] among their tribes. 


{105:38} Egypt was glad when they departed: for the fear of them fell upon them. 

{105:39} Ne spread a cloud for a covering: and fire to give light in the night. 

{105:40} [Ghe people] asked, and he brought quails, and satisfied them with the bread of 
heaven. 

{105:41} Ne opened the rock, and the waters gushed out: they ran in the dry places [like] a 
river. 

{105:42} For be remembered bis boly promise, [and] Abraham bis servant. 

{105:43} And be brought forth his people with joy, [and] his chosen with gladness: 

{105:44} And gave them the lands of the heathen: and they inherited the labour of the 
people: 

{105:45} Ghat they might observe bis statutes, and keep bis laws. Praise ye the LORD. 
Psalm 106 

{106:1} Praise ye the LORD. O give thanks unto the LORD: for [be is] good: for bis mercy 
[endureth] for ever. 

{106:2} Who can utter the mighty acts of the LORD? [who] can shew forth all bis praise? 
{106:3} Blessed [are] they that keep judgment, [and] be that doeth righteousness at all 
times. 

{106:4} Remember me, O LORD, with the favour [chat thou bearest unto] thy people: O 
visit me with thy salvation: 

{106:5} Ghat I may see the good of thy chosen, that I may rejoice in the gladness of thy 
nation, that I may glory with thine nbercanee 

{106:6} We bave sinned with our fathers, we bave committed iniquity, we have done 
wickedly. 

{106:7} one fathers understood not thy wonders in € ; they remembered not the 
multitude of thy mercies: but provoked [him] at the sea, [even] at the Red sea. 

{106:8} Nevertheless he saved them for bis name's sake, that he might make bis mighty 
power to be known. 

{106:9} Ne rebuked the Red sea also, and it was dried up: so be led them through the 
depths, as through the wilderness. 

{106:10} And he saved them from the hand of bim that bated [chem,] and redeemed them 
from the hand of the enemy. 

{106:11} And the waters covered their enemies: there was not one of them left. 

{106:12} Ghen believed they his words: they sang his praise. 

{106:13} Ghey soon forgat his works: they waited not for his counsel: 

{106:14} But lusted exceedingly in the wi ess, and tempted God in the desert. 

{106:15} And he gave them their request: but sent leanness into their soul. 

{106:16} Ghey envied Moses also in the camp, [and] Aaron the saint of the LORD. 

{106:17} Gbe earth opened and swallowed up Dathan, and covered the company of 
Abiram. 

{106:18} And a fire was kindled in their company: the flame burned up the wicked. 

{106:19} Gbey made a calf in Noreb, and worshipped the molten image. 

{106:20} Ghus they opera their glory into the similicude of an ox that eateth grass. 
{106:21} Ghey forgat God their saviour, which bad done great things in Egypt: 

{106:22} Wondrous works in the land of Nam, [and] terrible things by the Red sea. 

{106:23} Gherefore be said that he would destroy them, had not Moses bis chosen stood 
before bim in the breach, to turn away his wrath, lest he should destroy [chem. ]{106:24} 
Yea, they despised the pleasant land, they believed not bis word: 

{106:25} But murmured in their tents, [and] hearkened not unto the voice of the LORD. 


{106:26} Gherefore be lifted up his band against them, to overthrow them in the 
wilderness: 

{106:27} Go overthrow their seed also among the nations, and to scatter them in the 
lands. 

{106:28} Ghey joined themselves also unto Baal-peor, and ate the sacrifices of the dead. 
{106:29} Ghus they provoked [him] to anger with their inventions: and the plaque brake 
in upon them. 

{106:30} Ghen stood up Phinebas, and executed judgment: and [so] the plague was 
stayed. 

10e:31} And that was counted unto him for righteousness unto all generations for 
evermore. 

{106:32} Ghey angered [him] also at the waters of strife, so that it went ill with Moses for 
their sakes: 

{106:33} Because they provoked bis spirit, so that he spake unadvisedly with bis lips. 
{106:34} Ghey did not destroy the nations, concerning whom the LORD commanded 
them: 

{106:35} But were mingled among the heathen, and learned their works. 

{106:36} And they served their idols: which were a snare unto them. 

{106:37} Yea, they sacrificed their sons and their daughters unto devils, 

{106:38} And shed innocent blood, [even] the blood of their sons and of their daughters, 
whom they sacrificed unto the idols of Canaan: and the land was polluted with blood. 
{106:39} Ghus were they defiled with their own works, and went a whoring with their own 
inventions. 

{106:40} Gherefore was the wrath of the LORD kindled against his people, insomuch that 
he abborred bis own inheritance. 

{106:41} And be gave them into the band of the heathen: and they that bated them ruled 
over them. 

{106:42} Gheir enemies also oppressed them, and they were brought into subjection 
under their band. 

{106:43} Many times did be deliver them: but they provoked [him] with their counsel, and 
were brought low for their iniquity. 

{106:44} Nevertheless be regarded their affliction, when he beard their cry: 

{106:45} And he remembered for them bis covenant, and repented according to the 
multitude of bis mercies. 

{106:46} Ne made them also to be pitied of all those that carried them captives. 

{106:47} Save us, O LORD our God, and gather us from among the heathen, to give 
thanks unto thy boly name, [and] to triumph in chy praise. 

{106:48} Blessed [be] the Lord God of Israel from everlasting to everlasting: and let all the 
people say, Amen. Praise ye the LORD.

{107:13} Ghen they cried unto the LORD in their trouble, [and] be saved them out of their 

distresses. 

{107:14} Ne brought them out of darkness and the shadow of death, and brake their 

bands in sunder. 

{107:15} Ob that [men] would praise the LORD [for] bis goodness, and [for] his wonderful 

works to the children of men! 

{107:16} For be bath broken the gates of brass, and cut the bars of iron in sunder. 

{107:17} Fools because of their transgression, and because of their iniquities, are afflicted. 

{107:18} Gheir soul abborreth all manner of meat: and they draw near unto the gates of 

death. 

{107:19} Gben they cry unto the LORD in their trouble, [and] be saveth them out of their 

distresses. 

{107:20} Ne sent bis word, and healed them, and delivered [chem] from their destructions.

{107:29} Ne maketh the storm a calm, so that the waves thereof are still. 

{107:30} Ghen are they glad because they be quiet: so he bringeth them unto their desired 

haven. 

{107:31} Ob that [men] would praise the LORD [for] bis goodness, and [for] his wonderful 

works to the children of men! 

{107:32} Let them exalt bim also in the congregation of the people, and praise bim in the 

assembly of the elders. 

{107:33} Ne curneth rivers into a wilderness, and the watersprings into dry ground: 

{107:34} A fruicful land into barrenness, for the wickedness of them that dwell therein. 

{107:35} Ne turneth the wilderness into a standing water, and dry ground into 

watersprings.

{140:13} Surely the righteous shall give thanks unto thy name: the upright shall dwell in 
thy presence. 

Psalm 141 A Psalm of David. 

{141:1} LORD, I cry unto thee: make baste unto me; give ear unto my voice, when I cry 
unto thee. 

{141:2} Let my prayer be set forth before thee [as] incense: [and] the lifting up of my 
bands [as] the evening sacrifice. 

{141:3} Set a watch, O LORD, before my mouth: keep the door of my lips. 

{141:4} Incline not my beart to [any] evil thing, to practise wicked works with men that 
work iniquity: and let me not eat of their dainties. 

{141:5} Let the righteous smite me: [it shall be] a kindness: and let him reprove me: [it 
shall be] an excellent oil, [which] shall not break my head: for yet my prayer also [shall be] 
in their calamities. 

{141:6} When their judges are overthrown in stony places, they shall hear my words: for 
they are sweet. 

{141:7} Our bones are scattered at the grave's mouth, as when one cutteth and cleaveth 
[wood] upon the earth. 

{141:8} But mine eyes [are] unto thee, O GOD the Lord: in thee is my trust: leave not my 
soul destitute. 

{141:9} Keep me from the snares [which] they have laid for me, and the gins of the workers 
of iniquity. 

{141:10} Let the wicked fall into their own nets, whilst that I withal escape. 

Psalm 142 Maschil of David: A Prayer when be was in the cave. 

{142:1} I cried unto the LORD with my voice: with my voice unto the LORD did I make my 
supplication. 

{142:2} I poured out my complaint before him: I shewed before bim my trouble. 

{142:3} When my spirit was overwhelmed within me, then thou knewest my path. In the 
way wherein I walked have they privily laid a snare for me. 

{142:4} I looked on [my] right band, and beheld, but [there was] no man that would know 
me: refuge failed me: no man cared for my soul. 

{142:5} I cried unto thee, O LORD: I said, Ghou [arc] my refuge [and] my portion in the 
land of the living. 


{142:6} Attend unto my cry: for I am brought very low: deliver me from my persecutors: 
for they are stronger than I. 

{142:7} Bring my soul out of prison, that I may praise thy name: the righteous shall 
compass me about: for thou shalt deal bountifully with me. 

Psalm 143 A Psalm of David. 

{143:1} Near my prayer, O LORD, give ear to my supplications: in thy faithfulness answer 
me, [and] in thy righteousness. 

{143:2} And enter not into judgment with thy servant: for in thy sight shall no man living 
be justified. 

{143:3} For the enemy bath persecuted my soul: he bath smitten my life down to the 
ground: be hath made me to dwell in darkness, as those that have been long dead. 

{143:4} Gherefore is my spirit overwhelmed within me: my heart within me is desolate. 
{143:5} I remember the days of old: I meditate on all thy works: I muse on the work of thy 
hands. 

{143:6} I stretch forth my bands unto thee: my soul [chirsteth] after thee, as a thirsty 
land. Selab. 

{143:7} Near me speedily, O LORD: my spirit faileth: hide not thy face from me, lest I be 
like unto them that go down into the pit. 

{143:8} Cause me to hear thy lovingkindness in the morning; for in thee do I trust: cause 
me to know the way wherein I should walk: for I lift up my soul unto thee. 

{143:9} Deliver me, O LORD, from mine enemies: I flee unto thee to hide me. 

{143:10} Geach me to do thy will: for thou [art] my God: thy spirit [is] good: lead me into 
the land of uprightmess. 

{143:11} Quicken me, O LORD, for thy name's sake: for thy righteousness’ sake bring my 
soul out of trouble. 

{143:12} And of tby mercy cut off mine enemies, and destroy all them that afflict my soul: 
for I [am] chy servant. 

Psalm 144 A [Psalm] of David. 

{144:1} Blessed [be] the LORD my strength, which teacheth my hands to war, [and] my 
fingers to fight: 

{144:2} (Dy goodness, and my fortress: my bigh tower, and my deliverer: my shield, and 
[be] in whom I trust: who subdueth my people under me. 

{144:3} LORD, what [is] man, that thou takest knowledge of him! [or] the son of man, 
that thou makest account of bim! 

{144:4} Man is like to vanity: bis days [are] as a shadow that passeth away. 

{144:5} Bow thy heavens, O LORD, and come down: touch the mountains, and they shall 
smoke. 

{144:6} Cast forth lightning, and scatter them: shoot out thine arrows, and destroy 
them. 

{144:7} Send thine hand from above: rid me, and deliver me out of great waters, from the 
band of strange children: 

{144:8} Whose mouth speaketh vanity, and their right band [is] a right band of falsehood. 
{144:9} I will sing a new song unto thee, O God: upon a psaltery [and] an instrument of 
cen strings will I sing praises unto thee. 

{144:10} [It is he] that giveth salvation unto kings: who delivereth David bis servant from 
the burtful sword. 

{144:11} Rid me, and deliver me from the hand of strange children, whose mouth speaketh 
vanity, and their right band [is] a right band of falsehood: 


{144:12} Ghat our sons [may be] as plants grown up in their youth: [that] our daughters 
[may be] as corner stones, polished [after] the similicude of a palace: 

{144:13} [Gbat] our garners [may be] full, affording all manner of store: [chat] our sheep 
may bring forth thousands and ten thousands in our streets: 

{144:14} [Ghat] our oxen [may be] strong to labour: [that there be] no breaking in, nor 
going out; that [chere be] no complaining in our streets. 

{144:15} Nappy [is that] people, that is in such a case: [yea,] happy [is that] people, whose 
God [is] the LORD. 

Psalm 145 David's [Psalm] of praise. 

{145:1} I will excol chee, my God, O king: and I will bless thy name for ever and ever. 

{145:2} Every day will I bless thee: and I will praise thy name for ever and ever. 

{145:3} Great [is] the LORD, and greatly to be praised: and bis greatness [is] 
unsearchable. 

{145:4} One generation shall praise thy works to another, and shall declare thy mighty 
ACTS. 

{145:5} I will speak of the glorious honour of thy majesty, and of thy wondrous works. 
{145:6} And [men] shall speak of the might of thy terrible acts: and I will declare thy 
greatness. 

{145:7} Ghey sball abundantly utter the memory of thy great goodness, and shall sing of 
thy righteousness. 

{145:8} Ghe LORD [is] gracious, and full of compassion: slow to anger, and of great mercy. 
{145:9} Ghe LORD [is] good to all: and his tender mercies [are] over all bis works. 

{145:10} All chy works shall praise thee, O LORD: and thy saints shall bless thee. 

{145:11} Ghey shall speak of the glory of thy kingdom, and talk of thy power: 

{145:12} Go make known to the sons of men his mighty acts, and the glorious majesty of 
bis kingdom. 

{145:13} Gby kingdom [is] an everlasting kingdom, and thy dominion [endureth] 
throughout all generations. 

{145:14} Ghe LORD upholdeth all that fall, and raiseth up all [chose that be] bowed down. 
{145:15} Ghe eyes of all wait upon thee: and thou givest them their meat in due season. 
{145:16} Ghou openest thine hand, and satisfiest the desire of every living thing. 

{145:17} Gbe LORD [is] righteous in all bis ways, and boly in all bis works. 

{145:18} Gbe LORD [is] nigh unto all them that call upon bim, to all that call upon bim in 
crutch. 

{145:19} Ne will fulfil the desire of them that fear bim: be also will bear their cry, and will 
save them. 

{145:20} Ghe LORD preserveth all them that love him: but all the wicked will he destroy. 
{145:21} (Dy mouth shall speak the praise of the LORD: and let all flesh bless his holy 
name for ever and ever.

{146:8} Gbe LORD openeth [che eyes of] the blind: the LORD raiseth them that are 
bowed down: the LORD loveth the righteous: 

{146:9} Gbe LORD preserveth the strangers: be relieveth the fathberless and widow: but 
the way of the wicked he turneth upside down. 

{146:10} Gbe LORD shall reign for ever, [even] thy God, O Zion, unto all generations. 
Praise ye the LORD. 

Psalm 147 

{147:1} Praise ye the LORD: for [it is] good to sing praises unto our God: for [it is] 
pleasant: land] praise is comely. 

{147:2} Gbe LORD doth build up Jerusalem: be gathereth together the outcasts of Israel. 
{147:3} Ne bealeth the broken in beart, and bindeth up their wounds. 

{147:4} Ne telleth the number of the stars: be calleth them all by [their] names. 

{147:5} Great [is] our Lord, and of great power: his understanding [is] infinite. 

{147:6} Gbe LORD lifteth up the meek: he casteth the wicked down to the ground. 

{147:7} Sing unto the LORD with thanksgiving: sing praise upon the barp unto our God: 
{147:8} Who covereth the heaven with clouds, he prepareth rain for the earth, who 
maketh grass to grow upon the mountains. 

{147:9} Ne giveth to the beast bis food, [and] to the young ravens which cry. 

{147:10} Ne delighteth not in the strength of the borse: be taketh not pleasure in the legs 
of aman. 

{147:11} Gbe LORD taketh pleasure in them that fear him, in those that bope in bis mercy. 
{147:12} Praise the LORD, O Jerusalem: praise thy God, O Zion. 

{147:13} For be bath strengthened the bars of thy gates: be bath blessed thy children 
within thee. 

{147:14} Ne maketh peace [in] thy borders, [and] fillech thee with the finest of the wheat. 
{147:15} Ne sendeth forth bis commandment [upon] earch: bis word runneth very swiftly. 
{147:16} Ne giveth snow like wool: be scactereth the boar frost like ashes. 

{147:17} Ne casteth forth his ice like morsels: who can stand before his cold? 

{147:18} Ne sendeth out his word, and melceth them: he causeth bis wind to blow, [and] 
the waters flow. 

{147:19} Ne sheweth bis word unto Jacob, bis statutes and his judgments unto Israel. 
{147:20} Ne hath not dealt so with any nation: and [as for his] judgments, they have not 
known them. Praise ye the LORD.

{148:6} Ne hath also stablished them for ever and ever: he hath made a decree which shall 
not pass. 

{148:7} Praise the LORD from the earth, ye dragons, and all deeps: 

{148:8} Fire, and bail: snow, and vapours: stormy wind fulfilling bis word: 

{148:9} Mountains, and all bills: fruicful trees, and all cedars: 


{148:10} Beasts, and all catcle: creeping things, and ying fowl: 

{148:11} Kings of the earth, and all people: princes, and all judges of the earth: 

{148:12} Both young men, and maidens: old men, and children: 

{148:13} Let them praise the name of the LORD: for bis name alone is excellent: bis glory 
[is] above the earth and heaven. 

{148:14} Ne also exalteth the born of bis people, the praise of all bis saints: [even] of the 
children of Israel, a people near unto bim. Praise ye the LORD. 

Psalm 149 

{149:1} Praise ye the LORD. Sing unto the LORD a new song, [and] bis praise in the 
congregation of saints. 

{149:2} Let Israel rejoice in bim that made bim: let the children of Zion be joyful in their 
Ring. 

14933} Let them praise his name in the dance: let them sing praises unto bim with the 
cimbrel and harp. 

{149:4} For the LORD taketh pleasure in bis people: be will beautify the meek with 
salvation. 

{149:5} Let the saints be joyful in glory: let them sing aloud upon their beds. 

{149:6} [Let] the bigh [praises] of God be] in their mouth, and a twoedged sword in their 
band: 

{149:7} Go execute vengeance upon the heathen, [and] punishments upon the people: 
{149:8} Go bind their kings with chains, and their nobles with fetters of iron: 

{149:9} Go execute upon them the judgment written: this honour have all bis saints. 
Praise ye the LORD.
